statement in 1 1 The Editor has received the most kind and 
valuable assistance From all those Indian officials who have 
charge of matters relating to Dignities and Titles; but he is 
alone responsible for the contents of TAt <d&Idtn Bo$k qf 
Jrtifia* Much of the information has been derived from the Princes, Noble¬ 
men! and Gentlemen whose names are included herein, To each one has 
been sent, so far as it has been found possible, a prospectus of this work* with 
a request for information, and with specimens of the form in which that 
information is desired; and in every case in which that appeal has been 
responded to, the fullest consideration has been given to the particulars; 
submitted for insertion. It is. hoped that* now the work in its experimental 
form is once before the Indian public, all those who are interested in its 
accuracy will send their suggestions, whether for additions* or for alterations 
or corrections, direct to the Editor, care of Messrs. Macmillan and Cn, 
2Q Bedford Struct, Covcnt Garden, London, W.C- It will readily be under¬ 
stood that in a work of such magnitude^ in volving reference to some thousands 
of persons, individual correspondence must be impossible * and consequently 
the Editor, while assuring those who favour him with Lheir communications 
that these shall receive the most careful attention, hopes that he will be 
forgiven if he is unable to reply separately to cadi one. 

The task of compiling this much-needed work has been of far greater 
difficulty than was expected. Some of the difficulty has been due to its 
novelty ; for among those who have sent information regarding themselves 
and their families, there has naturally l*een little uniformity in method or 
scale. This difficulty wilt, it is anticipated, soon disappear. But the chief 
difficulty has been owing to the fact that India stands alone among civilised 
nations in possessing no special Department, College^ or Chancery* charged 
with the duty—a very necessary duty from the point of view alike of 
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expediency and of national dignity— -Of recording and certifying national 
honours and titles, of regulating their conferment, and of controlling their 
devolution where hereditary. The Foreign Department of the Government 
of Indio* being that Department which has charge of the rotations of the 
Paramount Power with the Feudatory States and their Rulers, naturally and 
properly directs so much of this business of State as cannot by any possibility 
be shirked. But the question of the very necessary establishment of a 
HeraJds" College, or a Chancery of Dignities, has only once (in 1S77} 
been senomly faced—arid then Its solution was postponed 

The results of this neglect are already deplorable, and must cm long 
receive the attention of the Government of India. Indian titles are officially 
defined to be T cither by gram from Government, i.i . a new creation by Her 
Imperial Majesty the Queen Empress through her representative s or “by 
descent, or by well-established usage.” The Government alone can be the 
judge of the validity of claims, and of their relative strength, m the case of 
titles acquired by 0 descent rT or by *' well-established usages* And it is dear 
that this Royal Prerogative, to be properly used, ought to be exercised openly 
and publicly through the medium of a regular College or Chancery* It is, 
of course, true that the Foreign Department possesses a mass of more or less 
confidential information, and thoroughly efficient machinery, for deciding all 
questions of the kind, when such questions are submitted to, Or pressed UpOXl f 
the notice of Government But when that is not the case, there seems to be 
no public authority or accessible record for any of the ordinary Indian titles* 
or for the genealogy of the families holding hereditary titles. Much confusion 
has already arisen from this, and more is likely to arise. Ln the Lower 
Provinces of Bengal alone, there are at this moment some hundreds of 
families possessing, and not uncommonly using, titles derived from extinct 
dynasties or from common repute^ yet not hitherto recognised formally by 
the British Government j and these, sometimes justly, but more frequently 
perhaps unjustly, are in this way placed in a false and invidious position. 
The Statu regulation of all these mortem, in a plain and straight forward 
manner, would undoubtedly be hailed with pleasure in India by princes and 
people alike. 

In equal uncertainty is left, in many cases, the position of the descend¬ 
ants of ancient Indian royal and noble families; as also that of the Nobles 
of Feudatory States, the subjects of ruling and mediatised prince* 

Then, too* there is endless confusion in the banners, badges, and devices 
that are borne, cither by the custom of the country or hy personal assump¬ 
tion, by various families and individual* Tod’s learned work on T£t r Annalj 
0/Mdjdtthdn 1 taught us long ago that badges and family emblems were as

similar sentiment‘s, and similarly useful fcw historical and genealogical purposes. 
To this day hundreds of Chiefs and country gentlemen in Rijputina, in 
Central India, in Kathiawar, and in many other parts, use their ancestral 
devices in. their seals or accompanying their signature. Titus every petty 
Thakur (as well as Chiefs of higher degree), from Oudh in the East to 
the Western Sea, who can trace his descent from the proud Chauhan 
H-m of Rajputs that gave thu last Hindu Emperors to Delhi and Ajmir, 
still claims his ancestral right to the Chauhin laatok, or device on seal 
and for signature, called the “Chakra" (sec the drawing at p. too). 
Figures of Hanumtn (the Monkey God), of the Sacred Peacock, and ol the 
Sacred Gsntr or Eagle, rake the place, in the heraldry of the East, of the lions, 
the leopards, and the J&nr&fyr of the more elaborate and artificial coat- 
armour of the West The iuMa, or “lucky e&ipdti n (biscuit), with the 
silver rjuatrefoits, on the green flag of the Nizam, the red orlflamraC of the 
“Sun of the Hindus" (the Mahirini of Udaipur), the falcon of Marwar, 
the Gauge be dolphin of Darbhanga, the whim and green stripes of the late 
Sir Salar Jang, and many other hereditary devices and emblems, have long 
been and still are familiar in India. But there seems to be no authority by 
tvhoin the use of such emblems is directed or controlled ; nor lias the 
Government of India ever Itad the prudence to avail itself of the rich store 
of revenue that might easily, and indeed (from the historical and genealogical 
point of view) usefully, be tarred from the fees and duties to be derived 
from the extended use of oimctwl bearings- It is hoped that the publication 
of this work may have some influence in inducing the Government of India 
to establish that very necessary institution, a Heralds' College or Chancery of 
Dignities, in connection with its Political Department—or, perhaps better, 
to petition Her Majesty to attach a duly-constituted Indian Department to 
the College of Arms in London under the Garter King of Arms. 

To the existing circumstances—it may be hoped only temporarily existing 
—described above, the Editor has felt constrained, very reluctantly in many 
cases, to decline to insert the particulars of any titles that have not been 
more or less formally recognised by the Government of India, except in 
about half a doren very' special cases, where there could not by any possibility 
be any doubt of the authenticity of the claims. For instance, m the case of 
the Raikat of Baikanthpur, in the district of Jalpaiguri, Bengal, the title appears 
to be unique in India—and there can be no doubt whatever that it has been 
borne by something like twenty generations of hereditary kinsmen of the Rdjas 
of Kuch Behai; some account of this singularly interesting title has been 
inserted, though there is some reason to doubt whether it appears in any

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tifikkil list- And too* wish a few well known courtesy titles (m S of this 
Introduction). 

i*—M ethod of Afranofsient. 

After much thought and deliberation, it has been determined that, as 
least for this first edition of 27tf Gfibbn which in many respects most 

necessarily have something of the nature of an experiment—the arrangement 
of the work shall be simply alphabetical. In future editions it is possible 
that the volume may be divided into separate parts, distinguishing between 
Ruling Prince* on the one hand, and Dignitaries and Titled Personages of 
British India an the other—or possibly distinguishing between Territorial 
Titles and others. But the difficulties of classification would be exceedingly 
great in a large number of cases, and any attempt in that direction would 
certainly greatly delay the appearance of the work. And, after all, even the 
most careful and accurate classification would, for practical purposes, be of 
very tittle use \ for, as the next section of this Introduction will show, there 
is at present no strict gradation of title*—and of some titles the relative 
values, strange as this may seem, are different in different parts of India, 

In India itself* the relative social importance of the various Dignitaries 
Included in ibis work is well known, and any attempt further closely to 
define precedence would be an invidious as well as unnecessary task. 

For European readers it may perhaps be sufficient to give very rough and 
general analogies from the European system. For instance, the relative posi¬ 
tion of such potentates as the Nirim of the Deccan or the Mahiraja of 
Mysore to the Indian Empire may not unfitly be compared with that of the 
King of Saxony to the German Empire. The hereditary MahirijAs, Rijas, 
and Nawibs of British India occupy a position very similar to that of the 
British Peerage at home; while the holders of the lower titles may be coim 
pared with our Knights Bachelors* and the Knights and Companions of the 
Military Orders, Among the ruling chiefs* their comparative position and 
importance may also be estimated by observing the area and population or 
their respective States, as compared w ith the smaller Kingdoms and Princi¬ 
palities of Central Europe. 

3,—Indian Titles: General. 

A list of one hundred and ninety-six different titles known to the Govern* 
merit of India has been compiled in the Indian Foreign Office, Even this 
long list can hardly be regarded as exhaustive, for it does not include many 
dynastic appellations which have come to he regarded in the light of titles, 
such as the dynastic name of the Mahirrijds of Baroda; Smifkia^ 

that qf the Mahidjis of Gwalior ; that of the Mabirijis of Indore 

Nor does it Include such titles as that of YmurdJ or Jufordj (Youthful Riji), 
often applied (ns lately in Manipur) to the heir to the Kij, And it is of 
course exclusive of the Military Orders of KnighthootL 
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The majority of these titles are Hindu (derived chiefly from the Sanskrit 
language), or Muhammadan (derived chiefly from the Persian). The Bur¬ 
mese titles, though lengthy, are few in number; while still fewer are Am- 
tancse (or Magli), Thibetan, Afghan, Baluch, Somali, etc Two distinguished 
Parsi families have received the English title of Baronet j while one Madras 
family, the descendants of the old Nawibs of the Carnatic, has the English 
title of " Prince of AreoC called also 11 Amir-i-AreoL" The title of Prince 
is also often given by courtesy as the English rendering of the title of “Shih- 
zida," conferred by Her Majesty the Empress on certain descendants of the 
Tippu dynasty of Mysore, of the old kings or Oudh, and of former Amirs 
of Afghanistan! 

Some Indian titles are personal; others have been recognised by Her 
Majesty as hereditary. It is intended in this work to distinguish those which 
are hereditary from those which are personal. 

In the list of one hundred and ninety-sis titles mentioned above (which 
is given below, in section ti of this Introduction, with a glossary of their 
meaning) where known), some are specific titles, analogous to the English 
»fi iiVa " «E.-irl T ' f etc.; such are Afahdrdjd, R<ija, Some are 

descriptive titles, somewhat analogous to the " Defender of the faith ’ borne 
by our Gracious Sovereign ; such are Shamiht?Jiatijf ('‘The Sword of Mar ), 
a title borne by His Highness the MahirAja of Tratattcorc, and Failt Janjj, 
one of the many titles borne by His Highness the Niritn ot the Deccan. 
Titles of the titter form are generally confined to a single personage or 
dvrtasty; hut a few nre common to more than one State, as Lokendm (“Pro- 
ector of the World borne by the Chiefs of Dholpur and Datiia. 

4.—Indian Titles ; Ruling Chiefs. 

The normal or typical title of Chiefs ot Nobles of Hindu descent is RtiJJ 
(in the feminine Rant), or some of its numerous kindred forms. Some of the 
latter are RJnd. Raa t Jtetvai, Rthtat, Rat, flaikniir, Raihhdr, Rnihat. To 
these is added, to indicate excess or rank, the prefix Afahd (“Great rl ), as in 
MaMrdjd, Mah&dxd, Atekdraa, MahdrJjRdnd, etc. The affix Bahddur 
{'*Srave," “The Hero ") is very commonly added (as an extra honorilic) to 
alt Indian titles, Muhammadan as well as Hindu, and is placed at the end of 
the name, much like the English “ Esquire.” Snhib is a somewhat similar 
affiic, and is very commonly used as a courteous form of address; when used 
as the supplement of a title it indicates a rank somewhat less than Bahddur, 
—thus Ran Bahadur and Khdn Bak&dur are titles usually of rather more con¬ 
sideration than Rati Sahth or KMn S<tA/h. Thdkur is also a frequently-used 
Hindu title. Some important feudatory Chiefs bear no other title, but it 
usually b of less consideration than Raja. 

DiuiAn and Stir dir are tides very similar in character to that of Tkdhur; 
but they arc common to Hindus and Muhammadans. 

ITtc normal or typical title of a Chief or Noble of Muhammadan descent 
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is JV'arrJitf (with Jtqpm as its feminine form) ; usually with the honorific suffix 
of BahddMr Y and in forms of courteous address with that of SaAtb The 
title of ShdAzdda ( il King's Son "} is given to some descendants of the Tippu 
dynasty of M ysore, lo some descendants af farmer Amirs oi Kabul, and to 
some descendants of the old Kings of Gudh. Other Muhammadan titles— 
sometimes equivalent in consideration to NnU'dk, but not always—are Halt] 
Stttidri , Amir, Mir, A firs a, AfMn t Kkdn / also Sard Jr and DmAn, which arc 
common to Hindus and Muhammadans. 

Among the Ruling Chiefs there arc some oce[>tsonal titles* due sometimes 
to differences of language, sometimes to other known causes, and sometimes 
oi unknown origin. The first and greatest of all the Princes of she Empire 
h always known as the NIzdm of the Deccan—a relic of the time when His 
Highness's ancestors were mediatised kings under the Emperor of I>dhL 
The title, though implying in itself fealty to an Imperial authority* is one of 
the highest dignity, and can hardly Tie translated by any European title less 
august than “king"] it is therefore a suitable title for the first mediatised 
prince under the Indian Empire, charged with the absolute rule over an area 
more than twice as large as that of Bavaria and Saxony combined, and a 
population greater than that of the two kingdoms named. 

I fa!hit* and Sindhfa are rather of the nature of dynastic names than of 
titles; and the Gntbw&r (the title of one of she greatest of the Ruling Chiefs) 
is of a similar nature having been originally a caste name; and all these 
three are relics of the Mahralta Empire. 

Among the exceptional titles due to difference of language may be noticed 
that of/J;w, which is of Sindhi or Roluch origin; there arc two Jims of 
ruling rank in Krithidwdr, and one in Baluchistio. The Ruler of Spill* an 
outlying Himalayan principality in the Punjab, is known as the Nono of 
Spiti— M Nono pp being a Thibetan form. One of the Assamese Rijib is known 
as t4 the Bobmong p> ; another simply as " the Mong RajiL*" Some of the Madras 
Chiefs have peculiar titles of local origin. Thus, the MahsbHjd of Calicut 
bears the historic tide of u the £amorin w —probably a load corruption of the 
Maiayalam Samumfrt l or “ sea-king." The Mahirijd of Puducotta is known 
as 11 the Tondinuu and some other Madras Rijas are called “the Valiya 
RAji." Nine Feudatories (eight in the Bombay Presidency and one at 
Muscat in Arabia) bear the title o fSufidn. The descendants or the undent 
chiefs of Bind are called Afirs ; the Chief of Afghanistan is called Amir. The 
Chief of Katet in Baluchistan is bath a Mr and a Wait, and has been created 
(like the Amir of Afghanistan) a Grand Commander of the Star of India, 
fn the Aden territory, which m subordinate to die Bombay Government, 
some of the chiefs bear the title of Girad, which is of SotnSli origin ; other* 
are known by the Arabic titles of Sa/Mn M Amir, and Shaikh. Some of the 
heads of Hindu religious bodies are hereditary feudal chiefs; and their title 
is Mahant 

All, or most of the titles mentioned above, though recognised by the 
British Government, have come down to us from earlier times. Her 
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Majesty has, in a few very special cases, authorised a change of title among 
the Feudatories ; as, for instance, when a ThMur S*M has been authorised 
to use the higher title of Makdrdjd Btikddur. But, generally speaking, when 
it is wished lo confer honour on a ruling prince, it is conferred, not by a 
change in the indent title of chtefship, but by appointment to one or other 
of the classes of the Orders of the Star of India or the Indian Empire— 
by the addition of descriptive titles—by an increase in the number of guns 
authorised for the salute, su^h increase being usually a personal one—or by 
the conferment ofc Honorary military rank in the Imperial army. 


5.—Titles Recognised, and Regularly Conferred av He it M.\jm 
THROUGH THE GOVERNMENT OF INDIA. 

In British India there is now a wdl^tablishcd order and gradation 
of nobility; in which creations and promotions are made by Her Gracious 
Majesty's representative, the Viceroy, just as similar creations and pro¬ 
motions are made in England. In the higher ranks of this nobility, an 
additional step or grade in each rank is made by the custom, unknown as 
yet in England., ol making the creation or promotion in some ca.^es personal, 
in others hereditary. But no rank below that of Riji for Hindus, or Nawab 
for Muhammadans, is now created hereditary. 

Jtai for Raa in Southern and Western India) for Hindus, and Mdn for 
Muhammadans, am the first or least considerable titles conferred by the British 
GovcnfmenL These, with or wirhout the affix of SaM\ which adds to the 
dignity, are vary commonly ex cjjdna titles, held by the subordinate officers of 
civil departments. Next above Rai Sahth, Rm Saktb, or Kfoh r SaAtb comes 
the title Rai Bahadur^ Raa Bahadur, or Khan Btikddur; and ihts is the 
title—though it has sometime* also been ™de simply an ex vjki# titles— 
which is usually first conferred on Indian gentlemen who have distinguished 
themselves by their munificence, by their patriotism, or in any other way, 
j?at Bahadur is commonly used as the Hindu title in the Bengal Presidency, 
Ra& Bahddur as that in the west and south of India, and Khdn Bahddur 
for Muhammadans and Pkrais; and this rank seems exactly analogous lo that 
of Knight Bachelor in England. 

Al>ove this rank is the title of Rd/d (with the feminine Rdm) for Hindus, 
JVdWifk (with die feminine Bigam) for Muhammadans; and this may tie 
hereditary or personal—a remark which applies to all the higher ranks# 
Next higher is a Rd/d Bahddur^ or a dVaturfb Bahddur. Higher again* 
fur Hindus, is the tide of Mahdrdjd* and above that is Makdrdjd Bahadur. 
It is one of the many anomalies of the Indian system as at present 
existing, that there (to not seem to be any Muhammadan analogies to' these 
last two highest Hindu titles, so that a jVawdb Bahddur may be the equal 
either of a Rd/d BaAddar w or of a Afahdrdjd Bahddur^ according 10 
circumstance These seem to be very analogous to the various steps in the 
British Peerage. 
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Farsss share with Muhammadans, their lower titles. But w'here they have 
attained to higher rank than KMn Bahadur, it has been indicated by 
appointment to one of the Military Orders, or hy the coo ferment of British 
Knighthood, or (in two ca ses) by a British Baronetcy*

The eldest son of a Mahiraji or Rajd is called a Mahdrajkuniar (or 
Maharajkunwar), or Rijkumar (or Kdjkunwir), or simply Kiimdr (or Kunwir) ; 
and these titles have in some cases been formally confciTcd by the Govern¬ 
ment. J\fawd&sdria t or is the title given to the sons of Nawribs. 

Among the Barons of the Punjab there is a remarkable uniformity of 
title ; they are nearly all styled Sarddr or Sarddr B&h&dur -—and their sons 
are often styled MJdn f though this is also an independent title, as is Drtvdn 
also, in the Punjab. In Omlh and in the Central Province, on the other 
hand, there is the greatest diversity in the form of the territorial titles— 
Thdkur being the commonest title, but Rai is also frequent (and of far 
higher dignity than it seems to bear in some other Provinces), and so are 
Rtijdy Dtzthifs p and Rno< 


&—Burmese Titles. 

The chiefs of the Shan and other tribes on the frontiers of Burma have 
the titles (equivalent to Rdjd or TMkur, or other Indian titles) either of 
Sntvlww f or My^n r nr JV^t^isnhmu, 

But the regular Burmese titles ordinarily conferred by the British 
Government are these

it remains to notice two Imperial titles of ancient origin, as indicating 
exceptional distinction in learning, that were revived on the auspicious 
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occasion of Her Majesty’s Jubilee. These are JliMmak&pddkydja for 
Hindus, and Skams-v^Ulaitia far M^hmnmadnns. It Ls noteworthy, as 
showing a wise regard for that reverence which great erudition has always 
commanded in the East, that holders of these tides, ranking equally among 
themselves according to date of creation, take rank directly after titular 
RJj£s and Nawdbs; and thus the dignity is rendered somewhat analogous to 
the high dignity of a Privy Councillor in the United Kingdom, 


5.’—Courtesy Tjtle*. 

There are many tides habitually used in India— and a few have been 
admitted into this work—that are not substantive titles in the strictest sense 
of the term, but may best be described as courtesy Titles, Of this nature is 
the title of u Prince" in most cases —though not in the case of the Prince of 
A root* who enjoys a title specially conferred by the Sovereign, The title of 
Ei His Highness/ conferred or recognised by the Queen Empress, belongs as 
of right only to a limited number of the Feudatory Chiefs, and to a few of 
the Nobles of British India : but it is very generally conceded, as a matter of 
courtesy, to most of the Feudatory Chiefs and the greater Territorial Noble* 
The title of 11 His Excellency n has been specially granted to one or two 
Chiefs; it is also commonly used, as a mallet of courtesy, irs addressing 
ihe responsible Ministers of the chief Feudatory Stale* 

The owners of some great Zaminddrit or esrat£ 5 t especially in Madras, 
are sometimes styled Raj A in common pa.rfance t even when they have not 
received that title from the Sovereign. But there seams to be no authority 
for this : nor—so far as is known to the Editor, and with the few exceptions 
above noted—Is any name inserted in this work as that of a Rdjd, or as 
holding a similar title, unless recognised by the Government of India. 

Immemorial usage throughout India has conferred well - recognised 
courtesy titles on the hefcs-appartat of the greater titles; and in some case* 
on die second, third, fourth, and younger sons. There is at least one 
whose eldest son bears the courtesy title of Xumvdr r the second son that of 
Zhmf?7, the third that of Tfofkur f the fourth, that of Ld! % and the fifth and 
younger sons that of Bdbu* It may here be noted that, in common use in 
Bengal, die title of Bdbu has degenerated—like the French Mornkur and 
the English Esquirt —into a mere form of address; but it belongs of right 
only to a very limited class—and particularly to the sons, not otherwise 
tilled, of the greater titled personages. In Orissa, Chota Nagpur, and 
Central India, the eldest son of a Riji or Thdkur frequently bears the title 
of Txhiit or Tikmidv ; and sometimes {but rarely) the second son bears the 
tide of P&thfiii or FcthaiM^ and the third that of LdL But in most, prob¬ 
ably in all, caaeSj the younger sons arc styled Bdtm* In some ol the Orissa 
Tributary Mahdl% and in Manipur and in Its!! Tipperah and elsewhere, the

Mr, Cameron becomes 
“Lochiel" the moment he succeeds to the estate of that name; so one of 
these young Princes becomes "Sindhia” the moment he succeeds » the 
Gwalior KAj, and the other becomes " Holkar" the moment he succeeds to 
the Indore RAj—the junior members of these ruling Houses using the title 
as their family name. 


9,— Armorial Bearings* 

The Editor has already pointed out* in an earlier section of this Intro¬ 
duction, the need that exists for the services of an Indian King of Arms ud 
an Indian Heralds College, Such an institution, prodded due regard were 
paid to Indian sentiments and prejudices, would be immensely popular 
among the Chiefs and notables of India; and a very considerable revenue 
might yearly be raised, with the greatest goodwill on the part of those who 
would pay it, from a moderate duty, similar to the one levied in the United 
Kingdom, on the authorised use of hereditary cognisances or armorial 
bearings. At present an Indian noble is justly proud of a cognisance that 
has been honourably borne for centuries by his ancestors* and would prefer 
to use it with full legal authority; but it Is doubtful whether he can do so 
at all, except by a most difficult and most unusual application to the Ear! 
Marshal of England and the Garter King of Aims in London* far an 
authorised grant. So t too, with more modem adoptions of coat-armour; 
these have been authorised by the College of Arms in London for the two 
Indian Baronets, and perhaps for a few more “but m a rule llie m&dus 
t.'pcranji is unknown. 

Wherever the Editor has been able to obtain a sketch of the cognisance 
or device usually used by any Chief— or that has been emblazoned on his 
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banner, on stich public occasions as the Imperial Assemblage at Delhi, on 
the Proclamation of Her Most Gracious Majesty as Empress of India—a 
copy has been given in this work in the actual form used, without regard to 
the question of its being duly authorised by the College of Arms, or of its 
being in accordance with the laws of European heraldry, li is hoped that 
in a future edition this laxity will not be necessary, and that steps will in the 
meantime have been taken to regulate the devolution of ancient cognisances, 
and the assumption of new ones. It is stated that some of the Feudatory 
States have placed coats of arms on the postage stamps in use within their 
limits ; and it is quite clear that the use of such emblems is rapidly becoming 
common* 

In the case of all those Chiefs whose banners were displayed at the 
Imperial Assemblage of ist January 1877, iCc. all the Chiefs of highest 
rank—the emblems then used were used 14 by authority 1 '; and copies of 
some of them have been obtained for this work* The editor will be glad to 
be favoured with copies of others, sent through Messrs. Macmillan and Co.;

lO.^CLkESrlONiES OBSERVED ON TFtE INSTALLATION Ot AN INDIAN NOBLE. 

The Warrant conferring for authorising the hereditary succession to) a 
title is called a faM&d—i sometimes spelt H sunnud- ' It is signed* on behalf 
of Her Majesty the Empress, by His Excellency the Viceroy 1 and bears the 
Official Seal of the Empire. 

It is usual—though there appears to be no invariable rule—for the local 
representative of Her Majesty* on the occasion of the installation or 
succession of a Chief or ttoble, to present him with a l’Mdf r and receive 
from him a nazar in return. I+ Khikit" literally means * l a Dress of 
Honour," It usually consists of pieces of cloth not made up; but some¬ 
times it consists of arms, jewels, or other valuables, without any article of 
attue, although in most cases a turban and shawl form part of the gift 
Indeed, a complete Mi/af may include arms, or a horse, or an elephant* or 
all of these togetlieL The mtsar (sometimes spelt rttizzttr) must be of 
corresponding value to the &Ma& 

In the case Of a Mahlrijd Bahidur, or other noble of that rank, the 
k/tifnf and mmid are presented, in full by the Governor, Lieutenant- 

Governor, or other Chief Civil Officer of the Province * or if they are unable 
to be present* by the Commissioner of the Division at the sudder-stataon (or 
capital). 

To the Darbdr are invited all the civil and military officers available, also 
all the Indian notables and gentry of the neighbourhood. 

The chair of the Presiding Officer is placed In the middle, and that of 
the nobleman to be installed on his right. The brother, son, and any of the 
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relative* of the nobleman who may be present, occupy places, according to 
their station, in the right-hand line. 

The chairs for all the public functionaries arc placed, according to their 
rank, on the left hand of the Presiding Officer’s chair. 

The local notables and gentry occupy chairs, also according to their raid:, 
on the right hand of the Presiding Officer. 

A company of soldiers is drawn up in front of the stairs, as a Guard of 
Honour. 

On the arrival of the noble near the stairs, the Sarishtadar or Munshi oa' 
the Presiding Officer leads him to the audience. All functionaries, out of 
respect to him, rise from their chairs on the Chiefs reaching the Presiding 
Officer; who then asks him to take his seat All functionaries and Darldris 
must have assembled and taken their seats before the Chiefs arrival. 

After a short conversation, the Presiding Officer orders his Munshi to 
take the Chief to an adjoining room, prepared previously for the purpose, 
where he is robed with the different parthas of the khiimt accept the pearl 
necklace,. After this, he is again brought into the Daihir room, and stands 
in front of the Presiding Officer. The latter, rising from his seat with all 
the functionaries present, then ties the pearl necklace round the neck of the 
Chief 

The Presiding Officer then orders the Munshi to read out the sanad. 
During the reading of the sanad the Presiding Officer and the functionaries 
resume their seats, while the Chief and the local notables and gently 
rise. 

The Chief presents the usual natardna of gold mohurs, and then all 
resume their seats. 

After a short pause, the Presiding Officer orders atr and /,/« to be 
brought; and standing up, serves out the same, first to the newly-installed 
Chief, and then to all the Indian notables and gentry present—the Munshi 
bringing up each one in turn to receive the atr and pin. 

They all then take their leave, and the ceremony is at an end. 

The ceremony of the Installation of a Raji Bahddur, or titled personage 
of lower rank than a Maharaja Bahadur, is very similar to the one described 
above. But the Guard of Honour is not so large, and it is not necessary 
that the Chief Civil Officer of the Province should he present. Also, the 
sarptihi pearl necklace, or whatever may compose die khilal ; is handed by 
the Commissioner to the Collector or Assistant Collector of the district in 
which the Chiefs estates are situated, and he requests him to invest the 
Chief with it, 

A ceremonial similar to those described above is observed when a 
Knight Grand Commander, or a Knight Commander, or a Companion of 
the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India, or of the Most Eminent Order 
or the Indian Empire, is invested with the insignia of the Order by the 
reprosen Lilivtr of ihe Empress 
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U,—List of Indian Titles, with a Glossary of their 
Meanings where known.

Before his return to the Deccan he was chosen by His Highness for the 
highest post in the State, that of Prime Minister ^ and in this great and 
arduous office, his conspicuous success has gained the hearty approval of His 
Highness, and the congratulations of the whole world With the loyal and 
brotherly co-operation of hi* distinguished kinsman. His Excellency the 
Yikar-iiKUmani (also one of the three Premier Nobles of the State), and all 
the most able statesmen of Hyderabad* he has raised the government of 
Hts Highness the Nmtm’s territories to the highest state of efficiency and 
enlightenment.

The remaining five brothers 
fled for their lives to the hills, and settled at Eonni, of which they took 
possession, and of which one of the brothers was made Elji The sister of 
this Riji of Bonai married Balbhadra Ehanj, a brother of the Keunjhar Rijd, 
who, having plotted to dethrone his brother, was put to death by him. 
Balbharlra’s wife fled to Boimi, and although the Raji of Keunjhar sent 
ambassadors there to bring her back, Pntiip Deo t refused to allow her to 
return, and went with her to Ramganj m Bod, where she gave birth tp a som 
At that time a Brihman named Gobardhan Deo was Rij£ of Rod, and as 
his only son was dead, he adopted PmUp Deo's nephew as his son and heir. 
At this time a Rrijd who was a Dorn by caste was ruling on the north of the 
MahinadL PratAp Deo defeated him, and becoming ruler of his dominions, 
founded a village and named it Pmttp-pur alter himself, The elevated 
plain across the Handpagarh is, to the present day, renowned as the 
gar A of the Dom Rdji; and a village called Pratappur s till exists near iL 
Pratip Deo found a Aanda (metal top) in a tank which he was excavating 
there, and gave the place and the State the name of Handpa. In course of 
time one of the Chiefs who ruled after Praiip Deo divided the State into 
eight subdivisions, and placed a Chief over each, with a view of bringing 
the aborigines into subjection. Hence the Slate changed its name from 
Hard pa to Athmalik ("eight chiefs"). The State (which is one of the 
Orissa Tributary Mahals) has an area of 730 square miles. Its population, 
21,774, is chiefly Hindu ; bur them are more than 5000 aboriginal hilt-men. 
The Maharijd has a military force of 360 men and 1 gun.

The Rdji is descended from a Kshatriya (Hindu) family. The history of 
the BarambaState commences from the year 1305 with Hatekeshwar 
Raul, a famous wrestler, who sensed Kishori Nansingh, the ruler of Orissa 
and in recognition of his valour was presented with two villages (by name 
Sonhha and Median) on the north bank of the Mahdnadl river, three miles 
south of the present Earamha headquarters- These two villages were then 
owned and inhabited by Kandhs, Haiakushwnr drove them away to about 
four miles north and settled in Baramba, which has since been the residence 
of all his successors up to the present time. The two villages, Sonkha and 
Mohuri, which were close to one another, have since been am alga mated into 
one, and are known by the name of SonkhamerL ft k difficult to ascertain 
whai was the area of the two villages when they were presented by the 
Orissa ruler, but in all probability it never exceeded four square miles. The 
founder, however* extended the limit of his possession to about eight square 
miles before he died, leaving his younger brother, Mahkcshwar Rant* to 
succeed him. 

The second Chief; Maiakeshwar Rant, who reigned eighteen years, ex¬ 
tended the limit of the Suite to 0 gal pore, about three miles west of Sonk- 
hanieri, and five miles south-west of Rarambx He discovered the temple 
of the goddess Voiaifca or Bruhndatnba or Rodama at OgaJpore s and out of 
respect for this goddess named the State after her. JambL'Shwitr Rant, the 
fourth Chief, who reigned frost! 1375 a. a to M j6 r conquered the Knndh 
Chief of Kharod, eight milts north west of Bammba, and annexed his posses¬ 
sion (about twenty square miles), thus raising the area of the State to about 
thirty six square miles. The fifth Chief, Hholeshwar Raut p conquered the 
Khanckyat or Chief of Amatia, the mites west of Bafnmba, and extended the 
limit of the Suite to Ratapat, eight miles west of the headquarter*, and the 
present boundary between the Baramba and Narsinghpur States, It was 
during the reign of this Chief, who reigned for forty-three yeans (from 
1416 A.p, to 1459}, that the farthest western limit of the Slate was reached. 
His successor* increased their possessions to the east of the headquarters* 
but made no attempt lo extend the State farther on the west Kanhu Rant, 
the sixth Chief, reigned for fifty-five year* (from 1459 jlb. to 1514),, and 
extended the limit of the State to Mohulio, about five miles cast of Baramba* 
Nabin Raut ± the ninth Chief, reigned for twenty-three years (from 1537 a el 
to 1 560). During his reign the State attained its largest limit, from Ratapafc 
in the west to Bidharpur in the cast, eighteen miles, and from the range of 
hills separating Mindol from Baramhi to the banks of the Makinadi, about 
eight and a half miles, and this is the present limit of the State. In the 
reign of the twelfth Chlet Krishna Chandra Mangnij, who ruled from 
1635 a.d. to 1650, the Mahnums invaded the country, but the Chief acknow. 
kdgtrd their supremacy, and was required to pay a tribute of 6335 kalians of 
cowries per annum, Padmanava Rirbar Mftflgrrij Makipairn, the seventeenth 
Chief of the Statu, was a very weak ruler, who reigned from 1748 a.d 4 to 
1793. During the first part of his reign the Rdjd of Khandpara invaded the 
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Si^te s drove due the Chief, and remained in possesion of it for nearly 
thirteen months, Riji Padmanava sough! for and obtained the assistance 
of the Rljd of Khurda, and recovered possession of the State. During the 
latter part of his reign, in ihe year 1775, the Raja of Narsinghpur invaded the 
State, and took possession of two of its important forts, Kharad and Ratapat 
Ihe RAp. was -powerless to expd the invade^ so he appealed to the Mah- 
rattas, and with their assistance and intercession was able to regain possession 
01 the forts^ It seems that the Mughals never exercised direct supremacy 
over the Chiefs of this State. 'The Mahrattas, however, did so, and 
there ore Jotters extant which show that they fixed the annual tribute 
of the State from E he year 11 S3 io 1185 Audi, and collected the same 
directly from the Chick There are also three other old letters of 
interest in the records, In one of these the Mahratt&s intimate ihdr 
having recovered the Ratapat Gur from the Narsinghptir Rdjd; in another 
they required the presence of ihe Ha mm bn Raja to settle a boundary 
dispute between Baramba and Naninghpur; the third is addressed to the 
Rdji of Narsmghpor # anti contains the decision of the Mahratta Govern

Maharaja Styaji Rao Ga«Wr Sena Khu Khel Shamsher Bahidur, 
Knight Grand Commander of the Meet Exalted Order of the Star of India, 
f ie is the descendant of the famous Mahmita leader, Oaraaji Gaekwdr, who 
obtained from the hhahu K.ljl of Sidra the title of Shi rusher Bahadur for 
h\s bravery at the Ext tiJ-e of Ballapur, fought ngamsi the Imperial forces of 
Delhi at the close of (he 17th century, Llanuji Gaekwir died in 1721, and 
was succeeded bv bis nephew and adopted son Pilaji Gaekwir, who obtained 
from the Shahu Rijd the additional title of Scud Khai Khtt (sec Introduction, 
^11) on the conclusion of The wars with the Peshwa. Pilaji was assassinated in 
1 73 1 * Jn< l was succeeded by his son Damaji II.; who, during a period of about 
lorty yearn of almost incessant warfare, played 0 most prominent put in the 
history of India, and firmly established the Gaekwari power throughout 
Gujardt and the neigh louring districts of Western India. In 1732, die same 
year m which his farher was murdered by a Mughal emissary, he reconquered 
the capital of Gujarit, Haioda, from the Mughal Viceroy; and that city has 
been the capital of (he Gaekwars ever since. He commanded a division at 
the great and decisive battle of Panipat in 1761. He invaded Kathiawar, 
and forced many of its princes to pay him tribute; he conquered the ancient 
city of Anhalwira friton, and also Ahmndsbod, the old capa'la] of Gujarat. 
Alter his death, his two sons Govind Rao and Fathch Singh Ixicame 
Gaekwiirs in succession; and the latter was succeeded by Armndi Rao, 1 
son of Gorind Rao Gaekwir. In 1803 a T reaty was concluded with the 
British Power, under which a British Resident was appointed to the Court or 
Enroth, and provision was made for the maintenance of n strong subsidiary 
force. Aranda Rao was succeed id by Snyaji Rao I., whose reign was long 
and on the whole prosperous; and he was followed by three of his sons in 
turn, Ganpat Rao GaekwJr, Khaude Rao Gaekwar, and Mtilhar Rao 
Gaekwir. His Highness Khande Rao Gaekwir rendered loyal sen-ice to 
the Government at the time of the Mutiny. But the rule of his successor 
was disgraced by Riisgovemment \ and it terminated In his deposition under 
painful cintumstanees. After these misfortunes, the Paramount Power cker* 
cised the greatest care and diligence in seeking out, from among the 
scions of the Gaekwlri family and the descendants of Pilaji, a successor 
to the gait, who sheutd be in every way well fitted to discharge the duties 
of that exalted station. Their care has been amply rewarded; for, by the 
consent of the whole world, it would be impossible to find a ruler more 
devoted to the welfare of his subjects, or one better qualified to do credit 
to the Imperial choree, than His Highness the present Mahanijd Gaek- 
wdr, who was adopted by Her Highness the Mahdrjni jamni Bat, the 
widowed consort of Khande Rao Gaekwir—and installed by- the Agent of 
the Governor-General, who invested him with a State Dress of Honour on 
the 27th May 1875. 

I he reign of the Maharaja Gaekwir Sayaji III. lias been one of amazing 
progress and, prosperity. For His Highness himself; it has not been without 
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the deep shadows of domestic bereavement; for m April iSSj he lost 
bin. first wife, Her Highness the MahMni Chimnab**, iwe of th ^‘ 1 
of Tan tore, whom he had married in iSSuy and who had borne 
children -—two daughters, who had died during the lifetime of the» motive 
and a son and heir named Fatheb Singh Kao, who has happilysumsed In 
December iSS S His Highness took as his second wife a Princess of the 
House of Dorns in Central India, Her Highness Chimnaha,. the present 
Maharaui, who was invested by H« Most Qractous Majesty Qncen 
Empress with the insignia of the Imperial Order of the Crown of Indam 
,Soi. Of this marriage there lias been issue t«o sons named Jaism^h 
Kao and Sivaji Rao respectively, and a Princess named Intlim haja. 

The young Gadtwib had for several years the advantage of the cooptra 
tion as Minister of Baroda, of one of the ablest Indian statesmen of modern 
times, the Raja Sir Madhava Ran, K.C.S.I. The colleagues and 
of Sir Madhava—the Khdn Bahadur Kiri Shahah-ud-din, CI.E., the Dm d 
Bahifdur Laxuroan }agannith, the Klein Bahadur Petanji Jahangirp, C.L.h-. 
the Kao Bahadur Viniyafc fandrdhan Kirtane, the Khan Bahadur Khurshid)! 
Rustamji, and the present Prime Minister, His Excellency the Dwran j^hadur 
Manibhai Jasbhai—have also been statesmen of great ability and devotion. 
And many other names might he mentioned of distinguished officers of the 
Baroda Government during the present reign, Ihe early years oi Htt 
Highness were guided by the judicious care of an extremely able and 
sympathetic English gentleman, Mr, F A H- Elliot, GI F, who Mill retains 
high office in the Baroda State. In .875 the Gaekwar attended by Sir 
Mddhava Rao and the chief officers of the State, went to Bombay to meet 
His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales; and shortly afterwards was 
honoured by a visit of His Royal Highness to the capital of Rarada, where 
the auspicious event was celebrated by the most magnificent hospitalities* 
On the 1st of January 1877 His Highness, on the invitation of H.E. the 
Viceroy, attended the Imperial Assembly at Delhi to celebrate the Proclama¬ 
tion of Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen as Empress of Inl and 
on that occasion was invested with the title or /v»rW rAA.w-r .ZW<i£* 
Inglithid (see Introduction, § ti) by I-ord Lytton as the representative of the 

EW ^tM 1887 His Highness, accompanied by the Mahiirini, set out on 
an extended tour to the continent of Europe. After passing several months 
tn Italy, Switzerland, and France, His Highness arrived in England in t e 
following November. On the jlh of December the Maharaja proceeded to 
Windsor, and had the honour of being most cordially received by Her Most 
Gracious Majesty the Queen Empress. His Highness, having previously 
received the honour of Knighthood, was on this occasion invested by the 
Oueen Empress with the insignia of a Grand Commander of the Most 
Exalted Order of the Star of India. A second visit was paid to Europe by 
His Highness in i$8<j, which also greatly restored his health and vigour. 
But the hot climate of Gujarat, and excessive mental exertion, made it im¬ 
perative on him in the spring of 1893 to visit Europe once more; and 
accordingly His Highness left India a third time on 7 th May tS 9 J. With 
the Maliarani lw has again been graciously received by Her Majesty, who 
honoured the MatiMni hy personally conferring on her the insignia of the 
Imperial Order of the Crown of India, These visits of His Highness to 
England have been fruitful of the most valuable results to the Baroda State* 
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and are in themselves evidence of the interest he takes in the social and 
material progress or his people. Both fn 18S7 and again in 1892* he has 
been attended by one of his ablest officials* the Rajdshri Yoaudeo Mddhava 
^amarth, who now holds the position of Chief Dinner with His Highness, 

By the direction of His Highness scientific land-revenue survey ha* been 
introduced throughout (he State, the existing revenue laws have been revised* 
new ones framed, and various restrictions and petty imposts, well 
transit, duties, which entailed much hardship on the ryt+t^ have been gradu¬ 
ally abolished- By these and various other means, the cultivators have been 
greatly encouraged to increase their holdings and improve their condition. 
The existing local regulations are luring codified for securing a speedy and 
efficient administration of civil and criminal justice, in which work he has 
allowed the people to take part. His Highness has issued certain rules for 
the better working of the Police, and has brought up the milium force# 
to a state of efficiency. But the greatest attention of the Mahdraji Gaukwar 
has bejm given to nutters of education He has given a strong impetus to 
primary and higher education, as well as to technical training in industrial 
arts and handicrafts. There is an Am College at Baroda, which is affiliated 
to the Bomlvty University, and teaches up to the ft A- and E.Se. standards. 
The vernacular schools have received a, large accession to their number, and 
are still to he further multiplied by the establishment of thirty new schools 
every year* A recent rule to recognise by Government grant-in-aid every 
school which has not less than sixteen scholars on its roll has called into exist¬ 
ence hundreds of village schools for the instruction of (he masses hitherto 
untouched. Schools have also been opened for people of low castes* and 
hoarding schools for the lowest and hitherto utterly neglected classes. 

Classes for teaching native music and scientific agriculture have been 
opened* whilst die establishment of a technical school for imparting a know¬ 
ledge of modem industries, and for improving the various handicrafts of the 
people, testifies to (he anxiety His Highness entertains for the industrial 
progress of his State, Nor has the Maharaja Gackwir forgotten the claims 
Of female education, for in the various schools in his dominions not only are 
girls given a sound mental training, but the physical training and the homely 
arts of sewing, embroidery, and cookery arc not neglected. Hospitals and 
dispensaries have been provided in almost all the principal towns of the Stale; 
and it has been lately decided to appoint a lady-doctor for administering to 
the medical needs of the female population. The magnificent new Palace, 
and various handsome buildings for schools* colleges, and hospitals, evince 
the keen desire of His Highness for the promotion of public works* Rail¬ 
ways have' been extended in the territory of ftaroda, and at present the State 
owns no less than 178 miles of railway. One of the most important recent 
engineering undertakings is the construction of extensive works at Ajwa for 
supplying the city of Baroda with pure water at the cost of about thirty lacs 
of rupees 

The effects of the good and enlightened government of the present 
GaekwSr, and the consequent progress and prosperity of his Stale and people* 
were well summed up in a speech made by the tare Viceroy of India, Lord 
Dufiferin, on the occasion of His Excellency 1 ! visit to Baroda in November 
i&8G a from which may be quoted the following words:— 

« Although your Highness, with characteristic modesty has passed very 
lightly over the many excellent works of a like nature which have been cm- 
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strutted under your auspices, all who am irthihttMtB of this plate know that, 
thanks to the intelligent energy which has been exhibited by their ruler, few 
cities and few States have ever made greater progress in everything which tends 
to impreve the social CtittdMoo of their inhabitants than the State and city over 
which your Highness so auspiciously and benevolently mles, The air of 
universal prosperity which characterises your capital and district which surrounds il p 
the happy and contented appearance of your people, ate all marks of conscientious 
and intelligent administmiioEi* which have met my eye on every side; the noble 
buildings which are rising in nil directions under your Highness 1 * auspices, and 
amply generous provision which you have made both for the needs and gratifica¬ 
tion of your people* have confirmed me In the opinion which I had already reason 
to entertain, that in your Highness India possesses one of the most promising, 
high-minded, and wise rulers with which she has been ever blessed. It is diffi¬ 
cult in convey In words the satisfaction which a Vice toy experiences at being able 
to arrive at such a conclusion in regard to one of the most influential and import* 
ant of Her Majesty's feudatory Princes. In your Highness L feel the Queen 
Empress possesses indeed the noble ar&an-i-dow&rf, a linn and trusted pillar of 
State, and that the Indian Government is entitled to regard you sis a sympathetic 
and worthy coadjutor in its great work of advancing the general happiness and 
prosperity of the inhabitants of Hindustan. Believe me, MaMrilj3, there is no 
object dearer to my heart than, to acquire the confidence and goodwill of the 
Fiinccs of India, to make them feel with what kindly Feelings 1 regard them, how 
anxious 1 am in respect to their rights, to maintain their dignity, to add to their 
consideration and iu vatj but fr becomes ten times easier to do this, and is a

reign Matrn Rim, the eldest brother of the branch occupying the ancient 
seat of the family in Utaria, rose to great favour with die Governor of 
Benares under the Kawdb Varir of Oudh. On the death of Hausa Rim ui 
1739 his son Balwant Singh sent an offering to Ddh * ^ ld rccisivcd from the 
Ernperor his confirmation in the government of the Jaunpur, Renare^ and 
Chun^r districts, with the possession in his own right of four FargjmAs* and 
the tide of Riiji Bahadur, which the family has held as an hereditary title 
ever since. In 1763, when the Emperor and the Nawdb Varir ot Oudh 
marched costard to expel the British from Bengal, Raja Balwant Singh was 
compelled lo join them* but his troops took no pan in the battle of Baksrir, 
being stationed ott the other side of the Ganges, and when he Bed to one of 
his hill fortresses he was called back to receive confirmation of his posses¬ 
sions under the British Power On the death of Balwazit Singh in 177° the 
Nawab Yazir of Oudh do sired to seize the Benares territory, but the British 
Government compelled him to recognise Chait Singh, the son of Ralwant 
Singh, as Rdjj under the British suzerainty, and by the treaty of 1775 the 
territory'was finally declared British. The differences between Riji Chait 
Singh and the Calcutta Government under Warren Hastings are historically 
famous, as they became the subject of one of the articles of the impeachment 
that was framed against the great Governor-General The Fiji was deprived 
of his govern mem, which was given on conditions to his nephew, Rija 
Mahip Malayan, son ruf Balwant Singh's daughter, and he died in exile at 
Gwalior under the protection of the Mahiriji ^indhla. Rija Mahip Xaniyan 
died in 1795, and was succeeded by his son Udit Nariyan Singh; and the 
latter in 1835 by his nephew and adopted son. Fiji Ishri Farshdd Xaidyan 
Singh Bahadur, who, for his loyal services at the time of the Mutiny, received 
in 1859 the title of Maharaja Bahadur as a personal distinction On the 
1st January' 1877, on the occasion of the Proclamation of Her Most Gracious 
Majesty os Empress of India, the Maharaja Bahadur was created a Knight 
Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India ; and 00 
his death in 1&S9 he was succeeded by his nephew' and adopted son, the 
present Rijl On the Sth February 1&S9 the late Maharaja Bahadur had

settled at Jaithar in Siran, Bengal, about the year 1344 a-d. One of his 
descendants, Agar Sen, having possessed himself hv force of arms (during 
the later years of the reign of the Emperor Jahangir) of a considerable terri¬ 
tory in Champdran, declared himself a Raja, and ultimately obtained a 
confirmation of that title from the Emperor Shah Jahan. In 1659 he was 
succeeded by his son, Raji Guj Singh, who built the palace of the family at 
Bettiah. He incurred the anger of the Emperor of Delhi by tile annexation 
of many surrounding districts, and after successfully resisting one party of 
Imperial troops sent against him, was captured by a second party, and carried 
a prisoner to Delhi. He was subsequently released, and confirmed in his 
possession, on his undertaking to send an annual offering of jungle and other 
produce to Delhi. He died in 1694 a.d, leaving six sons, of whom three 
died without issue. The eldest. Raj-i Dalip Singh, succeeded his father at 
Bettiah, the second was the ancestor of R;ija Sheoraj Nan dan Singh of 
Scohar in Muraifarpur (jf.r.), and the third was the ancestor of the Zamindars 
of Madhuhani in ljarbhanga. Dalip Singh’s son and successor, Raja Dhrup 
Singh, received a frmdn from the Emperor Famtldtsiyar. In 1760 he was 
summoned to help the Emperor Shah Alam In his expedition to Bengal; and 
subsequently, to esct[»e the exactions of the Nawib Mir Kasim of Patna, he 
poisoned himself, and was succeeded by his daughter’s son, Raja Jugalki^hor 
Singh. The biter, after many vicissitudes of fortune, seems to have been 
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recognised by the British Government; and hk grandson, Raja Anandaicshcir, 
received the title of Maharaja Bahddur t with a kMat f as a personal distinction 
from Lord William Bcntmck for good services rendered during the Nepalese 
war- He was followed by his brother and his nephew successively ; and the 
latter, the Maharaja Rajcndnddshor Singh, who succeeded in 1S5 5, rendered 
good service in the time of the Muddy, and also during the great famine. He 
was succeeded in i£Sj by his only son, the present head of the family, who 
was appointed a Member of the Legislative Council of Bengal in January

Her Highness the Nwdb Shah jahan Begum is the seventh in lineal 
decent from the famous Dost Muhammad Khan, founder of the Bhopal 

dynasty \ was bom 3rd July 1838, and 
succeeded to the gadt on the 16th November 
156S. Dost Muhammad ms an Afghan 
officer in the service of Aurangzeb, who took 
advantage of the weakness of the Mughals 
after the death of that Emperor to establish 
his independent authority in Bhopal and the 
neighbouring districts. The State of Bhopdl 
has usually been on the friendliest terms 
with the British authorities. In 1778, on 
the occasion of General Goddard's march 
across India; in rSog, at the time of General 
Close's expedition ; and again in 1 S i 7, at the 
1 commencement of the Pinddri war* Bhopal 
did good service to the British Power An 
interesting feature in Bhopdl history has been 
the fact that the Princesses of the ruling family have very frequently 
taken the most prominent part in the administration of the State. 
Kudsia Begum was succeeded in 1837 by her son-in-kw, the Nawib 
Jahangir Muhammad; and the latter, on his death in 1844+ was succeeded 
hy his widow, Her late Highness Sikandar Begum, mother of the ruling 
Princess, who was succeeded by the latter in i860. The first husband 
of Her Highness the Nawdh Shah jahan Begum died In 1867, leaving one 
daughter, the N&wdb Sultan jahan Begum ; the latter has been acknowledged 
as Her Highnesses hdr-ftppaitmt. Her Highness was created in 1872, in 
recognition of her high administrative qualities, a Grand Commander of the 
Most Exalted Order of the Star of India; and has subsequently been 
appointed by Her Most Gracious Majesty tbu Empress to the Order of (he 
Crown tif India. In 1S71 she contracted a second marriage with the 
Maniavi Muhammad Sddik Husain, Nawab Consort, a descendant of a noble 
family of Bokhara, The heir-apparent, the Nawib Sultan Jahan Begum, was 
married in 1S74 to Ahmad Ali Khan, a member or the Afghan clan, the 
Mirasai Khel, from which the Bhopal family is descended

When Cheraman Perumal became a 
Buddhist in 35a A.n ri and retired from political life, diiiding his empire of 
Malabar among his eighteen feudatories, it chanced that these two youths were 
absent on a pilgrimage to Benares, so they were overlooked in the distribution 
of territory. At the last moment they returned* and were presented by the 
Emperor with his Imperial sword, and a small piece of land called KokoriVot 
— whence the modem Calicut — Cheraman Ferumal bidding them win what 
more they wanted with the sword. Accordingly, when Vasco da (Tama 
arrived at Calicut in 1498* be found the descendant of one of these youths, 
the Zamorin of Calicut, ruling over the greater part of South Malabar, From 
that time the Zamorins were mainly engaged in wars with the Rajas of Cochin 
and their allies, the Portuguese. The family follows the well-know n Afam* 
tnakh&fayam Law of inheritance, by which the succession is always to the 
offspring of its female members only ; among these the next eldest male to the 
Zamorin U the heir-apparent. In 1766 the then Zamorin, being beleaguered 
by Haidar Ali of Mysore, set Are to his pahcc, and voluntarily perished in 
the flame*. Thenceforward the Zamorins were (with short intervals of 
attempts at rebellion) the subjects of Haidar and Tippu, until the Calicut 
territory was ceded to the English by the treaty with Tippu in 1793, The

Subsequently, 
however, he was restored to favour, and received large grants from the 
Mughal Government, on condition that he should do justice, relieve 
distress, and put the country in a flourishing condition.-” These stipulations 
have been liberally fulfilled by Rdjd Raghu’s descendants and successors in 
the Raj, This R.ljd built a Luge mud fort ai Bhawuri, near Madhnhani, the 
ruins of which still remain there, and the farm Ely resided there for the next 
half-century. He died in 1736, and was succeeded by his son, the Rdja 
Bi^hnu Singh, The latter died without issue In 1740, and was succeeded by 
his brother, the Rdjri Karen dm Singh, who received large grants from tfse 
Nawdb Subahdir Ali Vardi KMn + on condition of hi* engaging for the 
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itrraiue, and supporting the interests of the Mughal Government. The RAja 
Nareodra Singh died without issue in 1760; but he adopted Pratdp Singh, 
the great-great-grandson of NarAyan Thikur, younger brother of the Raja 
Su Eidar ThAkur* and son of the RAja Subhankar Thakur mentioned! above. 
Raja PratAp Singh deicrmed to remove the family residence from the fort of 
BhawAtA; and he built a new RAjbAri at Darbhangs, to which he removed 
in 17(12, and it has been the seat of the family ever since. Raja Pratdp 
Singh died in 1776* and was succeeded by bis brother* the RAji Madhu 
Singh. In that year the RdjA received from Shah Alam, the Mughal 
Emperor of Delhi* the giant of Dharmpury in the district of FiurnaE The 
Rdjd Mddhu Singh, during a long administration of thirty-two years* had 
frequent disputes with the Calcutta Government in regard to the revenue 
payments and the extent of Ms rights over the land. These disputes at one 
time became so acute that the settlement was made with others; but ulti¬ 
mately he obtained from the Board of Revenue the restoration of his estates 
The Raji Mddhu Singh died in iSoS, leaving five sons—Kishan Singh, who 
died without issue \ Chhatar Singly who succeeded him, and three others. 
Chhatar Singh is the first of the Darbhanga RAjis who is recorded to have 
held the higher title of Maharaja Bahadur, though it is probable that it had 
also been held by some at least of his ancestors. The MaharAjA Chhatar 
Singh, who succeeded to the gadi in iBoS, lived nil 1S39; when « on the 
ground of old age, he made over his estates and the tills to his elder son, 
Rudra Singh—giving to his younger son, Bisdeo Singh* for maintenance, the 
RAj villages in Jamil, four houses, two elephants, and apartments in the 
Darbhanga Palace. He asked to have Rudra Sindh’s name entered in the 
Bengal Revenue Roll, and died a few days afterwards. These arrangements 
led to extensive litigation, as the younger son claimed a larger share of the 
estates. Ultimately the High Court decided that the law of inheritance in 
this family must follow the family custom, and not the ordinary Hindu law ; 
and by the family custom (or A 'mkfidr) the eldest son succeeds to the Raj, 
the younger obtaining sufficient properties in land for their maintenance, 
whidi lands (as under feudal tenure) revert to the Raj on failure of male 
issue. The Maharaja Rudra Singh died in iS$q, leaving four sons—Mahesh- 
wnr Singh (who succeeded him)* Ganeshwar Singh, Nitreshwar Singh, and 
Gopeshwar Singh. For ten years the MabAtAjA Maheshwar Singh held the 
RAj, He died on 30th October i£ 6 o, leaving two sons— Lachbmeswar Singh 
(who succeeded him, and is the present MahirAja Bahadur) and Rimeshwar 
Singh (who is now the RAj A RAmeshwar Singh Bahadur, ^.r.) 

The MahArAjA Lachftmeswar Singh BahAdur of Darbhanga was under the 
guardianship of the Court of Words during his minority; and had the great 
advantage of having, as tutor, a very able and sympathetic English gentle¬ 
man* Mr. Chester Maomghten, whose capacity for this work was so marked 
that he was afterwards selected by the Government for the Principal-ship of 
the RAjknmir College at RAjkot, in Kathiawar, for the Princes and Chiefs of 
Western India. Since the MahArAjA attained his majority he has entirely 
devoted himself to the public duties of his position as one of the greatest 
Nobles of British India- lie has long served as a Member of the Legislative 
Council of the Viceroy* and taken a leading part in the debates of that body. 
During the lengthened discussions on the important Bengal Tenancy Bill* he 
acted (in conjunction at first with the lamented patriot* Kristodas PA 3 , and 
subsequently with the RAj A PiAri Mohan Mukhatji, CSX) as the repre- 
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sentotlye of the landowners of Bengal and Behar; and received the warm 
recognition of the ability and moderation he brought to liear on this and 
other questions from successive Viceroys. To the public at large he is best 
known as one of the most munificent of living philanthropists. In addition 
to the 300,000 expended in charitable relief during the Bengal famine of 
_’ : ' 73 " 74 t in every time ol scarcity the M.ilmmjTs arrangements for meeting 
it have been on a splendid scale, and have been in many cases the models 
for the Government measures. He has built, and entirely supports, a first- 
class Dispensary at Darbhanga, which cost ^£3400 ; a similar one at 
Kharakpur, which cost ^3500 ; and largely contributes to many others, 
lie has built an Anglo-vemacular school at 1 cost of ,£1490, which he 
maintains, as well as nearly thirty vernacular schools of different grades; and 
subsidises a much larger numher of educational institutions. He has con¬ 
structed hundreds of miles of roads in various parts of the Rij, planting 
them with tens of thousands of trees for the comfort of travellers. He has 
constructed iron bridges over all Lite navigable rivers of the Kdj. and completed 
an elaborate system of irrigation-works, for prevention of famine. In carrying 
out his duties os one of the largest landowners of India he has had the 
advantage of the assistance of several very able English managers in succession, 
specially selected with the approval uf the Government—including Colonel 
Money of the Stall Corps, Mr. G. W. Lkwhdlin and Mr. Henry Iiell" formerly 
of the Bengal Civil Service. With the aid of these gentlemen and others, 
the Daihbjmga Raj has strained the proud position of being regarded as the 
model for good and benevolent management The Maharaja has devoted 
special attention to all agricultural improvements, and especially to improve¬ 
ments in the breeds of horses and cattle in it char. He is a liberal patron of 
the turtj and has been the owner of the largest and most valuable racing-stud 
in Indio, under experienced English trainers; and he is also a keen sportsman 
and a first-rate whip, Iris jungles on the Nepal frontier affording some of the 
bc-sr spoit in the country. The new I’alacc at Darbhnnga, with its immense 
stables, iLs botanical and zoological gardens, and its many beautiful surround¬ 
ings. is well known in England by the sketches that have appeared in the 
London illustrated papers. 

Most of the Mahirdjii of Darbhanga's munificence has been devoted to 
objects of charity pure and simple, such as famine .relief, medical aid, and 
the iike. But he has also contributed very largely to objects of general 
public utility—as, for instance, in the gift of' Rs.50,000 to the funds of the 
Imperial Institute. In celebration of Her Majesty's Jubilee he remitted a 
large portion of the rents of ail his tenants for the year 18S7. It lias been 
computed that since his succession to the Raj an aggregate sum uf some¬ 
thing like two millions sterling has been expended on charities, works of public 
utility, and charitable remissions of rent. 

On the occasion of the Jubilee of the reign of Her Most Gracious 
Majesty the Mnhlraja Bahddur was created a Knight Commander of the 
Most Eminent Order of the Indian Empire. The family cognisance is the 
Gongetic dolphin or sacred fish of the Hindus. The Darbhaiiga Rdj com¬ 
prises large portions of the modern districts of Darhhanga, Muzafiarpur, 
Monghyr, Pumiah, and lih^g.dpur. The capital, Darbhanga, is the civil 
station of the district of the same name ; it is a large am! thriving town, with 
a population (by the census of iSffi) of £5,955, chiefly Hindus.

But when in 1808-9 (he British Government demanded from the 
Maharaja the surrender of his conquests on the left bank of the Sutlej, 
Faridkot was given back to its ancient possessors; and in *845* when the 
drat Sikh war broke cut* the Sardir FaMr Singh of Faridkot attached him' 
self to the English, using his utmost exertions to collect supplies and carriage* 
and furnishing guides for the army, Pahdr Singh received as his reward die 
title of Raja, together with half the territory confiscated from the Raja of 
Nabha* and in this obtained possession once more of Kot-Kapum, the 
ancestral scat of hh family. He was succeeded by his son, the Rija Wazir 
Singh, who joined the English in the second Sikh war, and greatly dis¬ 
tinguished himself during the Mutiny of 1857 by seizing mutineers, guarding 
the ferries over the Sutlej, and attacking a notorious rebel named Sham Das, 
whose village he destroyed.

He was succeeded by his son, Fateh Sher Khan, the present 
MalLik, who served as one of Major Edwatdes's chief officers, In the 
Mutiny of 1857 he rendered excellent service in the Hissar and Jhajj&r terri¬ 
tories, and was rewarded with an extensive jdgir f as wet! as the title of Khan 
Bahadur.

This is the first instance of a Rajput consort of a 
Ruling Chief ever venturing to overcome her caste prejudiced Her Highness 
was received by Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen Empress, and 
personally invested with the Itn|jerial Order of the Crown of India* I he 
Tliikur Saheb has contributed numerous donations to deserving public 
institutions; has relieved his subjects of the burden of many obnoxious 
taxes, and remitted a vast amount of debt which his people owed him. His 
subjects, in return, have voted him a statue by public subscription.

his State and his younger widow, the famous Balza Eii, to the care of the 
British Government Jhcmkuji Sindhia subsequently succeeded to the gadi 
by adoption* marrying the grand-daughter of Baiza Rai, who was at first regent 
of the State. Family dissension, however, ensued ; Eaiza Bui had to leave 
Gwalior in 1H33, and Jhankuji Sindhia died without issue in 1S43. His 
widow adopted a young scion of the Sindhia family, who succeeded under 
the title of Jataji Rao Sindhia. He displayed great courage and loyalty 
during the Mutiny of 1857, when his army revolted to the mutineers, and lie 
himself and his Minister, Sir Uinkar Rao, were compiled to flee to Agra, 
He was restored and brought back to Gwalior by Sir Hugh Rose on 19th 
June *838, and received many great and welt-deserved honours during the 
rest of his tong reign.

Colonel Kihan Singh lost his jdgirt, but was grunted a pension by the 
British Government. When the Mutiny broke out in 1857 he was one of 
the best Chiefs selected for service by Sir John Iawrcnce, and,, starting at 
once for Delhi with fifty-three of his retainers, he served with the Guides till 
the foil of the city, being again severely wounded in one of the rebel sallies. 
For these services he received substantial rewards from the Government, in¬ 
cluding the regaint of some of his old Sikh jdgirs.

Mahendra Siri^b, son uf 
Mohan Singh,, was instated ns Raja by Lal Singh* who claimed for him the 
protection of the Nawab of Oudh, as recognised o^vner of the TnraL In 
1790, however, the GurkhilQ; from Kathmandu invaded Kumaun and 
defeated the forces of Mahendra Singh, who fled with his uncle, I_al Singh, 
to Kota, and fixed upon Kilpuri as his headquarter^ where he endeavoured 
to enlist troops for an attack upon Kumaun. Hearing thifi, the Gurkhdii 
general, Amar Singh Thapn, marched on Kilputi and thus deprived the 
Ktuuaunis of their only rallying-point Mahendra Singh and his partisans* 
deprived of every acre that they could lay claim lo t fled to the Oudh 
Subahdir, and representing that the tract From which the Gurkhiti had 
ousted them formed a part of the Tarii, which of right belonged to the 
Nawdh, requested his aid in recovering it from the Gurkhales. A war with 
Nepal would probably have resulted had not the good offices of Mr. Cherry 
promoted an understanding, hy which the Gurkhilis agreed to yield up all 
pretensions to the low country'. At the same time provision was made for 
the retention by the exiled family of some doubtful tenure of a portion of 
the Tarii for their subsistence Mahendra Singh retired first to Eudrapur 
and then to Kilpuri; but* owing to bad management this Pargana was 
reduced to a swamp, and was rendered so unhealthy that on the petition of 
the representatives of the family to the British Government* it was exchanged 
for the confirmation of possession in taiyqa Chadvak in the Pilibhit district. 
Kunwdr Partab Singh, sun of Mahendra Singh, sued his uncle, Lai Singhs 
for a share in Chachajt* but his claim was dismissed.. He then petitioned 
the Government, who gave him R&250 pet mensem in tSzo. Partab 
Singh's claim to Bazpur wns also negatived, Lai Singh had held possession 
as head of the family atid retained in Goman SingE son of Rjijd IjiI 
Singly received a sanad from the British Government in 1828, as Rdji His 
son, Raja Shiuraj Singh, CSX* rendered good service during die Mutiny of 
1S57 ; and was rewarded with the Order of the Star of India, and with an 
increased grant. He died in October rSSfi; and was succeeded by bis son 1 
the present Rrijd, who married a daughter of Kupendm Bikram Singh of 
X t-pal* and has a son named Kunwar Udai Rij Singh, The Raja is an 
Honorary Magistrate.

In the time of Akbar it is said that the 
Maharaja J ubrdj Sabi Baliadur obtained possession of Paxgand Sipa by killing 
the Muhammadan Chief Kabul Muhammad, probably one of those Muham¬ 
madan Chiefs who Lid rebelled against the Imperial authority in Southern 
Debar. Four generations later the Maharaja Haidar Sahi invaded the Majauli 
Rdjj, and destroyed their ^ or fort, and imposed as terms of peace on the 
Chief of Majauli the condition that he and his descendants were not to dis¬ 
play their flisAms and Juntos (flags and drums) tin these should be re¬ 
taken from the Hasipur (or Hatwa) Rajas, The eldest son of the Maharaja 
Sardar Sahi died before his father; he was succeeded by the second son, the 
Mahdniji Fateh Sahi Bahadur* who was a rebd against the British Govern- 
meet in 1 767, in the time of Wanen Hastings, and ultimately tied to the 
Gorakhpur jungles. Mis cousin, Eiibu Bassant Sabi, displayed his loyalty 
by assisting the Government with his retainers, and doing all in his power 
to arrest Fateh Sdhi, But in 1775 he was surprised by the rebel and killed, 
□nd his widow ascended the funeral pyre + and was burnt with her husband's 
head on her bp. Rassarst Sabi's son* Bahu Mahes Datt Sabi* followed in his 
father's footsteps, and the Government was about to proclaim him the rightful 
successor of the rebel Fateh Sahi when he died* leaving a son, Babn—after¬ 
wards Maharaja—Chhatardhari Sahi. in 1790* when the Decennial Settle¬ 
ment was in contemplation, Lord Cornwallis, after inquiring into all the 
facts and the usages of the family, granted to the latter the estates of Fateh 
Sabi l and in 1S37 the title of Maharaja B&udnf was conferred upon him. 
This title was renewed in October 1838 in favour of the Maharaja Rajcndai 
Fartab Sahi, and by the samid of 31st August 1874 in favour of the present 
Maluimji Bahadur.

Abu Bakr* the successor of the 
Prophet.

Ghazi-tubdin, one of the greatest of the Generals of the Emperor Aumnpeb, 
who was the liero of the capture of Rijdpur in 1686 a*d.; lie was 
largely concerned in the overthrow both of that kingdom and of the 
Golkonda dynasty,, and in the establishment of the -Mugful power in 
the Dcccan* which then become a suAaA (or province) of the Mughal 
Empire of Delhi. His son and successor was Chin Ktilij KMn, 1 
better known as the great Asaf Jab* the real founder of the Hyderabad 
dynasty. He was bom m 1644; and in 1713 was appointed SubaAdrfr or 
Viceroy of the Deccan by the Emperor Fzrukh Siyar p with the title of Nteam- 
ul Mulk (Administrator of ihe Country), which has ever since been retained 
by his descendants. He reigned till 1748* attaining the great ago of 104, 
and throughout this lengthened career^ with occasional vicissitudes of fortune,

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tie continually increased his power during the days of the declining vigour of 
the Mughal Empire. 

The dynasty, thus established as the greatest native Power in the Indian 
PeninsuhL has been altnost uniformly closely attached to the British Power in 
India, and has consequently obtained from English writers the style of l ' Our 
faithfully ally the Nizam/' 1 At dl the most critical periods: in the history of 
the Indian Empire—In the Mysore wars, In the Mahrma wars, during the 
Mutiny of 1^57, and recently when Russian invasion seemed probable—the 
Nizam of the day has always rendered invaluable help. 

Of Asaf Jah r the founder of the dynasty, an English writer thus 

speaks:— 

+< Contend, however, with actual sovereignty, he never assumed us title and 
insignia. The family, incited, to ihe last professed subordination to the Court ut 
Delhi, and the Nbtm^ successor continued to be formally confirmed by mandates 
from the Mogul Emperors. The immunity enjoyed by NirnttoobMoalk* in R 
practical surrender of the Deccan to his rule, appears io have been merely due 
to his essential importance as the only available check io the growing power and 
harassing incursions of the Mahrattas—a cun-,taut source of disturbance ami 
alarm to his titular master. The evening of his eventful life, whose span Is said 
to have exceeded a century, was spent by the first Nizam wn(h singular retention 
of extraordinary physical and menial faculties, io his so strangely gained prin¬ 
cipal iiy t when death closed In 174S a career remarkable and prominent In a 
stirring and productive time. Impartial estimates of his character can hardly be¬ 
grudge his descendants a pride in the founder of their name and renown, for his 
politic compass and tenacious hold of independent power were unstained by 
treachery nr cruelty, and the later annals of the family are similarly clear of the 
grosser incidents of conquests* He left them, loo, an example of equanimity 
undaunted in adversity and superior to elation by success, 131 

After the death of the aged Niram-ul-Mulk the throne of the Deccan 
was long and fiercely can [ended for* with varying fortunes, by his grandson 
Muzaffar Jang, and his sons (uncles of Mnraflor JangX known as Ghn^hud-din, 
Nastr Jung, Snldbnt Jang, and Nizam Ali, Involved in these wars wrener also 
the English and French forces in the Carnatic, and the armies of the Mahrattos 
and of the N&w ibs of Arcot It was the Nizrim Snldbat Jang who finaliy 
adopted the city of Hyderabad, on the river Musi* us his capital [ its ancient 
name was Bhdgnagar, and it had been founded in 15 85 by Muhammad Kuib 
Sh;ih 1 King of Golkonda. In 1761 Salibat Jang was dethroned by his 
brother Niram Ali* w r ho put him to death in 1 763, and reigned dll iSoj— 
playing a prominent part during the whole of that period in the incessant 
wars tvith the English* the Nfatmttftg, and the Sultans of Mysore, Haidar and 
Tippu- The first treaty l>ctween the British l a ow r er and the Nizam was eon- 
eluded in 176b, followed by great and permanent treaties in 1798 and iKeo r 
In accordance with those engagements, after Ihe defeats of the Mahralias at 
Ldawdri and Assays, the Nizam received large accessions of territory, including 
the great and rich province of Herat; and similarly after the conquest of 
Tippu the Nizam shared in the division of territory. Nizim Ali died in 
1803, and was 'iUrceeded by his son, the Nizdm Sikandar Jah, who was 
served in turn by three famous Prime Ministers, Mir Akm, Munir-ul-Muikj,

appointed his nephew, the well-known Sir SMir Jang, to succeed him in the 
office qf Minister Ndsir-ud-dauM is described as having il a gracious ms- 
position to private charity* and with much bountiful kindness to his de¬ 
pendants,” He died in May 1857, just before the outbreak of the Mutiny, 
and was succeeded by His late Highness ihc Nfcditi Afituhud-datif^ father of 
the present NMm. 

The loyalty of the late NMm and his troops during the crisis of 1^57 
has been well commemorated by an English writer in the following 
words:— 

14 When, qp the 17th of July in that memorable year, after a frantic pro¬ 
mulgation o(JiArfrf or Holy War on the pan of the Indigenous Muhammadans of 
both Southern and Northern India* the Rohillas attacked the Residency, nut! 
were repulsed by troops under the command of the late Colonel Briggs* hat) the 
Nizam, untried ns he then was, aided the movement* or even openly avowed 
sympathy with the mutineers, there can tie no doubt that any succ<.:.s at Hydera¬ 
bad would have proved a signal for revolt 10 the bigoted and fanatic Muhammadan 
population, nol only (here, but in all Central, tVtstem, and Southern India, 
and that our terrible straits rise where would have been multiplied and sorely 
aggravated For we bad at the time but one European corps at Secunderabad, 
the military station* and camped ar Trimulgheny, about two miles from the 
central arsenal, which must have been left in the charge of native soldier* if 
attacked from the capital * * , But the Nizam was hrm in bis alliance, Attracting 
to our side nil that was respectable in his Court and capital. The traditions of 
the family also, and (fid memories of rescue from the Mahrattas, were wish us, 
and not inefficacious in our hour of need. 

“And now for the behaviour of the Hyderabad contingent In thk force, 
recollect* are thousands of the same caste as those whose relatives elsewhere were 
murdering their officers, or marching towards the Mogul standard at Delhi, 
From these came emissaries, not only to their brethren of the contingent, with 
letters and personal entreaties to join, but to the Conn Itself. The greater 
portion of the contingent was presently ordered into the held* arid a brigade of 
nil arms wa* pushed into Central India, where they fought, under Sir Hugh Rose, 
with bravery and endurance unsurpassed by any corps in the Service. With only 
eighteen hours" warning, i>. receiving their orders at *cven in the morning, and 
Starting at midnight of the same day 3 llinse troops took the field* Arid were absent 
from their homes for fifteen months, remaining the whole of thcic time under 
Canvas, leaving their own fertile plain of the Deccan behind them* unuL After 
fighting their way lath by inch, they bathed in the holy river at Cal pee, after n 
signal victory obtained over the rebels at that place. Insranong a few of their 
exploits, I may mention that at Mchidpoor, the seat of former triumph 10 the 
contingent, when they formed 0 part of Sir John Malcolm’s army in 1S17, they 
arrived, after a farced march of sixty miles., in timt* to rescue an English lady 5 
and finding that the enemy, consisting of the Mehidpqar contingent and the 
reaped garrison of Dhar, had made away with the Mehidpoor haltray anrl 
arsenal stores* they immediately, after despatching Mrs, TnLimans to the comp of 
the Bombay column* rattled off in pursuit, the enemy having got several hours' 
■non of them. They overtook the rascals late in the afternoon* about twelve 
miles distant from Mehidpoar* charged, and captured both battery and stores, 
cutting up a large number of mutineers, and severing at a blow, from the enemy. 
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mobi Important means of offence and defence, which a week later would assuredly 
have been in posh ion and usect against us when the great ba.ct.Ee-, which ladled 
throughout four days, was faughL at M undcssoor. The troops, especially the 
native portion. Jived almost entirely on parched groin collected from the fields in 
the neighbourhood, and immediately submitted lo the process of hand manipula¬ 
tion over the ftre r It is not my intention hi trace here the further cvplods of tht 
Hyderabad contingent troops, beyond noticing tlie fact of lh«:ir rapid journeys in 
advance of the main column* they accompanied reluming only to headquarters 
when a general action was to be fought. On the thousands of miles marched by 
the cavalry of this force, accompanied often by the infantry and artillery, I need 
not dwell. Sir Hugh Rose termed these troops 4 the wings of my army. 1 Wilts 
the restoration of peace came full time for recognising the Ximrffs fidelity and 
active aid- Presents to the value of /jo.qop were made to Hls Highness, and 
the Star of India was conferred on him. The terriToiy transferred in 'j 3 to our 
rnanageinent was now yielding more ill an ihc requisite revenue, and a new* arrange- 
ment was accordingly proposed, under whirls, in a Stic, districts of the value of 
13 lacs were restored in the Nijtam, together with a transfer of the principality 
nf Shorn poor, whose Rajah had been seduced Into the rebellion of she Southern 
Mahratta country- This acquisition affords an annual surplus of /15,000+ We 
also remitted the entire debt* 

The Niadtn Af^uhud-datili, G.ClS.I., died in 1£69, and was succeeded 
by his son, the present Nidni, who has followed all this best traditions of his 
ancestors, and has demonstrated his attach men t to the Empire in even, more 
striking fcshsotL In 3SS5 be offered to send troops to aid the Government 
in Egypt; and in the same year, when there was a menace of Russian 
aggression on the Afghan frontier, he repeated the generous offer, but it 
was in iUS?* in the year of the Jubilee of Her Most Gracious Majesty's 
reign, that His Highness gave the most signal proof of his princely loyalty. 
In August of that year His Highness wrote the following most remarkable 
and patriotic letter to the Viceroy of India— 

M HVOE&ABAH, Atigujf 26* 

“ Mv FutENlV—No inhabit am cun be indifferent to the persistent advance 
nf another great military power towards India 1 to ihc necessity that exists for 
putting the frontier in a proper state of defence; and to the burden it imposes 
on those charged with its safety and the care of the Umpire. AH who have the 
welfare of India at heart are bound to consider what should be done, and to 
show' they are heartily in sympathy with those who are endeavouring to place 
the frontier in a proper stale of defence, so as 1 0 ward off all danger from our 
hearths and homes. The Princes of India have not been blind to the movement 
of events, We realise the financial responsibility the present ttate of affairs 
imposes cm the Indian Exchequer, It seems to me that the time has arrived fur 
showing in some open manner th.it India is united on this question, and for that 
reason I write now to spontaneously offer to the Imperial Government a con¬ 
tribution from the Hyderabad State of twenty lakhs annually for three years, for 
the exclusive purpose of Indian frontier defence. This is my offer in time of 
peac£. At a later stage you can count upon my sword.—Your sincere friendr

The effect of l hts letter on public opinion throughout the world was very 
great Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen Empress was pleased to 
express her warm appreciation of the loyal action of His Highness in the 
following letter, by His Excellency the Viceroy's hand :— 
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*' Simla, Gtfrfer 7. 

“My F P-IF-NP,—-I have received from Colonel Marshall your Letter of the 
aGth of August, and send this reply by lits hand*. St is difficult for me to 
express in fitting terms my sense of the ready loyalty and good wilt which have 
prompted your Highness to enme forward at liars time with so generous an offer, 
emanating as its does from the head of one of the Largest and most important 
States m India- Et is Indeed a sinking pr<mf of the friendly fed mgs entertained 
inwards Her Majesty and the British Government by the Princes of the Empire ; 
and l had the greatest satisfaction in acquainting the Queen Empress with the 
contents of your Highness^ Jbfoirifa. There is no doubt that the advance of a 
great military power toward* the borders of India has imposed t>n the Govern¬ 
ment the obligation of taking those precaution* for the defence of our frontier 
which are adopted by aJX nations on becoming conterminous with each other; no 
matter how friendly their existing relations. This duly undoubtedly has con¬ 
siderably added, and will continue to add for some time, to the expenditure of 
the Government of India; and it is a convincing proof both of your Highness's 
statesmanlike capacity as well as nf your generosity that you should have been 
the first among the Prince* of India to recognise the principle that the Native 
States are as much interested as the rc.-/ of the Indian population in assisting 
the Government to take whatever measures may be necessary to preserve the 
bardcri of die Empire from any danger? which may arise from external com¬ 
plications, Again thanking your Highness in the name of rny Government* as 
well a* in tJie name of Her Majesty ami the (iovemmeni of England, for the 
noble example which you have set, — l remain f my friend, yours sincerely,

And the appreciation of ihe pcaptc of England of the friendly action of 
the First Prince of the Indian Empire was aptly expressed in the following 
leading article in the Times :— 

“This is an intimation, which no one can misinterpret, that the great Native 
Courts, who are outside the red line of British administration, have been alive to 
the incessant cnooftdlrticnls of Russia in the direction of India, and now per¬ 
ceive that this advance constitutes a danger fir them as well ns for us. Wc 
believe that feeling is shared by even' potentate, great or small, from Travaiicore 
lo Cashmere, yet it has remained voiceless, not for want of will, bn! rather of 
knowledge as to how and when to speak. With remarkable acumen the N imm 
has not only seen that ihe time has come, but he ha* chosen the very best and 
the most original mode of giving vent to the pent-up feeling of a huge section of 
rite Indian popuhLlioiL tn time of war and invasion, or, indeed,, of any military 
operations beyond the frontier, the rulers Of the Native Stales would he com¬ 
pelled to play a certain part, and we should receive, as we have received before* 
the offer of their military contingents But we are fortunately not In any immi¬ 
nent risk of war or invasion, although wc have sanctioned an expenditure of some 
ten millions sterling on frontier defence,, and it is this which makes the N ham’s 
princely gift all ihe more gratifying and significant There is absolutely no prece¬ 
dent in Indian history for the Kimm inking this step in time of peace, nor* indeed* 
for any Native Court admitting the least responsibility in regard 10 ihe financial 
embarrassments of the Central Government, even If caused by expenditure on 
Objects from which that Court derives a direct benefit. The action of the Nicim* 
magnificent in itsclh Is enhanced by all the attendant circumstances. It is quite 
unexpected, the step having been Liken by the Nham entirely on his own 
initiative. . . . Wc can assure His Highness that his generous friendship will 
wuke a responsive feeling in the breasts of the British people, not merely for the 
noble proportions of lus contribution to frontier defence, but for the loyal feelings 
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which inspired him 10 place on unmistakable record before the world the unanimity 
of opinion in India on the subjects of English rule and Russian aggression. 
The Ni mm 5 act cannot fail to arouse our enthusiasm at the same time that it 
furnishes a unique compliment to oyr authority and power, 

14 The impression produced by the Nizam's letter will not be limited to India 
or this country, although its full effect will be felt most m the Peninsula of 
Hindeslai^ where the niter of Hyderabad speaks ns the great political chief 
among the fifty million Mahomedans of the Empire, The great service which 
he hos rendered our Government and cause is that, at a moment when even the 
suspicion of compulsion could not exist* he has come forward with the frank 
declaration that in his opinion every ruler and native of India has a tommen 
interest in the security of the country against external attack. In doing this he 
ha^ not only committed his own person and dynasty to a policy tif implacable 
hostility to a foreign invader, but he has -e: all the feudatories of the Indian 
Empire a splendid crumple. If any other Indian chief had taken this atop the 
deed would have been in a personal sense quite as gratifying, but it would not 
have possessed the same political significance. When an Indian Mahometan 
talks of the secular powder of Islam, his expressed thought may be for the Sultan 
os Caliph, but his real conviction is that for him personally the Nizam is quite 
as important a personage. The Nizam has spoken not only ’ as the oldest ally 
of the English in India/ but as the foremost Mnliomcdan potentate in aur 
quarter of Asia. He is An infinitely greater prince, tested by his, revenue, the 
number af his subjects, anti hI* own jjersotial enlightenment and that of his 
Government, than the Ameer of Bokhani, who Is termed the Head of I slain in 
Central Asia. . . . The silly stories which those adventurers who wish 10 make 
a livelihood out of Russian credulity have been circulating about English oppres¬ 
sion in India, and especially at the expense of Mahomcdans, have now received 
the clearest possible refutations at the hands of the most representative Mfihome- 
dan prince in the Peninsula The NSiam's letter Ls also impor tan t as putting an 
end to aJl possible ambiguity as to the cordial relations and good understanding 
subsisting between the Central Government and the chief feudatories of India. 
A great deal too much notice has been paid to alleged disaffection at native 
courts and capital^ instigated by outside intriguers ; and the armies and the 
social stale of Native States, kept up in conformity with wTitten treaty, may 
perhaps have been scanned with too closely critical an eye under the sudden 
perception of what might be a concealed danger. The Nizam's letter annihilates 
such petty and personal criticism. It Is impossible after dlls to suspect Hydera¬ 
bad of being less staunch in the cause of defending India than ourselves; and 
when the greatest and most powerful of Indian States is thus outspoken we may 
fctl sure that the rest will not lag far behind. The Niiam has been good 
enough to take the most effectual steps id shatter the phasing belief of Russian 
commanders .and some Continental critics, that when the Czars armies move 
towards the Indus the discontented princes and peoples* alienated by the greed 
and tyranny of England, will rise to welcome them ns deliverers, so that the 
Lonte^t will be virtually over before the first shot is fired . + + The present 
Niram has bettered his predecessor^ example. He has anticipated the crisis 
which rroy he before that country, and ho dedam in the most emphatic and 
unequivocal manner that if Ihe fatal hour comes he will be with us p and that 
* England can count on his sword . 1 This wc never doubted, bui what is as 
surprising as it Is welcome is that ha has discovered ihc very best way to convince 
the world that his words are sincere, and not mere lip service, It would be 
Futile to talk of making the Niiam some adequate return, for there is no repaying 
such generosity and cordiality as he has shown. But we cannot do less than 
admit that he acquires an additional claim on our confidence and consideration 
by conferring an inestimable service on the whole of the Empire, and one which 
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nd ant but he, ns the first of Indian princes, and the gRtttfi magnate in alliance 
with die Crown,, could have rendered with the same effect. British poll tic iaits 
ear. Icnm from his action the moral that British authority in India in both 
popular and useful, and at the same time that the menace from Russia is 
regarded by the responsible representatives of the Peninsula as a real and 
growing danger. In the union of those who will suffer from it is to be found 
absolute security* both now and in the future, and the Ximm has shown that 
this union exists.™ 

In November 1892 the Marquess of Ixttisdowno visited His Highness's 
capital in State, as Viceroy of India; and was entertained at dinner 
by the Nsim, who took the opportunity, when proposing the health of his 
distinguished guest, to reiterate his sentiments of loyalty and friendliness 
in the following words :— 

“The historical friendship that has existed between my State and the British 
Government has nnt been Confined ta mere mellifluous words, but has been 
tested by deeds—deeds in which the best blood of Hyderabad was shed in 
defence of Brils ah interests, deed* in which British blood was spilt in defending 
the Llmjue of a faithful ally* Tina friendship h a most precious legacy left to me 
by my an restore, which I am not only most anxious to maintain but to increase 
by continuous deeds of loyal amity." 

And the speech of the Viceroy reciprocated these sentiments ; the following 
is m extract from it:— 

41 His Highness Ehc Nixdm redes ovw an area of 100,000 square miles and n 
population of ever eleven millions of human beings. It h perhaps instructive, in 
order to give a correct idea of the importance of the State, to recall the fact that 
its population is about five times that of Denmark, considerably more than double 
the population of die Netherlands, of Norway, Sweden, and of Turkey in Europe, 
while it is also considerably more than double that of the great bland Continent of 
Australia and of that vast Dominion, of Canada in which I had for some years the 
honour of representing Her Majesty. His Highness's terrhnrifcji comprise some 
of the richest in tiaiural resources of any in India, and it is not too much to say 
that given a Government founded upon justice and personal security, there Is no 
reason why the State should nm be what His Highness, I am sum, desires it to 
be, an example to die real. And I may add that there is no ruler whom, upon 
personal grounds, the Government of India is more desirous of supporting and 
encouraging itt the discharge of hi* onerous duties than His Highness the Nizam* 

A * I have had the advantage of meeting several of those who have had official 
relations with him, and they are all agreed in bearing witness to the persona! 
qualifies which have attracted to him the sympathy and goodwill of those with 
whom he has heeq brought into contact. It is satisfactory 10 know that he has 
on more than one occasion shown by his acts that he is sincerely anxious to do 
his duty as the ruler of this important State I may refer in illustmiion of my 
meaning lo Bit liberality with which the support of the State has been given to 
such useful measures as the Improvement of the water-supply of Secunderabad, 
and to the public spirit shown by His Highness in connection w j Eth the appoint¬ 
ment of the Chloroform Commission, ably presided over by Surgeon-Lieutenant- 
Colonel La writ—an enquiry which has already produced scientific results of 
Importance, and which show's that His Highness is prepared to recognise the 
claims of n philanthropy transcending the limits of his own possessions/ 1 

The progress of the State of Hyderabad under the rule of this brave and 
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patriotic Prince has been most surprising, and is evident in every department 
of public affairs. In communication and means of Locomotion in education, 
in sanitation, in the administration of justice, fjoSicc, and prisons* in finance* 
in revenue administration nnd surveys* and in every other department, the 
mo5Lt thorough reforms have been attempted with marked success. The 
recent increase in trade and manufactures—cotton-spinning, cloth and silk 
weaving, shawl-making and the like—has been most marked It Ls not too 
much to say that the Xiram is idolised by his people 5 on the occasion of bus 
serious illness in 1SS4, the prayers in ah the mosques, and the public 
anxiety throughout the State, reminded every one of the feeling evoked in 
England by the illness of the Prince of Wales* The Ni/im has bad the 
advantage of being served by many of the ablest and most experienced and 
successful Statesmen that India lias produced, among whom the most 
prominent have been the late Sir Salor Jang, the late Shams-uFUmara, and 
the Uving members of the great Shamsiya family—Sir Asman Jah t Sir 
Khurshid Jah, and the Vikir-ul-Umam. And to these may be added the 
Nawib Safdar Jang T Mushir uddatila, Fakhr-ul-Mulk Bahadur, Minister of 
justice; the Nawib Shaiuib Jang, Mukbtar ud dauli Bahadur, Minister of 
Police ; the Nawub Nizdni Var Jang. Hasim-ut-MuIk, Kliin^Rhdnin* Minister 
of the Miscellaneous Department; and the Xawab Asaf Yar-ud-dauld, Asaf 
Yar-uE-Mulk Bahadur, Member of CoundL And among the Minister who 
have successfully adminisEered the important Departments of State under the 
Council may he mentioned the Nawdb Mehdi Ala (Mohsin-ul-Mulk) r the 
Nawdb Mushtak Husain {VMr-ul-Miilk), the Nawab Mehdi Hasan (Fateh 
Nawaz Jang), the Nawjjb Say y id Husain Ati Rilgrimi (Imid-uJ-Mulk), the 
Niwdb Chiragh AJj (Azam Var Jang), and the Sardir Diler Jang (Diterud' 
dauli). By the aid of these Ministers His Highness has developed his 
State by a great mi I way—which he opened in person on the 3rd of April 
18S61 he has established an extensive system of public instruction, based 
on the most perfect models, both for elementary and for secondary education j 
he has purified the administration of justice, and put it on a par with that in 
British India; he has repaired tins neglect of centuries in the maintenance 
and construction of tanks and wells* and in the sanitation of the great chits 
of the Stale, and especially in the capital He has introduced and largely 
carried out a scientific system of Revenue Survey, and safeguarded the rights 
of the poorer cultivators. The great central jail of Hyderabad, although it 
contains some of the most desperate criminals tn India, is admirably arranged 
and administered, and is becoming a valuable centre for jail-manufaeturcSr 
His Highness has cared for the medical wants of his female subjects by 
employing lady-doctors, establishing schools for the training of nurses and by 
many similar benefactions* Some of the sons of the Hyderabad nobles are 
sent to England, at the cost of the State, to be educated. The Nizdm Lias 
also established a system of famine-relief, for use in time of famine* based 
on the Report of Sir James Caird's Famine Commission, that may be 
compared with that of British India. In every way the progress attained, 
especially of late, has been most remarkable ami gratifying. 

His Highness's personal staff is at present constituted as follows : Private 
St&?t&ry % the Nawab Imad-ubMulk Bahidur \ Military Srm/arv and Aides- 
d+Campt the Nawib Mahbub Var Jang Bahadur, Major the Nawib Afsar 
Jang Bahddur* and the Nawah Dawar-ul-Mulk Bahidur ; Surgmn tn aUthda^ 
the Nawib SulLin-ul-Hukaina. 
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The family banner of the Ni/din is coloured yellow* and it bears in its 
centre a disc, which represents the ■' 1 Lucky Chapin" of the first Nizam. 
This family cognisance took its origin in the following incident* When the 
first Nfc&fit was departing to the w r ars. in the Deccan, a holy man came 
forward to give his benediction to the hero of the faith, and presented him 
with a ihapdfi as an emblem of good fortune ; this chnpdii the warrior carried 
with him as an amulet through all his successful campaigns, and his 
descendants have ever since borne the device tailed the kvkfta on their 
banner. 

The Nizdm rules his State in a constitutional manner, through the medium 
of a Prime Minister—His Excellency Sir Asman Jah, K.C.I.E.—with a 
Council of State* whose chief member is the ViMr-ul-Umam. His Highness 
has fixed days in the week when he transacts public business with the 
Council; and thrice a week the Prime Minister attends at the Palace, with 
ail reports, financial statements, and other documents, thereby keeping the 
NMm fully informed of the state of public affairs. His Highness is said to 
take a personal interest in all that goes on ; and indeed, for some time before 
the appointment of the present Prime Minister* be acted a* his own Minister, 
with the aid of an English officer lent him by the Viceroy. He is a keen 
sportsman, and a proficient in all manly exercises, especially in that of lent- 
pegging, which is his great amusement, and in which he is very expert. 

The area of the Nizdm's dominions—including the Berars or Hyderabad 
/Assigned Districts, which are temporarily administered by the British 
Government in trust for him—is about 98*000 square miles; its population 
is nearly 13,000,000, chiefly Hindus, hut with over a million Muhammadans. 
It is by far the largest, richest, and most populous of the feudatory States of 
India: it is three times as large as Bavaria, and more than twice as populous. 
The Nb&m maintains a military force of 62 j 8 cavalry* 24,068 infantry* and 
35 guns; exclusive of the Fmgnh or Household Troops. His Highness is 
entitled to a salute of 2 r guns.

and his brother Eakbt Singh RAhtor was the conqueror of Nagar, two other 
brothers, named Anand Singh Rahtor and Rai Singh Minor, established 
themselves at Idar by force of amis, The FeshwA and the Gaekwar soon 
despoiled the young State ; and the Rija Sheo Singh RAhtor* son of Atiand 
Singh, who died in 1791, was compelled to lose part of his territories* and to 
pay tribute 10 the Gaekwdr. This tribute is still paid by the Chief of Idnr, 
who in return receives tribute from some other minor Slates. Sheo Singh 
was succeeded by his son IS ha win Singh, who died shortly afterwards, leaving 
the gadi to a minor son, the Rdji GambhirdughjL The latter was succeeded 
by the Mahiirdjd jawinsinghjip K.QSJ., who was a Member of the Legislative 
Council of Bombay, and died in iSSS, leaving his son, the present MahAraja, 
as a minor His Highness was educated at the RApcumdr College at Indore, 
His State has an area of 2500 square miles; and a population of 258,419, 
chiefly Hindus, but including 8700 Muhammadans and 6266 Jains. The 
MahArAjA has obtained a sanad of adoption ; and was created a Knight 
Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India on 15th Feb¬ 
ruary' t 3&7, on the occasion of the Jubilee of the reign of Her Most 
Gracious Majesty. His Highness maintains a military force of 54 cavalry, 
too infantry, and 21 guns \ and is entitled to a salute of 15 guns,

conspicuous part on the side of the Government from first to last, and in 
the final campaign aided in driving the rebel leaders across the frontier into 
the Nepal TtirJt 1 . He was one of the five Loyal TaJukdire sijecIaHy menlioned 
in'Lord Canning's Proclamation of 1&5S; and in iSfifi was created u Knight 
Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of Indii l He was for 
sortie time a Member of the Viceroy's Legislative Council, and enjoyed a 
personal salute of 9 Etma, with many other honours and dignities. He 
died on the 27th May 18S2. The Maharani adopted, us son and heir*

Bom i860; succeeded to the gntfi on xeth July iSEtk His Highness's 
full titles are—His Highness MaMrij-Adhlrij Raj Rajeshwar u Sir 
Shivaji Rao Holkar Bahadur, Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted 
Order of the Star of India, Holkar is the dynastic inline of the Princes of 
this great Mahmtta family, who have occupied a very conspicuous place in 
the history of India since the first half of Ehe iSth century. It is derived 
from Hot) the name of the village on the Nirrt river In the Deccan, where, 
in 1693, was born Mai bar Rao, the founder of the dynasty. It is an in¬ 
teracting fact in connection with the history of this Prsnci]iality t that its 
administration has twice, at important periods, been in the hands of ladies of 
the family—^once* most successfully., in those of the famous Ahalya Bdi 
0765-93)* and once (less happily) in those of Tula lkd (iSi 1*17}* Malliar 
Rao adopted a military life in his early youth, and in the year 1724 entered 
the service of the Peshwa, from which time his rise was very rapid. Eight 
years later he had become the Commander-In-Chief of the Feshwi's armies, 
had conquered the Imperial Subahclir of MaM, and had received, from the 
gratitude of the PeshwiL the territory of Indore* with most of the conquered 
territory. He continued to strengthen his position* and at the great battle of 
Panipat, in conjunction with Sindhta (f&r Gwalior, Maharaja of)* he com¬ 
manded one division of the Mahracta hosts. After that disaster he retired to 
Indore^ and devoted himself to the development of this great Principality, 
which he left in 1765 to his grandson, a minor named Mali Rao Holkar, in 
a state of pros|>erityr The latter died in a few months; and the administra¬ 
tion was then assumed by his mother, Ahalya Rai t the daughter-in-law of the 
first Holkar. Aided by her Conmianderdn-Chsef, Tukaji Rao Holkar, this 
clever and courageous lady ruled for thirty years, and left Indore, at her 
death in 1795, in a well-ordered and prosperous cond Elion. Thereon much 
disorder ensued. At last Jeswant Rao Holkar, an illegitimate son of Tukaji, 
amid many vicissitudes of fortune, managed to maintain the position of the 
family. lie defeated the combined armies of Sindhia and the Pesbwa in 
iSo2* and took possession of the PeshwTs capital of Poona; which, how¬ 
ever, reverted to the Peshwd by British intervention after the Treaty of 
Rassein in the same year. Again, after the Treaty of Sorji Anjcngaon,, war 
ensued between Jeswant Rao Ilulkar and the Paramount Power, with varying 
fortune* till at length, in 1805* Holkar was forced to surrender to Lord I^ake, 
and sign a treaty on the banks of the river Bias in die Punjab, He died in 
e 3 e i, leaving a minor son, Mai bar Rao Holkar; and the administration was 
carried on by Tulsi Bai + one of the concubines of the late Maharaji, as 
Queen Regent. She was murdered in 1817 by her own officers; but the 
Indore army was defeated hy the British forces at the battle of Mehidpur* 
and the Treaty of Mandesar followed in 1818, by which Malhar Rao Holkar 
became a feudatory Prince of the British Empire, He died in 1833 with¬ 
out issue. Martand Rao Holkar was adopted as his successor, but was 
speedily deposed by his cousin, I fan Rao Holkar* The latter,, dying in 1S43 
without issue, was succeeded by his adopted son, K hands Rao* who died in 
1844! ™i was succeeded by adoption by His late Highness the Maharij- 
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Adhiraj Tukaji Rno Holkar, father of the present Chief, Tukaji Rag was 
gn]y eleven years old at the date of bis accession, and was the second son of 
Bhao Holkar In 1S53 he attained his majority* and was invested with the 
full management of the State. In 1857 the Indore army mutinied, and 
besieged the British Resident, Sir Henry Durand* at Indore, who was e*. 
posed tp much difficulty and danger in taking off the women and children to 
a place of safety at Bhoj)dl The Mahirija, however, remained loyal, and his 
rebellious troops soon after were forced to lay down their arms. The MakU 
raja subsequently received a sa/tad of adoption, an increased persona! salute, 
and the rank of a Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of 
the Star of India.

In the 
time of the Great Mughal, the Emperor Akbar* Rajii Bhagwtin Das of 
Jaipur was one of the first Princes of the Empire. Overcoming Rajput pride 
of rate, he gave his daughter in marriage to the Emperor’s son and heir. 
Prince Salim* afterwards the Emperor Jahiingir*. and was himself one of the 
greatest Imperial commanders. Hut his adopted son and successor, the 
Raja Mdn Singh, was the most famous of all the Imperial generals. He and 
hk Rajputs carried the arms of the Empire successfully into Orissa* Bengal, 
Assam, and Rahul; the chronicles of the age are full of the exploits of the 
brother-in-law of the Ecnpcror T and he was successively Governor of Kabul, 
Bengal, Bchar, and die Deccan. His nephew, the Rijd Jai Singh, known as 
the Mirra Fijd, was equally famous throughout the wars of Aurangzeb in the 
Deccan ; he it was who effected the capture of the famous Sivaji, founder of 
the Mahratta Power; and he is said to have fallen a victim to the jealousy of 
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the Emperor, who caused his death by poison. Some generations later, in. 
the Lime of the Emperor Muhammad Shah, the second Jai Singh was famous, 
not only as a warrior, but also as an astronomer. He built observatories at 
Jaipur (to which place he removed his capital from the bills of Amber* live 
miles off), Delhi, Benares* Muttra, and Ujjain, After the death of the Raja 
Jai Singh IL, the subsequent history of the family is much occupied with 
leagues with Udaipur and Jodhpur against the Imperial Power* with contests 
with Jodhpur for the honour of marrying a Princess of Udaipur, with Rajput 
rivalries and defections, and with Mahratia raids. In order to regain the 
privilege of marrying Princesses of the House of Udaipur—which honour 
they had forfeited by marrying a daughter to the Mughal Emperor—the 
Rajas of Jaipur agreed that the issue of a marriage with an Udaipur Princess 
should succeed to the Raj even before an cider brother by another Riini £ 
and this promise, coupled with the rivalry of the Rajas ot Jodhpur for the 
same privilege, produced endless troubles and disasters. In the time of the 
Raja Jagat Singh, Amir Khan* the notorious Pinddri leader (afterwards Nawiib 
Of Tank), sided first with the Raji of Jaipur against Jodhpur, and then with 
the RAji’of Jodhpur against Jaipur; and devastated each country in turn. 
At last, in rBi8, the British Government intervened ; took the Jaipur State 
under its protection, and the Raja became one of the great feudatories. 

The late Maharaja Sawai Ram Singh succeeded to the f in l ^ 3 S k 
He rendered excellent service throughout the Mutiny of 1S57, and again in 
the famine of 1S68. As a reward* he twice received an increase to his 
salute; he was created a Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted 
Order of the Star of India ; and on the occasion of the Imperial Assembtage_ 
at Delhi* on the Proclamation of Her Most Gracious Majesty as Empress 01 
India, he was appointed a Councillor of the Empire* and received a suitable 
addition to his tides and territory* The banner of His Highness that was 
unfurled at DeQli on that auspicious occasion was exceedingly interesting, as 
showing the close approximation of Rdjput and European heraldic devices j 
for the Rdjput PanfAarattgt \1 was properly rendered as 0 A Barry of 5— gu/ti , 
tvrt, argrnt, aiurt, or 7 * j and the solar lineage of the Kachhwiba Prince was 
indicated try the device “In chief a Sun in its splendour.

inhabited Deoraj, bom in 83 6 was the first to take the title of Rawal, 
and he founded the city of DeordwaL One of his descendants, the R.iwal 
JaisaJ, founded the city of jaisalmir, and buiit a strong fort there, about the 
year 1136 ,vd. More than a century later* when Mulrdj II. was Rawal, 
jaisalmir was captured and sacked by the Moslem troops of the Emperor 
AM-ud-din, in 1294 after a siege that had lasted eight years; and this 
was the occasion of one of the great Sn&ai so famous to Rdjput history — 
when Mulraj and his warriors, having slain all their women and children, 
cased themselves in armour, put on the saffron robe, bound the m#r or 
nuptial crown on their heads, and then sword in hand sallied forth to die 
amid the slaughtered heaps of the foe. Again a similar disaster befell the 
city in 1306 not long after it had been repaired by the Riw p at Dudu- 
Finally, in the reign of die Rdwal Sabal Singh, the brave R hauls were com¬ 
pelled to become feudatories of the Emperor Shah Jahiim Outlying pro¬ 
vinces were subsequently wrested from them by the neighbouring States of 
Jodhpur and Bikanir; till at length in i$iS ( under the rule of the Rlwal 
Mubdjp the State came under the protection and control of the British Bower,

Jodhpur Mnhdrtfjd—“It require neither Bhat nor Bard to illustrate its 
nobility; a series of splendid deeds which time cannot ohliterate has 
emblazoned 1 ho Rihtor name on the historical tablet, Where all these 
races have gained a place in the Temple of Fame it is almost invidious 

to select, but truth compels me to place the Rahtor with the Chauhdn 

On the very pinnacle. - In Tod's work the Anmols of Mdru.*rfr occupy a 
place only second to those of Mewdr (or Udaipur), and present a most in¬ 
teresting view of fEudalism in India. Even to the present day the feudal 
Thdktirs of R%utina—feudatories of their Highnesses the Mahdrdni of 
Udaipur, the Mahdrajds of Jodhpur and Jaipur, and the other Princes of this 
territory — are nobles of high account and great local power. Up to 
1194 a . d . the Rahtor family were rulers of the vast Empire of Kanauj. The 
famous Jai Chand was the last King of Kanauj, and his grandson, Sivaji, 
migrated westward to Mdrwdr. Scions of the family became rulers of Hikanir 
and KIshangaih in Rijputana, of Idar ami Ahmadnagar in Gujanh* and else¬ 
where. Mandor, the undent capital of Mirwir, was conquered by Rao 
Chanda, who w p as tenth in descent from Sivajt, about the year 1382 a _ d . 
His grandson Jodh, the eldest of twefltydbor sons of Rinmal, moved the 
capital from Mandor to Jodhpur in 1459 a.d. After resisting the Emperor 
Bihar and the Afghan Sher Shdh* Jodh ultimately had to submit to the 
Great Mughal,, Akbar* and sent htsson Udai Singh to tike service at Delhi ; 
and ultimately Udai Singh's sister, the famous Jodh Rdi* became the consort 
of the Mughal monarch. When Udai Singh's son, RajdSur Singh, succeeded 
to the^tWr of Jodhpur, he rose to high favour with his Imperial unde, and 
was the general of Akhar^ troops who added Gujarit and the Deccan to the 
Mughal Empire. His son, Rijd Jaswam Singh, was the general whom the 
Emperor Shah Jahdn sent against his rebellious son Aunmgaeb, and was 
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defeated by the latter. The successor of J as want Singh was a posthumous 
son, [he famous Ajit Singh. In his time Aumngseb in person attacked 
Rdjputina, sacked Jodhpur, and ordered the conversion of the Rajputs to 
Muhammadanism. " But Ajit Singh formed a league with Udaipur and 
Jaipur, and the combined forces of the three great Rajput States held in 
check the armies of Aurangacb. One stipulation of this league ts famous, 
and was disastrous to Jodhpur and Jaipur by reason of die domestic feuds it 
caused. It was to the effect that the Jodhpur and Jaipur families, who had 
lost the privilege of marrying Princesses of Udaipur because they had given 
their own daughters to the Mughal Emperors, should recover this privilege, 
on condition that the issue of any marriage with an Udaipur Princess should 
succeed to the Raj before all other children. Ajit Singh was murdered bj 
his son Bakhl Singh, and heavy troubles thereafter befell the Rdhtor family. 
There was a long war between the Rajis of Jaipur and Jodhpur, who were 
rival suitors for the hand of a Princess of Udaipur. Amir Kh.in, the greal 
Pindar i leader (afterwards Xawiib of Tonk)> took sides, first with Jaipur, then 
with Jodhpur, and plundered and utterly exhausted both States in turn. At 
last the British Government intervened, and by a treaty in 1818 Jodhpur 
became a feudatory of the Paramount Power, Raja Man Singh died in 
1843, leaving no son, and the nobles and Court officials, with the consent of 
the British Government, elected Takht Singh, Rdji of Ahmadnngar, a 
descendant of Ajit Singh, to the vacant gadL The Raja Takht Singh did 
good service during the Mutiny of 1S57. He died in 1S73, and was suc¬ 
ceeded by the present Mahamji His Highness has been created a Grand 
Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star or India. The area of 
his State is 37,000 square miles ; its population is i,?5°i4 Q 3' chiefly blind 11 s, 
but including about 155,000 Muhammadans and about 173,000 Jains. In 
point of extent the Jodhpur Slate is larger than any of the smaller European 
States, and is somewhat larger than Bavaria and Saxony combined; in popu¬ 
lation it surpasses the Grand Duchy of Baden. The Maharaja maintains a 
military force of 316: cavalry, 3653 infantry, and 121 guns; and is entitled 
to a salute of 21 guns (including 4 guns personal), The family cognisance 
is the falcon, the sacred garur of the Solar Rijputs.

After his death his three sons, Sardirs Faith Singh, Dayil Singh, and 
Mohar Singh, rose into favour with the Mahlrijl \ and the last especially 
distinguished himself in an action with the Afghans at Khiva in the Gujrit 
district. Mohar Singh subsequently retired to Benares, and the Mabdriji 
Ran jit Singh confiscated his fdgirs. His brother, Sardar Daydl Singh (grand¬ 
father of the present Sarddr) T fought in the battle of Attock, 1813, where he 
was severely wounded; and he was again wounded in the expedition to Kashmir, 
for which he received some valuable jdg&s. He died in 1832 ; and his *on T 
Sardar Bishan Singh, died two years afterwards* leaving Kishan, a child of 
two years of age, Sarddr Kishan Singh was loyal in the time of the Multin 
rebellion of 1848-49 ; and latex, in the time Of the Mutiny of 1857, he 
rendered good service to Government, and was rewarded for it, He died in 
186a, and Sardar Kehar Singh is the surviving member of the family. He 
is also known as the Sarddr Narad Singh.

Keunjhar. Two sons were bom to him, the elder of whom was named Adi 
Singh and the younger Jott Singh. In mauza Kama in M/& Hartharptir 
there was a petty Zammdfcr named Mayura Phwaja in possess Eon of five pirs. 
He was conquered by Prince Adi Singh, and deprived of hU ZaminiidrL The 
Gajapati King of Puri, hearing of the success of Prince Adi Singh* conferred 
on him the title of Jfh&g. Since that time the above title has been 
hereditary in the Moharbhanj and Keunjhat Raj families, Adi Singh on hh 
access Eon to the gadi changed th e name of Hariharpur into Moharbhanj and 
in commemoration of his conquest of the territory of Mayura Dhwaja, called 
it and the villages comprised in it Adiput Pic, after his own name- Prior to 
hb death, Jai Singh separated from his Mfir a portion of land which at 
present goes by the name of Nijgarh ziliah, and left it in possession of his 
younger son, Job Bhanj- Thereupon the latter left Moharbhanj, and 
established a gar/t (fort) at Jotipur, where he dwelt Subsequently he 
removed his headquarters to a place where there was a spring {/Aar) in an 
ebony (fanrfu) forest; and since then the headquarters and the MBh itaeLf 
are called Kendu jhar or Ketmjhan Jotipur Garb, witli its adjoining villages, 
was annexed to M/a Keunjhar and called Jotipur Pir, The boundaries of 
kiiia Keunjhar since its foundation by Jot! Bhanj up to the reign of Govind 
Bhanj are laid down in the topographical maps which were prepared by 
Government between 1850 and iSfia. Govind Bhanj being ollended for 
some reason or other with his father, Triloehan Bhanj, retired to Puri and 
lived there. He was appointed CommandedivCbief of the army of the 
Gajapati King of Puri, and gained a victory for him in the battle of Kandii- 
Cavery in the Madras Presidency. Soon after, being informed of his father's 
death, begot the permission of the Puri Mjd to return home. Before his 
departure he obtained as a reward from the Raja the Zaminddri of Athgarh, 
which adjoined the eastern border of the Keunjhar State, and on his return 
from Puri he was installed on the Keunjhar gndt\ Since that date the ziliah 
□f Athgarh has remained annexed to M/a Keunjhar. It is commonly 
known as Anandpur. In 1794 a.d. Janifdan Bhanj married Krishnapriya, 
the daughter 01 Manipdl and giand-daughter of Amnpuma* the Blni of Pail 
Laheni, and received as dowry the Zamindiri of Pil I-ahem. On the death 
of Krishnapriya in 1825, the petty Zaraindirs of Pal Lahera combined witli 
the ryots of that State and opposed Jamirdan Bhanj + s possession of Pal 
lahem. From 1794 to 1835 the Riji of Keunjhar had full authority over 
Pil Lahera; and though the biter was subsequently made independent, it 
still pays its tribute through the former. The title of Rdji is hereditary in 
this family, and dates from the period of the Mabram dominion in Orissa ;

as a feudatory of the Dioptre, In \ i6f> a sann<: was granted to His High- 
ness, guaranteeing the succession according to Muhammadan law ; and he 
has recently been created a Knight Grand Commander of the Most Eminent 
Order of the Indian Empire.

Gradually in course of time and by 
dint of arms, his son Pitabas Singh, bis grandson Nariyan Singh, and 
hts great-grandson BaJtmkeswar Singh extended their dominbnSj and 
strengthened the Statu of KhandpinL The petty chiefs who ruled within 
the jurisdiction of this State during tbe^ times, and their subjects, were 
savage aborigines. The Rijds of Khandpdrd defeated those petty Chiefs, 
gave education to the savages* cleared the jungles, formed villages, and 
civilised the country. Up to the reign of Raja Nariyan Singh Mtmgrfj, 
Kimndjjrira extended on the east up to Bank!, on the west to Balartoptasdd 
iti Das pall Of on the north to Kantilo, and on the south up to jogiapali in 
Nayagarh. During the reign of Bannrmiti Singh Mardri] Bliramarhai Rat. 
son of Rdja Balunkeswor Singh Mangraj, the Rxtjd of Bod did not give the 
State to hfc adopted son Makuml Deb Bhanj, whom he had brought from 
Moharbhanj, but gave it to another person whom he subsequently adopted as 
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his son. This gave offence to Mnkund Deb Rhanj, and he consequently 
sought help from the Rdjri; of Khandpdni* Banaraili Singh Mardrdj Mramairbdr 
KaL This Banamdli was a brave and powerful R/ijd, and expert in wan 
He engaged the Rdjd of Bod, and etfier defeating him made the said Makund 
Deb Blrnnj Rdjd ever a part of Bod territory* and gave the new State the 
name of Daspalla. Rajii jadunith Singh Mnngrdj, the founder of the 
Khandpdrf State, got the title of Mangrdj from the MaMiiJl of Orissa* and 
it was enjoyed from his time down to Balunkeswar Singh. Banamdli Singh, 
the son of Balunkeswar Singly was a very powerful Chief, and defended the 
Maharaja of Orissa from the attacks qf his enemies. The latter gave him as 
a reward the title of Bhai Mardtdj Bhramarbdr Rai, which has been enjoyed 
by successive Chiefs to the present day. During the reign of Raji NiLldri 
Singh Mardrdj Ehramarbdr Rai* Raghuji Bhonsle, the Mahdrdjd of Ndgput, 
gave the Rdjd a flag, which is still used When Orissa was first conquered 
by the British Government, Kdjd N arsing ha SEngh Mardrdj Ehramarbdr Rai 
gave assistance to the chief military officers of the British Government* and 
received an elephant and a cannon in recognition thereof The present Rdjd 
h a son of the late Rdjii Krishna Chandra Singh Mardrdj Bhramarbdr Rai; 
and succeeded his brother^ the late Kunja Vibari Singh Mardrdj Bhnunartdr 
RnL, who died without issue in 1&67. The title of Rdjl is hereditary in the 
family, and dates from the period of the Mahratta dominion in Orissa; it was 
formally recognised by the British Government in 1874.

The Nawib Eahidur, who was bom about the year t S3&, Is the present 
representative (with his brother, the Vikir-ul-Umara, and tiis cousin, Sir 
Asman Jdh, q.v<) of the great and powerful Shamsiya family, the first among 
the noble families of Hyderabad* which has been frequently connected 
by marriage with the Ruling House, and entrusted with the hereditary 
command of the Faigah or Household Troops of the Nizim. Descended 
from the famous captain. Shaikh Abul Khair Xhdn, frnjm Jang, Shatnsher 
Bahadur* who was a Jlfansa&ddr in Mdtwd under the Emperor Aurangzeb* 
He attached himself to the fortunes of the great Asaf jah, the founder of the 
Hyderabad dynasty, under whose banner he rose to the highest commands. 
In 1745 he defeated a Mnhratta force, and under the successors of Asaf 
Jib, the Nizams Niisir Jang and Salibat Jang, ho continued his successful 
career. In 1752 he died at Burhdnpur; and was succeeded by his son, 
Abul Fateh KMn Teg Jang, who became the first Noble of the KM m All* 
obtaining the command of the Ftxgraft or Household Troops, immense 
territorial possessions., and the titles of ^hauks-udHdaula* Shams-ul-Mulk% and 
Shams^ubUmana. He died in jjSd, when campaigning in Panghul; and 
was succeeded by his son, who at the early age of four had received from

(who became Amir i-Kabir) and Ikhtidar-ul -Mulfc (who became Vikir uh 
Umar!), The former died in 1877* when tlie latter succeeded him in the 
family honours, and as Co-Rcgcnt of the S£ute t adding the title of Amir-i- 
Kabir to that of Vikar Omard, He died in e&&e* leaving two sons, the 
NawAb Sir Khursliid Jah Bahadur and the Nawdb Vikir-ul-Umard (Ikhdl-ud- 
dauli, Babidur), Sir Khursbid was created a Knight Commander of the Most 
Eminent Order of the Indian Empire on 16th February 1877* on the occasion 
of the Tub dee of the reign of Her Most Gracious Majesty; and he has held 
the offices of Member of the Council of Regency, and Member of the 
Council of State* The Nawdb is a fine Persian and Urdu scholar, and has 
travelled In many parts of India.

BAWAI SIB KHHN0ABJX BAHADUR &C.LR, Rmvfi 
A Ruling Ctucf. 

Bom 16th August 1S67 ; succeeded to the garfi tgih December iBjj. 
Is Chief of the Tdreja Riijputs, who came to Kutrh tram Sind early in me 

14th century, under the leadership oi his 
ancestor^ the Tim Likha Fhuhni* son of 
jira, from whom the clan takes its name, 
XAkha is said to have completed the com 
quest of Kutch in the year 1310 A+T>, His 
descendant, Khcngdr, when only a lad of 
fourteen, slew a lion with his sword at a 
hunting party with the King of Altmadabad, 
who was so much pleased with this feat that 
he conferred on the young prince the 
territory of Morvi, in the north of Kaihilwdr t 
with the title of Rao. After this the Kao 
Kheugdr succeeded in making himself the 
master of the whole of Kutch, with the 
city of Bhuj for his capital, in 154S a*T>* 
Kheng&r h s uncle, the Jim Rawal, lied to 
Kathidwar, and founded lire State of Nawinagar, die rulers of which are still 
called Jams. The Rao Khengdr I. was succeeded by Rao Bbarmal L„ 
during whose reign, from 1585 to 1631 A-P. the government of Gujarat 
passed from the Kings of Ahmadabad to die Mughal Emperors. JJhannnl, 
who was at the head of a large military force, visited the Emperor Jahangir 
in 16 l 7, and received from him most costly presents, including his own 
horse* elephants, dagger* and a sword with diamond-mounted hilt A de¬ 
scendant, Kao Lakhpatji, who reigned from 1741 to set up a 

cannon foundry, and introduced other manuCiciurcs from Europe by the aid 
of an adventurer named Rdmsingh ; and the mechanical skill and working m 
mcials, for which the craftsmen of Kutch are still famous, dale from this rci^n. 
Tn 1809 the rulers o£ Kutch sought British helps l ht L Kao Ratdhan II- bung 
on the gaiti f but the administration of the State being carried on by a very 
powerful and ambitious Prime Minister named Fathch Muhammad. A treaty 
was signed in that year, and again another in 1S12. In 1813 both Path eh 
Muhammad and the Rao died Thu latter was succeeded by his son, Rao 
ISharmal IL ; but there was so much disorder in the Stale that the British 
Power was compelled to intervene* and to send troops into the Principality 
in iSi 6, and again in rSiS-iy. On the latter occasion the Rao was 
deposed, and his son, the Rao Desalji IL, succeeded as a minor, and ruled 
happily for more than forty years, till i860. He took vigorous measure to 
suppress infantiddep wti (or the burning of widows ot\ the funeral pile of 
their deceased husbands), and the trade in slaves. On the death of Rao 
Oesalji In i&Go, the Government of Bombay thus recorded the official 
appreciation of hb career: 41 Marked by a love of truth and plain dealing, 
Rao Desalji was probably more than any else in Kutch learned in the 
traditions and customs of the Province He was a careful and painstaking 
judge, and a staunch and devoted ally of the British Government With the

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help of a few Chiefs and Court servant:; he managed the whole bustness of 
ihe country, and by his knowledge of their character, friendly imercourse, 
and timely concessions, avoided any Struggle with the larcja chiefs, u The 
t+ Jareja chiefs" refined to are the BAdjiid— brother hood or frfragt of the 
ruling family, being all descendants of the first Rao. The Rao Desalji IL 
was succeeded by his late Highness the Mahferao Pragmalji, father of the 
preseni Rao, During the fifteen years of his rule, ig<>o to 1875, he showed 
hinjieEf anxious to improve the management of the State, lie framed codes 
for the guidance of his officers in matters of civil and criminal justice, he 
undertook works of public usefulness, and introduced State system* of public 
instruction and of vaccination. In recognition of his excellent administra¬ 
tion he was in 1871 honoured with the title of Knight Grand Commanded!" the 
Star of India. Unlike his forefathers, none of whom left Kutch, he thrice 
visited Bombay—in 187010 meet His Royal Highness the Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh, in 1S 7 ] to take part in a Chapter of the Star of India, and in October 
[875 to meet If is Royal Highness the Prince of Wale*. These happy visits 
are marked by important public works dedicated to their Royal Highnesses 
'^hf- Albert Edward breakwater and Harbour Works a; Mandvi, which 
have cost over 1 j lacs of rupees, and the Alfred High School at Bhuj, the pro¬ 
vincial centre of education ; and the establishment of two lfc Rao Sbri 
Fra^rnaSji Scholarships ’ in the Liphinstone College, and two m Sir Jamsetji 
Tijibbai s School ui Art, Bombay, His Highness Rao Pragmaljf was described 
by the British authorities as tL most enlightened and liberal ,' 1 as well as a 
*'loyal, consistent, and devoted friend" of the British Government. Rao 
Pnigmalji built a palace at Bhuj at a cost of about Rs,jo,oq p ooo; con¬ 
structed the Pragsar Tank; which is an immense reservoir of rain water in 
the Chadwa range of hills, and a causeway in the large flatnircar tank; he 
also built the Jail fRs.79.5q9h the Hospital, the Horse and Elephant 
Stables (Rs. 1,84 ,joj), and the Schools at Bhuj and Mnndvi; remitted 
transit duties, and occasionally remitted import duties in times of scarcity or 
deficient rainfall. He ordered out cotton gins, and introduced screw presses, 
and finished the Bhup Mandvi road. He was a great sportsman, and killed 
many wild animals, including a number of panthers. The total expenditure 
on public works started during His Highness Raq Fragmalji’s reign amounted 
to R& 3 *i 4 1 + 435 - He was succeeded in 1876 by His Highness the present 
Mahdr.iji,. Rao Khengatp, who was described at that rime by the British 
Political Agent as most promising buy of ten,” In 1S77 Sir Richard 
Eempie, as Governor of Bombay, visited the State, and complimented the 
young Prince on his gene rat progress, and on the accuracy and ease wish 
which he could converse in English—his education having been mainly in 
the hands of 11 ChhotaliS Tewafcram and Captain J, W. Wimy of the Staff 
Corps, He was admitted into die Coy fit i I of Administration, at an unusually 
early age, in 1S 53 ?; and on zsth August 1884, having attained bis majority 
of eighteen years of age; fits was invested with full powers of State, On 
14th November of that year Sir James Fergusson, as Governor of Bombay, 
visited Bhuj, and held a grand Darbdr for the purpose of formally installing 
His Highness, in the name of the Queen Empress, as Rao of Kutch. In 
the course of his speech on that occasion Sir James Fergnsscn sard; 11 1 
venture to augur very favourably of I Its Highness 1 * reign. His natural intelli¬ 
gence has been well developed, his mind has been instructed by a liberal 
education, he possesses a complete knowledge of the circumstances nod 
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wants of hk country and people, hut more hopeful stHI are his disposition 
and character. The frequent opportunities which I have had of judging of 
them, as well as the unanimous testimony of those who have known him 
from childhood, convince me that he possesses a kind heart as well as a clear 
judgment, and cherishes a resolute adherence to the call ot J duly* These 
qualities are not unknown to his subjects, and they cannot fail to deepen 
their hereditary attachment to his family and person, which is so remarkable* 
It may indeed actuate him to deserve and reciprocate it. I doubt not that 
it will S shall deem myself very ignorant of character if His Highness docs 
no! realise our best anticipations.” 

On the =nd March 1SS5 a Harbdr was hetd at the Bhuj Palace for the 
investiture of His Highness with the hereditary distinction of 11 Saw.ii 
Bahadur," conferred on the rulers of Kutch by the British Government In 
tSS; His Highness proceeded to England to represent the Princes of the 
Bombay Presidency on the occasion of the celebration of the Jubilee of the 
Queen Empress, and during his absence he entrusted his State to his Diwin, 
Rao Bahadur Mot i HI Ldltihdl 

Whilst in England His Highness was created a Knight Grand Com¬ 
mander of the Indian Empire, He takes a deep interest in education, and 
especially in the education of women. He founded a Sanskrit school or 
PdthshdJi, ai a cost of Rs.a 5,000, and named it after his mother. He also 
founded the l-'crgusson Museum and Library at Rhuj. an institution erected 
as a memorial of the Governorship of Sir James Fergussom This last cost 
Rs. 3 2,0 oo. T 0 encourage learning he has fou nded various scholars hips of more 
or less importance, and has also inaugurated a fund from which deserving 
scholars desirous to study in England or America can obtain their expenses. 
Among the scholarships for females may be mentioned the one to Kutch 
females attending the Grant Medical College in Bombay, the “ Kutch Barton 
Scholarships to Kutch females attending the Training College at Atimadabad 
or Rajkot, scholarships for female assistant-teachers at Bhuj, the Rno Shri 
Khcngdrji scholarships* and one for girls attending the High School at Puna- 
Far snales the Rao has founded scholarships for Kutchis receiving scientific 
and technical education in England, for students receiving agricultural or 
other scientific education iti India* for Kutchis attending the \ cterinary 
College at Bombay, the Veterinary School at Puna and the College of Science 
at Puna; also scholarships open to any citizen of Bombay attending the 
Kipon Technical School* Bombay; and further gives annual prizes for quali¬ 
fying for any professional function in connection w ith a mill, and for the work 
or a captain of a steamer. It should be mentioned that the scholarships for 
Kutchis resident in Bombay alone were established at a total cost of 
Rs.a5,000, As a further stimulus to education, and especially with the 
object of encouraging native talent and spreading knowledge amongst the 
people, the Darbrir annually commissions competent persons to write essays 
on various subjects, and to translate standard English works into the Gujardti 
language* 

In the matter of public works considerable improvements have been 
effected within recent years in connect]an with the extension of roads, the 
pier and reclamation works, and the erection of new buildings. Since the 
accession of His Highness to the gudi the expenditure incurred by the Darbiir 
□n works of public utility has amounted to 1*5.66,24,67 

Great attention is paid hy His Highness to welUirrigation, which has been 
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found by experience to be most suited 10 ibe peculiar requirements of the 
Province, the rainfall being limited and precarious* Other means of irriga¬ 
tion have also been adopted. Under his guidance strenuous efforts have 
also been made in the direction of reclamation of waste land. In the course 
of the last fifteen years the number of acres of waste land brought under the 
plough amount 10 83,890, and fifteen new* villages have been established. 

His Highness is a thorough sportsman, fond of pig-sticking, shooting, and 
ail manly exercises. He is, moreover, a firm though conciliatory ruler, and 
is regarded by his subject* with a deep and ardent attachment He married 
the daughters of the Thdlcur Saheb of Sayla* and of the Rani Jnlamsinghji, 
cousins of HU Highness the Raj Sabeb of Dhrdngadm, in K athiawar (/.?■.>, 
on [9th February 1884. The occasion of this marriage was remarkable for 
the substitution for the old custom of giving Fulukas (grand dinners and a 
nightly processicm t according to old practice) of a small I hirbar, at which 
Kattrs were [*aid p which His Highness touched, and remitted to be utilised 
in furthering the cause of female education. His sons arc named—Mad- 
hubhi, otherwise called Vijiyarajji, born and September 1885; and 
Manubhd, Imm 12th September 1S88. 

His Highness's brother is named Karansinghji, bom in 1870, and 
educated at the Rajkumdr College, KAjkot; he visited England on the occa¬ 
sion of Her Majesty's Jubilee in 18S7, and wax then created a Companion of 
the Most Eminent Order of the Indian Empire, and married a daughter of 
the House of Ammdo, in Okha, Kdthidw.ii., in March 11889, His Highness’* 
sister was married to His Highness the Maharaja of Bikaner (f.zv), in Rdj- 
putdna* 

The State has an area of 650a square miles, exclusive of the Runn of 
Kutch, which is about 9000 square miles; Its population is 512,084, chiefly 
Hindus, but including 118,797 Muhammadans and 66,663 Jain*- His 
Highness maintains a military force of 354 cavalry* £4] a infantry, and 164 
guns; and is entitled to a salute of 1 7 guns +

esting, as illustrating Oriental heraldry. The sketch given in the margin is 
Liken from a document kindly supplied by the Kutch Darfctfr, and was described

The State is tributary both to 
Baroda and to Junagarh; and in addition to the tribute the Chief of Lawn 
annually offers a horse to the Gaekwdr of Baroda, probably in commemoration 
of the relationship between the families. The town of*Lathi, which is the 
capital, is now a station on the Bhaunagar-Condal railway; it has the 
palace of the fhAkiir, a DJtunnsd/a, a good Dispensary', Post and Telegraph 
Office, and the Lathi Anglo*Vernacular School.

General Ventura* the Sikh commander,, invaded the State, and reduced the 
celebrated fort of Knmlagarh, and the Raja in vain besought the aid of the 
British. But at last* about the time of the first Sikh -war, the British 
Government consented to intervene. In February 1S46 the Raja Balblr 
Sain formally tendered his allegiance. By the treaty of March 1S46 with 
the Sikhs, Mandi with the whole of the Jalandhar Doab was ceded to the 
British Government ; and Rriji Balbir Sain in October of the same year 
received a confirming him in his possessions under conditions of 

feudal service. Balbir Sain died in 1851, and was succeeded by his son* the 
present RdjA then a minor.

In i 36 p he was appointed Tahsildar of Lahore, and distinguished himself 
by his exertions in the cholera epidemic at IMiorc in 1S67; and sub¬ 
sequently in raising mules and muleteers for service in Abyssinia. Appointed 
Extra Assistant Commissioner of Lahore: and has received the thanks of 
the Government of India and of the Punjab for his valuable political se^ 
vices He is a Member of the Senate of the Punjab University; and has a 
son and heir, named Bashir AH KbJji.

The latter was Commander-in-chief of the Jaipur troops, and ren¬ 
dered most valuable services, and was rewarded with a kki/at, an extensive 
grant ol lands, and the various honours already noted. He has distinguished 
himself as the Prime Minister of the State of Jaipur, and also as the Super- 
mtendent o! the State of Kotth, Is a Fellow of the Allahabad University,

The great 
Chandragupta, the Sandracottus of the Greeks, was probably a Pramira, 
Rajput, and the last Pramara King of Chitor was conquered by the Gehlois, 
probably in 714 a.d, The Thakur is known in Kdlhiiwdr by the title of 
■* Pannar Shri." The area of his State is 133 square miles; its population 
is 19,33 a, chiefly Hindus, He maintains a military force of 79 cavalry and 
230 infantry.

Its founder in Atrauh was 
Ali Khan of Manats, in the district of Muraffarnagar, He accompanied the 
Emperor Humdyun in his expedition 10 Gujarat, where he incurred the 
Emperoris displeasure by conniving at the escape of the Rija of Bikanii from 
a beleaguered fort Threatened with death, he openly rebelled, and joined 
the old Afghin party of Sher Shdh, by whom Mumdytm was for a time 
driven into exile* All Khan then seized the Raj of Nagar in Basti; from 
which, after ten years, he was driven by a rising of the Hindus under the 
son of the former Rtij.i He then encamped before Atraula; and after two 
years" siege he slew the Rijput Prince of that pkee,, and in the year 1552 
established the Raj, which is still held by bis descendants- He refused to 
submit to the restored Emperor Humayun, or to his son t Ah bar the Great. 
Bui in 1571 his only son* Shekhan Khan, tendered his submission to At bar's 
Viceroy in Gudh, and promised to bring in his fathers head if he were 
furnished with a sufficient number of troops. The unnatural battle was 
fought at Sarai in Fargund Saadultanagar; the son was victorious, and kept 
his word by having his fathers head cut off and embalmed, and he presented 
it in person at Delhi, where it was placed as a trophy on the Ajmir Gate. 
As his reward he received the title of Shri Khan Asam Masnad AH, which is 
srill used in ihcir signatures by the chieftains of this family. Shekhan Khan 
was allowed to return to Atraula with his father's head and a grant of the 
Zaminddrif he raised a handsome tomb over the remains of Isis parent* and 
ruled in Atraula for twenty years. His son, Paed Khan, engaged in a feud 
with the J sn war Raja of Bhi nga (y.r*.); and it is said that he was such a 
powerful archer that an arrow shot by him into the gateway of the Bhinga 
fort was so deeply buried that li was never extracted tilt the time of the 
Mutiny of T&57, when it was dug out by Mendu Khan, a General of the 
rebellious Begam of QudK Baud Khan's son T Adam Khan, was the first 
Chief of the family to exchange the title of Malik for that of Rdja. His 
descendants in later generations have been engaged in frequent bloody feuds 
with their neighbours, the Rajas of Balrdmpur (fr.) and Bausi. The late 
Raji* Urnrao Khan, who died in tSjS, had been engaged for many years in 
a desultory border warfare with the Chief of Balrampur + before the establish¬ 
ment of the British rule in Oudh. His son, who succeeded as a minor* was 
induced to join the rebels, and the rebel Eegam of Oudh promised him a 
share of the possessions of the loyal Chief of Balmmpur. Hu died, however, 
in t 365 , leaving no male issue ; but the present Raja was bom ns a posthu¬ 
mous son on 6th October of that yean The Government decided that he 
should succeed to his father's estates, which were under the management of 
the Court of Wards from 1S65 , to i 3 £ 6 .

The Nawab Bahddur is descended both from the Prophet and also 
from Ali, the cousin and successor of the Prophet^ who was married to 
Fatima, the Prophet’s daughter. Hasan, etdest son of Ali, left a son, 
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Hasan Massanna* who married Fatima Soghru, daughter of Hussain Ali 1 a 
youngest son. One branch of the descendants of this marriage has held for 
several centortes, and still holds* the office of Grand Sharif of Mecca. A 
grandson of Hasan Massanna and Fatima Soghra was called Ibrahim Taha- 
TWiaie ( (l the pure/ "the unsullied"); and from this Ibrahim are derived 
the Murshidapad family. His descendants were for some time rulers of the 
province of Yemen in Arabia. Subsequently a descendant, Sayyid Husain 
Najafi, was key-holder to the tomb of Ali at Najnf; and his grandson 
was Mir Jifar, who became, on the fall of Nawib Surij-ud-DauLi T Nawab 
Niaint of Bengal, Rebar, and Orissa, The grandfather of Mir Jafar had 
married a niece of the Emperor Aurcmgzeb. One of his uncles, Najaft KMn, 
was Governor of the fortress of Gwalior; and another, Najaf Khan, was 
Suhahddr of Cuttack. Mir Jifar himself was at first Commander-in-Chief to 
the Nawdb Nazim Ali Yardi Khan, whose sister, the Naw&b Shah Khdntmi, 
he married. The Nawdb Ali Yardi Kh;tn became Subahddr in 1740, and was 
succeeded by his grandson Naw&b Suraj-ud-DauH in 1756. He was suc¬ 
ceeded by Mir Jafar, brother-in-law of Ali Yard! Khan T after the victory at 
Fkssey in 1757. In 1760 he was set aside for a short time in favour of bis 
son-in-law, Mir Kasim; but again came into power after a few months, and 
continued on the Masnad till 1765, when he was succeeded by his son, 
Najtn-ud-i>aul.l Mir Najm was succeeded in 1766 by his brother* Nawib 
Saif-ud-Dauli, and he by another brother, Mubarak-ud-Dauld* a minor son of 
Mir Jdfar, in 1770, Mubdmk-ud-Dauli was succeeded by his son, Kasir-ui- 
Mulk. in 1793+ and this Nawab by his son, Ali Jab, in r£io. Ali Jih was 
followed by his brother,. Wifi jdh, in 1821 ; and Will Jab by his son, 
Humiyun Jih* in 1825. This Prince was succeeded in 1&3B by bis son, 
the late Farid un Jdh Sayyid Mansur Ali, the father of the present Nuwdb, 
who was the last Kawiii NMm of Bengal, Behar, and Orissa. 'The grandfather 
of the present Nawdb Bahadur received from His Majesty King William IV r . 
a full-length portrait of His Majesty in original* and the dignity of the Grand 
Cross of the Royal Hanoverian Guelphic Order with the Insignia. The 
portrait of His Majesty is one of the chief ornaments at the Palace at 
Murshidabad.

The agreement of 1796* 
by which the family came under British control* was signed by the Bibi, a 
female member of the family.

Chaudhri Imam Bakhsh largely increased the possessions of the family. 
During the earlier period of the Mutiny of 1857 Chaudhri Sarfamz Ahmad, 
who had succeeded his father-in-law Chaudhri Lutf-uHa, took pan. in the 
rebellion; but early in aS5S he made his submission, and rendered valu¬ 
able services by opening communications with other rebel leaders and 
detaching them from the rebel cause. In 1S60 he was invested with the 
special powers of an Assistant CoOeeior. On his death there was pro¬ 
tracted Litigation as to the succession; ultimately the estates were divided 
between the widow of Sarfariz Ahmad* Mussamat Bichan-im-NIsi, and the 
present Chaudhri* who is the younger brother of the hire Chaudhri He 
has a son and heir named Mujtaba Husain* bom in 1874.

married the daughter of the Sayyid Kiiram, and in 1734 ousted hts brothers- 
in-law and seized the great Muhamdi Raj, Ibad ulla Khan was succeeded by 
his son Mahbub All in 1737^, haring received the titles of Raja and Khin from 
the Emperor of Delhi in 1 730. The family went through many vicissitudes.

RAJENDRA WADIAR BA HA DUR, (MXBlL, MaMrdjd 4. 

A Ruling Chief, and one of the Premier Princes of the Empire, 



Bom 2 and February 1863; succeeded to the gad$ as a minor 23rd 
September iSGS. Belongs to a RAjptit (Kshatriya Hindu) family, whose 

ancestors came to the south in 
very early times from Dwdrka 
in Kithidw^r. Of these, two 
brothers, named Vijayardj and 
Krishnarij, appear to have settled 
in the Ashtagidm division of the 
Mysore dominions towards the 
close of the 14th century; and 
one of them married the daughter 
of the local ptiJtgrfr or Baron of 
the village of HadanarUj and by 
this means established his nde 
in those parts. One of his 
descendants, named Yedu Raya, 
ruled over Mysore from 1399 
A,th to 1432, and was then suc¬ 
ceeded by his son* Mere Bet tud Cham raj. The grandson of the la tter was 
a Raja named Here (or Arberai) Cham raj— tirl^rai meaning in 

allusion to a physical peculiarity; and the six-fingered Riji's son was Hem 
Bettud Chamraj 1L, in whose time the fort of Mysore was built on the site 
of a village formerly called Puragcte, and was given the name of AfaAah-um t 
Buffalo'town, from AfnAts/i^isum t the buffalo-headed demon destroyed by the 
goddess KdlL 

These Rajas were called IVurfidrs or IPbdeydri of Mysore— IVcdeydr 
being a plural or honorific form of Qdty^ Kanarese for M lord" 

Here Bettud Chamraj was succeeded by his two sons in turn, Thu 
younger, Bold Chamraj, is said to have been named BvlK or The Bald, 
because he had been made bald by a stroke of lightning. His grandson, 
Rdj ttadbir, ninth Riji of Mysore, was the greatest and most successful of 
all these early Wadutrs. He reigned from 157& to iGiG- and in the year 
1609-10 he seized the strong fortress of Seringapatani, formerly held by a 
lieutenant of the Kings of Vijayanagar. The great Hindu kingdom of 
Vi|ayanagar on the Tungabhadta had previously, in 158s, been subverted 
by the alliance of the Muhammadan Chicfe of the Deccan, and the dcscend- 
aiU3 of the X ijayanagar dynasty had taken refuge at Pemiakondm where the 
family ultimately became extinct ; so that Rdj Wadirfr of Mysore and his 
descendants, having obtained possession of the Important strategical position 
of Seringapatam, rapidly increased their power and extended their dominions. 
Tins process of aggrandisement continued down to the lime of the R iji 
Dodda Krishnardj, who reigned from 1713 to 1730, His adopted son was 
Hadinente Fingal Cham raj* who died In 1733, and was succeeded by his 
adopted son, Chikka Krishnadj —ChMa means “Junior," or “The Less.* 
The Jong reign of Chikka kmhnnnij, from 1734 to 1765* was hardly more 
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than nominal, for during this period the famous Muhammadan Haidar All 
rose 10 power, and uftinately became the sovereign of Mysore, retaining the 
Mahirdjiii as a puppet-prince, Haidar's splendid military powers, and those 
f]f his even more famous son, Tippu Sultdn, immensely increased the Mysore 
dominions* and made the State the greatest in Southern India, and its rulers 
the most formidable potentates m the whole country. Of the Maharaji 
Chile ha Kri$hnarlj a s two sons, who nominally succeeded him, one was 
strangled by orders of the Sultan, and the other died childless. Haidar 
then, in. order to retain the shadow of a Hindu dynasty, permitted rhe third 
wife of Chikka Krishnaidj to adopt a young kinsman named Chamrnj. Not 
long before the fall of Tippu and the conquest of Seringapatam by the 
British in 17991 Chamraj had died in captivity; and when the British 
Government resolved that Mysore should revert to the control of the family 
of I hi ancient rulers, an infant son of Chamraj, by name Krishnardj, was 
placed on the gtidf. During the minority of the Mahdrdjd Krishnarfj* from 
1799 to 1S10, the Stale was successfully administered by a Diwin or Prime 
Minister, the famous Pumaiya, a Brahman statesman of great ability. The 
affairs of the States however, fell into disorder after the retirement of 
Pumaiya j and the m ^government of the Mallardja Kmhnaraj terminated by 
the British Government assuming the direct administration of the country in 
183 r„ retaining the Mfthdrdjd as the titular sovereign. On the iSth June 
1 S65 the late Mahin&ji adapted as his son and successor the young prince, 
now the Mahdrija Chima Kajendra Wadtfr, who was the third son of 
Chikka Krishna Antsu, a scion of die Bottada Kotu branch of the royal 
house- The adoption was sanctioned by the Government of India in April 
1^67; and on the death of the Mahir.ij,! Kristi nanij in 1S68 the present 
MaharAjl was duly installed in his place as titular sovereign. The young 
Maharaji proved himself in every way so deserving of the position that in 
1 S 3 2 it was resolved that the sovereign power should be restored to the 
sovereign title ^ and on the 2 5th March in that year the “ Rendition lp —the 
term has become historical—was carried out by the install ad on of the 
Mahidji as a Ruling Chief, when the British Chief Commissioner handed 
over his office to the Diwin or Prime Minister of His Highness, 

'Hie subsequent history of the Mahdrdjii’s rule has abundantly justified 
the K Rendition." The good administration of the county, which had been 
firmly established under the rule of Sir Mark Cuhbon and his successors as 
Chief Commissioners of Mysore* has been maintained and improved- Not- 
withstanding that the State has been devastated by one of the most terrible 
famines ever known—that of 1S7 T’ 7S—-and by several very serious droughts, 
its general advance in prosperity under the Maharaja's rule has been marvel¬ 
lous, His Highness has had the advantage of being assisted by several 
Indian statesmen of the first rank and the highest abilities j, the place of the 
late Diwdn, Mr. Kangacharlu—who was himself an administrator of no mean 
power—having been taken, very fortunately* by His Excellency the present 
Prime Minister, Sir 1 L Slteshadri Iyer, K.G 5 J. (./.r,) F by whose aid the 
Mahdnija has attained an administrative success not surpassed in any part 
of the Indian Empire, British as well as feudatory* 

In all the ordinary' duties of an Indian Government—in the administra¬ 
tion of justice, in the collection and expenditure of the revenue, in the pro¬ 
tection afforded to life and property, In public instruction, in sanitation, in 
public works—it is admitted that the Government of the Mahdrijd can com- 
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paitnot unfavourably with that of the Provinces under direct British rule. 
In some highly important fiis|tects—in the development of communications, 
in female education, in precautions Against famine, Eti the encouragement of 
mining and other industries, and in the fostering of habits of locai self- 
government among the people—it is held by many (and apparently with 
some reason) that the State of Mysore is ahead of most of the rest of India. 
The famous school at Mysore City that is known as H Her Highness the 
Mahirini's High Caste Girls 1 School”—in which 400 girls belong eng to the 
families of bighe-[ caste In Mysore receive a liberal education largely from 
Professors of their own sex and rank in life—undoubtedly represents by tar 
the most successful attempt that India has seen to put the ladies of Intha 
on the same intellectual level with their husbands and brothers, 'I he 
success of the gold-mining of Koldr is jKrfhaps due as much to the wj$e and 
liberal laws which regulate it as to the richness of the district in the precious 
metal } white ihe Principality is being opened out in ever} direction by 
railways under State control or with State encouragement. The expenditure 
on railways in this State in the year i&qi was nearly 3 million rupees. 
In regard to local self- government, the *■ Representative Assembly of 
Mysore/' with which the l’tiwan every year takes counsel, which was insti¬ 
tuted some years ago as a body nominated by the M a hi raj i, was in i 3 po 
made elective; and the Prime Minister, in his Address to the Assembly in 
iSpij thus commented on the results of the change 

u By command of H is H{glmcss the M ahdrijtf, I have much pleasure m 
welcoming you to this Assembly, which meets here to-day for the first lime under 
the election system sanctioned last year. You come here as the dflly elected 
Representatives of the Agricultural, the Industrial, and the Commercial interests 
of the Stale. Last year, when His Highness was pleased to gram the valued 
privilege of ejection, he was not without some misgiving as to haw the experi¬ 
ment would succeed; but it is most gratifying to His Highness that* though 
unused to the system, the electoral body has been able, in the very first year of 
its cxistencoi to exercise the privilege with so much judgment and sense of 
responsibility as to send to this Assembly men in every way qualified to speak 
on their behalf That men representing the capital, the industry, and the 
intellect of the country should have already taken 50 much interest in the work¬ 
ing of the scheme augurs well for the future of the Institution, His Highness 
asks me to lake this opportunity publicly to acknowledge the expressions of 
warm gratitude which have reached him from all sides for the privilege of election 
granted last year,® 

But it is in its measures for the prevention and the relief of famines that 
the Government of Mysore has earned its best and most enduring laurels, in 
a reputation for prudent and far-sighted philanthropy- Those measures 
were described fairly and minutely by the Prime Minister in his Address to 
the Representative Assembly on the 4th October 1S92 in the following 
words:— 

11 Before 1 pracetd to take up the various departments of the State, you will 
naturally expect me to say a few words regarding ihe severe draught through 
which the whole of the P rovinc e, with the small exception! of our Malnad Taluks, 
has recently passed. In the Maldan parts of the Mysore and Hassan districts 
the south-west monsoon was so scanty and precarious that the early dry crops 
were completely leal, except in n few scattered favourable situations. The 
northern and eastern districts did not get any of the early rains, and had m 
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consequence to defer the preparation of kind for cultivation much beyond the 
usual scroti. A few showers which tame later on permuted of the sowing of 
ntnrly the usual extent of land with the ordinary dry crops in most taluks. 
These soon began Iq fade from insufficient moisture, The min which fell 
Upwards the end of September mi&cd hopes of a favourable clumge in the season. 
Uut by November it was evident that the nonbeast monsoon too had tided, and 
that the genera] out-turn of dry crops would nol Ijc much above a four-anna 
average in most taluks. The tanks had received no water, and wet cutlivaiiOEi 
under them could not be aicempted, 'Fhe failure of fodder was widespread, 
and altogether there was every indication of an impending distress of a very 
aggravated type, and towards the end of November the price of food grains 
begun to rhe rapidly, owing both to the local failure of crops and to large exports 
to neighbouring Madras districts. In the beginning of December, by command 
of His Highness the MsMrAjtf, I started cm u tour tlirough the worn taluks of 
die districts of Mysore* Tumkur, Chitaldroog, Koldr, and Bangalore, My 
immediate object was not only to ascertain by personal observation the actual 
condition of the country and the requirement'- uf the people, but also to organise 
the relief measures required for die differeBt tracts, and chiefly to inspire the 
people with confidence alike in the famine policy of the Government and in the 
method proposed for carrying it out, One of the first thing- to attract my 
attention was the Initiffident supply of food grains at the various local markets. 
It was evident that owners were holding back their stocky partly in expectation 
of a further rise in price and partiy from fear of thefts and yobtHGries,—SO fruitful a 
source of waste and loss during the previous famine, 1 accordingly last nu time 
in arranging for Line police protection of grain tn transit and at places of storage 
and for their safe and ready consignment by the railway. Local merchants were 
duly apprised of the preparedness of the Government to meet any local insuffici¬ 
ency by import of grain from outside she Province, while at the same time the 
prices of food grains obtaining at the several weekly sautes or markets in the 
interior were ascertained and regularly published as a stimulus to local trade. 
These measures tended to make prices more uniform and steady throughout the 
Province, and them was heard afterwards no complaint of insufficient supply at 
any local market. Another matter which I found necessary to impress upon 
local officers early in my tour was the need of the greatest economy in the use of 
the available supply of water in tanks. With the object of raising quick-growing 
dry crops likely to yield an early supply of food and fodder, tank-bods which 
were last becoming dry were ordered to he leased for cultivation cm very favour¬ 
able terms, About 10,500 acres of tank-bed were thus brought under cultivation. 
The crops raised were generally IkngnE-gram and jolain. In thcTumkur district, 
where the cultivation wits timely and extensive, the aggregate value of the crops 
thus raised is estimated over Rs.^o&o. In the other districts this das* of 
cultivation was not nearly so successful To meet the serious want of fodder 
which was apprehended, all State forests and plantations, as well as a large 
number of Amrut Mahal K£val% were thrown open for the free use of the miynts' 
cattle T without any restriction as to the taluks or districts from which they might 
come. The total area of grazing land thus made available to the public was 
1600 square miles* and it is reported to have been used for grazing nearly 
5 tg,ooo head of cattle. Rasynts were also further permitted to cut and remove 
tender date-leaves for use as fodder, a privilege which was eagerly availed of in 
most taluks of Tusnkur and Chita Id nopg, in devising our scheme of Relief 
Works my chief aim w-as to afford the poorer agriculturists* the landless field 
labourers, the Huliyara, the M&Ligiix^ etc,, [he means of earning a sufficient 
livelihood near their own homes. It was believed they and their families could 
live upon comparatively small wages if these could be earned near their own 
villages, for in such a case they would he able to return lo their homes at the 
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end of cadi day's work, take care of the infirm and young dependent upon them,, 
look after their caldc and other property and receive from their neighbours any 
addition.it help they might require. With this object so view, every' affected 
taluk was divided into a number of small dndea, and for execution within each 
such circle some suitable work or works were selected, so as to leave no inhabited 
village without the moans of earning lair wages* within a radius of three or four 
miles. The works thus selected were * minor tanks/ whether yielding revenue 
or not* The improvement of such tanks was of such vital Importance to die 
villagers as a body that there was every guarantee that die grants given fnr it 
would be properly applied, and some good return shown for the money spent. 
To meet the rare cases in winch such minor tanks were nut available, as also to 
provide work near villages after completion of the tanks taken up, a programme 
of works of a supplementary character was got ready. These works were also of 
special local utility* such as improvement of village sanitation* pluming of topes 
in villages and round die fringe of the wnterepread of the bigger tanks, etc. 
Such, in brief outline, was the scheme of relief upon which His Highness's 
Government chiefly relied. Its execution was entrusted In the hereditary village 
Patel, for it was deemed safer to rely upon the autonomy of the village than 
upon paid agency from outside. A System of periodical inspection and general 
control by the Shckdar and Amildar was established, and wide discretion given 
to district officer* as regards the details of execution, wiib due regard to local 
circumstances. I am able to hear testimony to the Ihci that the entire Executive, 
from the Patel to the District Officer, showed themselves fully equal to the high 
responsibility thus placed upon them, and that the scheme of relief planned was 
carried out with complete success in every affected parL Besides the regular 
relief works* but under the same agency and serving the same object a§ those 
works* wen: the drinking-w^ater wells, for which a total grant of Ks. 1,38,00-0 
(chiefly from local funds) had been sanctioned. There were in hand £50 such 
well*, principally new well* undertaken wherever most needed, besides a number 
of old wells which required deepening. They were all works of permanent 
utility, but were of special immediate value, owing to the scarcity of good drink¬ 
ing water which existed in most places In additlua to works under direct 
Government iigcncy, the employment of local labour on private works on a large 
scale was established hy the grant of Government loans to hind holders fur special 
permanent improvement of their lands. The most important of (his dais of 
work* were the irrigation wclb under the scheme 1 described to you last year. 
The working 1 of the scheme in each of the districts nf Kolar* Tumkur T Chimb 
droog, and Bangalore w r as entrusted to a special officer in subordination In the 
Deputy Commissioner, and the distrust which rajy&is at first evinced towards a 
new measure of this kind soon gave place to an eager desire to secure the loans. 
The number of applications received was SO numerous that the grant* had to be 
confined to localities where provision for employment of labour was most needed. 
The loans sanctioned aggregated Rs.2,&o,o<W fur 917 kapile and 530 yaiam 
wells, calculated to irrigate 5252 acres. Another important dass of works for 
which Government loan* were given was the construction and repair of Saguvali 
k.iucs. The restriction placed upon the construction and improvement of these 
kattes by an order of 1873 was fell as a great hardship, especially in the Chit.il- 
droog district, where much of the dry cultivation depends upon the retention of 
moisture under these kattes. Thai order was accordingly withdrawn, and 
special encouragement afforded for the construction and improvement of these 
most useful private works by a system of Government loans. During the past 
season loans 10 the extent of Rs. 2 1,175 were sanctioned for 251 such works, 
which when completed will benefit 5069 acres, A few loans were granted also 
to enable Inamdars to repair their tanks. Of works referred to above, both 
Government and private* about 2900 were in actual execution in the affected 
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tracts, They had the effect of keeping the people employed near their own 
homes? and their sufficiency for purposes of relief is proved by the fact th&E 
nearly 2400 of them could not be completed during the past season, Wc hat e 
found them Car more effective for real relief than large central works under pro¬ 
fessional agency. Our main anxiety was to avoid ihc necessity for concentrating 
large numbers upon distant works, for previous experience had shown that in the 
earlier stages of famine the people can never be induced to leave their homes in 
quest of employment on distant works, not because they are nnt in need of 
employment, but beams? they are bound to their homes by ties they are unable 
to sever. It is well known that before their cattle are lost? and the weaker 
members have died? and themselves reduced to a famished coral iE ion, the people 
do not quit their homes, and when eventually compelled to take this step they 
are so demoralised that they are more likely to wander about aimlessly than to 
settle down on distant works under a strange agency. We had, however* ready 
at hand a programme of D.P.W, Relief Works for possible resort in the event 
of the distress being unusually prolonged- But happily we had no occasion to 
do more in this direction than expand the ordinary Public Works in some of she 
affected tracts, Besides placing the menus of earning wages within the ready 
reach of the general population, we adopted several measures for the relief of 
special classes. The most important among them were the weavers? the 
demand for whose ma nuf actures had nil but disappeared owing to the high prices 
of grain which prevailed, After much consideration of alEcm&liv? measures* the 
Government eventually adopted the system of purchase proposed by Mr. ±Mad- 
hava R40 for the Bangalore district, Under this system the Government made 
advances of money tq local Sahukars of standing for purchasing on behalf of 
Government the entire produce of the looms at the market value? to be resold 
when the demand become reestablisheiL The ^idiukars were [laid a small cons- 
mission, and in return they guaranteed the full recoupment of the advances 
made. This system waa the means of affording efficient relief to die industrious 
weaving class, always the first to sutler on every occasion of widespread scarcity 
and high prices. It ivas in operation at Bangalore, Dodbnllapur, Anckol, Kolar? 
Melkoie, .Ylolkidmuru? and other weaving centres. The advances made amounted 
to Ks.^pjoo, including commission and other charges. A sum of R5 h 34„|So 
has already been recovered by the reside of cloths purchased, and the balance 
is under process of realisation. The final net expenditure is expected to be 
trilling com pared with the large numbers relieved In Bangalore City atone 
the relief thus given extended to 4000 looms with 10,000 weavers. Another 
class for whom special relief was found necessary were the minor village servants! 
—the Mdtliga? the Teui, the Takt-var, etc. The contributions from villagers on 
which they generally subsist cease during every season of 0 general failure of 
Crop. 851 of them, employed in watching Ukkaik or Police outposts and 
doing fimsi Pdice duties, were paid a monthly salary of Rs. j each as a tem¬ 
porary measure? which has to be continued till the nest harvest Others not so 
employed were paid wages as work-overseer*, gartgitien p etc.* on relief works 
under execution. A number of HoEeyars and Midigars were given employment 
in the collection of Tangadi bark In the Kolar district? nnd of bamboos for the 
Government depots in that and the Mysore district. Compensation for dearness 
af gram hod to be given 10 the Sil ledara, amounting up to the end of J une to 
over R^8,ooo r It will probably have to be continued till the next gram harvest* 
A moiety of tbc PoEgi allowances of village officers was ordered to be paid on 
application before the date on which they were |>ayable With the arrangements 
made for the relief of general and special classes, gratuitous relief Was found to be 
unnecessary, except to a very insignificant extent. Further relief w^as given by 
the remission qf one-half of Uie assessment on all wet lands under tanks which 
lay waste or could only be cultivated with dry crops* and one-half of the quit- 
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rent on all Service Inam lands of the minor village servants, and the Mohatarfa 
house s of the poorer landless classes. The total of remissions thus given 
amounts to about four lakhs. Besides this, six lakhs of revenue had to be post¬ 
poned, and much of this will have to be remitted eventually "

Jinrk but a scion of the family of Tfloba) t was selected and placed on the 
gadi, He has been created a Knight Grand Commander of the Most 
Exalted Order of the Star of India, and granted the privilege of adoption.

Despairing of having any mate issue, he adopted one of his nephews, the 
RijA Gopi Mohan Deb (rrv Rdjcndra Nardyan Deb, Rap Bahidm); but 
subsequently a son was born to him, the Rilja RAj Krishna Deb BahAdur 
(father of the present Mabirijd), and he consequently divided his estates 
between his own son and his adored son. Rdji RAj Krishna Deb Bahidur 
died at the age of forty two, leaving eight sons, of whom the Maharaja Sir 
Narendm is the only surviving one. Sir Narendra was educated at the Hindu 
College: served the Government as a Deputy Magistrate for about nine years, 
from [844 to 1853, in which capacity he earned a solid reputation; and on 
Ids retirement begun his public life as a Municipal Commissioner, a Justice of

the Peace* and a leading Member of the British Indian Association—of 
which important body he has been thrice unanimously elected President.

Hu was also a famous sportsman ami Lion-biller* Thu present Jam is equally 
distinguished as a sportsman; but he lias also earned a great reputation as 
an administrator, especially in the departments of education and public 
works. He has also greatly improved the system of reveniifrcolicction, and 
the administration of justice within his Slate; On the occasion of the visit 
to India of His Royal Highness the Duke of Edinburgh, the Jam went to 
Bombay to take part in his reception. Similarly,, in 1875* His Highness 
had the honour of being one of those Princes of Western India who first 
received His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales on the occasion of his 
memorable visit to India in the winter of 1875-76* In 1877 the Jam was

accession of Ahmad Shih Durdni* whom he accompanied in his last invasion 
of India, and by whose instigation he was assassinated His son* Hidiyac 
Khan, accompanied Shah Zaman to Lahore in 1797^ When the British army 
brought back Shih Shujd to Eibul h 1839, Hiddyat KMtTs son. All Ra^a 
Khin, who was living on his estate, was appointed Chief Agent of the Com¬ 
missariat Department, During the disasters that followed he remained 
faithful to British interests; and it was mainly by his aid that the British 
prisoners were ultimately enabled to make their escape and join the relieving 
arnty of General Pollock. He accompanied the British forces to India on 
the evacuation of Afghanistan ; and his estate was confiscated by Muhammad 
Akbar Khan* in consequence of which he received a British pension. During 
the Sutlej campaign he joined the British camp with his brothers and 60 
horsemen of his tribe j and during the rebellion of 1S48U49 furnished mo 
horsemen for active service. In 1857 Aii Ruza Khan voluntarily raised a 
troop of horse and sent it to Delhi at his, own expense, mortgaging for the 
purpose his house and property at Lahore; this troop formed part of Hod- 
son's Horse, and served with conspicuonii gallantry throughout the Mutiny 
campaigns. Lieutenant-Colonel H. D. Daly, when commandant of Hudson's 
Horse, wrote of Eiim in February 1S59; u He has served throughout the 
war, and on all occasions has been conspicuous for chivalric valour, * * . ! I ts 
gallantry has won for him the First Class of the Order of Merit, ... A 
braver soldier never took the field." As a reward he received a large grant 
of lands in Oudb, with the title of Nawab conferred in 1864; and this, on 
his death in 1866, was continued to his son, the Kawdb Nawdiish Alt Khin. 
'The family have also received a grant of lands in Lahore district in the Fun- 
jab The Nawib was made an Honorary Assistant Commissioner of the 
Punjab on 1st January 1877* on the occasion of the Proclamation of Her 
Most Gracious Majesty as Empress of India; and he was for some time a 
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Member of the Imperial Legislative Council of India. On iat June iSSS 
he was created a Knight Commander of the Most Eminent Order of Lite 
Indian Empire.

quest of Nepal by Ids Gurkha troops. One of his descendants, in the time 
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of Warren Hastings, about the year if ye, invaded Tibet on two occasions, 
and brought back great booty; but the Emperor of China, as Suzerain of 
Tibet, sent a large army into Nepal in 1793, that advanced within 36 mites 
of the capital, Khatmandu, and forced t he Nepaiese to conclude a treaty ot 
submission. Subsequently, between the years 1803 and 1815, the Gurkhas 
of Nepdl, notwithstanding great internal dissensions, overran the Cis-Sutlej 
territory of the Punjab and the Simla Hill Statesj but in t 8 t 4 the British 
intervened, expelled the Gurkhas from the Punjab territories in 1S15, and in 
1816 a treaty was signed, which transferred the control both of those terri¬ 
tories and of Kuraiun, the Debra Dun, and the other outlying districts, to 
the British Power* The late Prime Minister of Nepdl, Sir Jang Bahadur, 
G.C.B,, G.CS.L, was well known in England, and was the virtual ruler of 
Nepdl from 1846 to the time of ids death in 1877. He rendered good ser¬ 
vices in the Mutiny of 1857 by sending Gurkha troops, who gave material 
help in the reduction of the rebellious province of Oudii- The State has an 
area of 54,000 square miles, consisting of sub-Himalayan valleys and moun¬ 
tain-ranges.

ud-din, in bis father's possessions. When the control of the country passed 
to the British Government, JamiJ-ud-dLn, for services rendered during the 
Sutlej campaign, was at first elevated to the position of a Ruling (feudatory) 
Chief. He, however, greatly abused bis powers, and was deprived of them 
in 4856, the Mamdot territory being incorporated with the Ftnizpur district, 
and in 1863 he died of apoplexy, His younger brother, Jdlat-ud-din Khdn, 
bad been in no way connected with his misgovernmenL In the rebellion of 
1848, and again during the Mutiny of tSjy, he rendered faithful service to 
Government; so in 1864 he was declared to be the hereditary Nawab ot 
Mamdot, to the exclusion of the sons of JamiJ-ud-din. In 1870 he was made 
an Honorary Magistrate, and died in 1875- The present Nawdb was edu¬

His son, Bir 
Singh, took the clan name of Eundda, by which his family and the country 
of Burtddkhand has ever since been known, and settled at Man Mahoni in 
the north-west of that Province in the 13th century ad. The family extended 
its possessions southward during the nest hundred years; and a descendant 
named Srinpil took possession of Kqrlr, east of J hatisi, in the 1 4th ccntury. 
In 1533 A.D. Rudra Pratib, then the Chief of the Bundelas. founded Orehha. 
From his younger son, Udyajit, sprang the many families of the Eastern 
Bundetas (Parma, Ajaigarh* etc*}; whilst M.vckur Sah, the elder son, was the 
ancestor of the Chiefs of Ordiha* Dattia* and other Western Slates. His son* 
the Rdji Bir Singh Deo p was famous in the reigns of the Emperors Akfoar 
and J ahingir p and was the founder of many great public works. Orchhawas 
the only State of Bundolkhand that did not fall under the power of the 
Peshwis; though the Mahnatms succeeded in dismembering ft, by conquering 
Jhdnsi and forming it into a new and ultimately a powerful State, When 
Bundelkhand passed under British control* Rdjd VikmnnidiLya Mahendia was 
the Chief of Orchha ; and by the treaty of 18 1 a he became a feudatory of 
the British Power.

Belongs to the illustrious family of the Chiefs of the great Kachhwaha clan ui 
Rajputs, from which springs the family of His Highness the Maharaja of 
Jaipur; claiming descent from the second son of the legendary Solar hero, 
Rama, and from the ancient Hindu Emperors of Ajudhya of the Sur/m 
Fflfrm or Solar dynasty. According to the Rajput chronicles the seventy- 
second in descent from Kima was the Rijii N;ila, the hero of the famous 
Sanskrit poem of N&Ia and DAmdydnti f who migrated westward (possibly in 
the 3rd century), and founded the city of Narwar and the kingdom (re¬ 
nowned in classical story) of Nishidhx One of the sons of Bora Singh, 
Th.ikur of Ncuwnr, thirty-ihird in descent from Raja Nak, was Dhola Rai, 
who became the founder of the great State of Dhundar in Rajpulina, better 
known a* Jaipur. The Kachbw&ha Thiktsrs of Narwar, how ever, with an ex¬ 
perience probably unique in Indian history, seem to have continued in pos¬ 
session of that place from the semMegeadiry times of the Raja Nala, through 
all the vicissitudes of the Hindu, Pathan, and Mughal periods of domination, 
right down to the time of the Mahrattat At the commencement of the 
present century the Thakur Madhu Singh, of the line of Nalii, was still in 
possession of Narwdr, his family having held it during the lapse of at least 
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fifteen centuries. Bui ai last Madhu Singh was driven out by Dauht Rao 
Sindhia, and revenged himself by continually raiding and plundering in the 
territory of Gwalior. In iSiS Madhu Singh was taken under British protec¬ 
tion, and granted the State of Paron as a feudatory of Gwalior* on eondkioTi 
of protecting the Gwalior territory from robbers. In 1857 Madhu Singh's 
successor* Raja Man Singh, at first joined the mutineers* but tn 1859 be 
surrendered* under promise of being amnestied. Subsequently he rendered 
valuable service 10 the Government in connection with the capture ot Tantia 
Tops, and was granted an increase of territory f with a pension. In 1SS3 
Rija Man Singh died, and was succeeded by his son* the present Raja, then 
a minor. The population of the istate is 7328, chiefly Hindus ; it contains 
about thirty-four villages, of which the town of Paron is the chief

Belongs to the 
very ancient Sombansi Rajput family of the old Rajas of Partiligarh* being 
descended from Sujan S:ih, a younger son of the Raja Sangram Sdhof Partih- 
garh, Paring the Mutiny of ^57, when the Raja Gulab Singh of Tioul 
refused to receive the fugitives from Sultanpur, his nephew, Ajit Singh, then 
of Mallupur, took them into his fort, protected them for many days* and 
then escorted them himself, with as many follower* as he could command, to 
Allahabad.

All Kh,in p Rdja of Hasanpur). The late Rijd Madho Fratab Singh of Kur- 
wdr died without heirs, and left the estate to his widow, Rani Kiahnath 
Kunwar, She adopted the present Kijd, and left him the estate on her 
death in June 1885. He is a minor, the estate being under the Court of 
Wards* and is being educated at the Wards' College* Agm.

The first title (Rid) is hereditary, the second 
(Mahdriji) is personal, and was conferred on i6th February 1887* on the 
occasion of the Jubilee of the reign of Her Most Gracious Majesty. The 
MaMrdjd is the grandson and successor of the famous MaMrdJl Min Singh 
of Mahdauna, one of the most prominent of the Oudh TdJutdirs during the 
Mutiny of 1857, Belongs to a Sankaldip {or Ceylon) Brahman family, 
whose founder, Saikisukli PiLhak, was Chaudhri of Bhojpur. His great- 
grandson, Bakhtdwar Singh, commenced life as a trooper in the 8th Light 
Cavalry. He attracted* when on leave at Lucknow* the notice of the Isawab 
Saidat Ali Khin, who obtained his discharge, and appointed him a Jamaddr* 
and afterwards a risaMdr* He was still further advanced by the succeeding 
Kings of Oudh, and a jarmdn of King Muhammad Ali Shih conferred upon 
him the Rij of Mahdauna, with the title of Riji and the rank of premier 
Riji in Oudh. He ms the King's MuJitamrra, or Quartermaster-General of 
the Resident's camp, and In 1S49 accompanied Sir William Sleeman on his 
memorable tour through Oudh. Rdja Eakbtiwar Singh's younger brother, 
Darshan Singh p was in 1837 appointed Nizam of Sultan pur and Faizabad, 
with the titles of Mjd Bahidur and Saltan at Eahidur. Dartbali Si ngh died 
in 1844* and in 1845 his youngest son, the late Mahririjd Man Singh 
{mentioned above* the grandfather of the present Mahdtijd), was appointed 
Nazim of Uaryabad, Rudauli, and Sultan pur. He obtained from the King 
of Oudh the title of Mja Eahldur for capturing a revenue defaulter of 
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Surdjpur t and that of Salta rat Bahddur for arresting a notorious bandit. 
Sleeman narrates at length how Kiji Man Singh kt removed 1 * Hatpdl Singly 
Gargb&nsi of Man i arpu r, for which feat he was known as A aim Jting (“Stead¬ 
fast in war”]L In 1S55 FUji Bakludwar Singh died childless, leaving his 
large estates to his nephew and adopted son, Rlji Man Singh, After the 
annexation Rdjd \];?n Singh was deprived of hEs estate as a defaulter in the 
payment of the revenue. During the Mutiny he saved the lives of a very 
large number of European refugees, and though at first for a time he took 
part with the rebels, he subsequently strenuously assisted the Government in 
the suppression of the Mutiny and the restoration of order. For these 
services, he obtained the tide of Mahlraja Baliidur, and the grant of the ex¬ 
tensive confiscated states of the Rdja of Gouda. In sSdg he was created a 
Knight Commander of the .Most Exalted Order of the Star of Indio, and died 
in his fiftieth year, on. 1 ith October 1870, and was succeeded by his widow* 
the Mahdrrfnf Sohhao Kunwar. In 1875 the MahMni appointed another 
hein but, after much litigation, the Privy Council decided in favour, of the 
succession of the present Mahlrlj^. who is the son of Naraingh N^riyia 
Singh of Ajudhya by a daughter of the late Maharaja. lie rants third 
among the Barons of Gudh, and nt present enjoys the title of Honourable, -is 
a Member of the Legislative Council of the North -Western Provinces and 
Gudh.

With the other 
States of Kajpaldna, Partabgarh was reduced, during the subsequent cam¬ 
paigns of flic -Mughal Emperors, to submission to Delhi ; and in the reign of 
the Emperor Shah Jahan the Knwat received from that monarch the title of 
Maharawat, which his descendants retain. The present lown of Partibgarh 
was built by the Mahardwat Partib Singh, and called after his name, about 
the beginning of the iSth century; it is distant about eight miles east of the 
undent capital of Dcolia. On the establishment of the MahratU power in 
Matwa the Maharawats became tributary to Holkar, and the Chief of Indore 
still receives that tribute, which is now paid through the British Government. 
I'arlabgarh passed under British control in 1818, In iSH the Mnhiirawat 
died, and was succeeded by his grandson, Dalpat Singh, who had become 
Mah an ! wa I of Dungsrpur by adoption, but who resigned Dungarpm on his 
succession to Part dbg,irh. Dalpat Singh died in 1864, and was succeeded 
by his son, the late Mahdnlwat UJai Singh, He was followed by the

Mills! Besides spinning and weaving, Mr, Dinsh&w has also directed hri 
liiictition to the manufacture of thread, hosiery, and Omey ^oods, and is live 
proprietor of an establishment at Mahim for dyeing yams. There are at the 
present day many cotton mills working in Bombay., hut they have ail sprung up 
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after the success of Sir Dinshnw’s first venture* and he may therefore justly be 
regarded as the initiator and leader of an industry which has done so much 
towards improving: the commercial position and prospects of the city.™

It was conquered by 
the Sultan Haidar Alt of Mysore in 177 B; and in T7S4 Tippu Sultan 
carried oft the Chief and his family as prisoners to Mysore. After the fall 
of Seringapataus and the death of Tippu in 1799, Riin Rao, then Sachtv 
Chief was again placed in possession of Ramdurg as a vassal of the Peshwa. 
Fibs sons were Vyankat Rao and Nardyan Rno, who succeeded to equal 
shares of the paternal Jdgirg, and in iSiS came under British control The 
State has an area of 140 square miles; and a population of £g T 57o p chiefly 
Hindus, but including 1903 Muhammadans.

whose ancestor, KdlidJsa Mitra, came from Kanauj to the Court of King 
Adiaur of Bengal, and was ennobled by that monarch. Eighteenth in direct 
lineal descent from Kdtiddsa was Ayodhyarchm, who was a JXwdm in the 
service of the Nawab NM111 of Mure bida bad, and received from the latter the 
title of Rai Bahadur. His grandson, l 3 Liam ham, was the vakil of the Nawrfb 
Vazir of Gudh at the Court of Delhi \ he obtained a considerable Jdtfir at 
Kurah, near Allahabad, with die titles of Rdjd Babidtir and Sfktsztirlman- 
suMJr, or commander of 3000 horse, The great-grandson of Pit&mb&ra was 
the late Rdjd Rajendraiila Mitra ; whose learned works on Sanskrit, on the 
Arttlqmtks Orissa, and on many other subject^ obtained for him a world¬ 
wide fame. He was the first Fellow of ihe University of Calcutta who was 
honoured with the degree of D.L., hsHaris aiuih which was conferred upon 
him in March 187 6. Fie was granted the title of Rai Bahadur as a personal 
distinction on 1st January 1S77, on the occasion of the Proclamation of Her 
Most Gracious Majesty as repress of India ; and on the institution of the 
Most Eminent Order of Ehe Indian Empire, 1st January 1878, he was 
created one of the first Companions, Ten years Liter, tst January iSSS, he 
received the tide of R£jd as a personal distinction.

Belongs 10 a Bare?, Pathdn family, 
descended from Shdh Alim, who came from AfgMtristAn to India in 
the latter part of the 17th century, to seek service under the Mughal 
Empire, He left two sons; the elder, TMud Khdn, ancestor of the Nawlbs 
of Rampur; the younger, Hdfit Rah mat Kbdn (called f/ 0 ^ because he 
was the guardian of the two sons of his nephew, AJi Muhammad), subse¬ 
quently became famous in the time of the Rohilla war as the Chief of 
ihc Rahil L Sardirs, [Mud Khdn distinguished himself in the Mahratta 
wars, and received a Jdgir near Budaun. His adopted son, All Muhammad, 
by his services to the Mughal Emperor against the Barlia Sayyids, obtained 
(he title of Nawdh, He experienced many vicissitude of fortune in conflicts 
with the Raji of Kuminn, the Nawab Yazir of Oudh, and sometimes with 
the Imperial forces. At one time he bad lost all his possessions, and had 
to take refuge at the Court of Delhi■, but in the confusion consequent on the 
invasion of Ahmad Shah iJurirT he was able in 1747 to regain mare than 
all he had lost, and left to his two sons the whole of the territory formerly 
known as Katchir, and now called Rchiikhand (from the name of the 
ancient seal of the Bares 1 'at hr! ns in Afghanistan), These two sons were 
under the guardianship of the Nawab H&Tn Rah mat KMfl, with whom was 
associated a cousin of Alt Muhammad's father. All of these were known 
as the RohiUa. Nardini, of whom the Nawab Hdfiz Rah mat Khan was the 
chief. The latter was at last slain in the battle of Katra, near Bareilly, 
by the. Nawib Vazir; and subsequently Faizutlah KMn* the younger of 
the two sons of Ali Muhammad, was, by the intervention of the F-nglush, 
confirmed in the possession of (bo Rampur territory 1 , as a military vassal 
of the Nawdb Varir, in 1774. Nearly twenty years later Faizutlah Khdn 
died; the elder of his two sons, Muhammad Ali, was assassinated by the 
younger, Gbukim Muhammad, The latter took possession of the Slate, 
hut was speedily ejected by the Nawrtb Vazir, with the aid of the British, 
in favour of Ahmad AJi* inlant son of the murdered prince, in 1794. In 
1 So 1 Robilkhand was formally ceded to the British; whereon the Nawdb 
Ahmad Ala became a feudatory of the British Rower. He died in 1840, 
and wns succeeded by his cousin, Muhammad Sayyid (son of the above^ 
mentioned Ghulim Muhammad), to (he exclusion of his only daughter.

the Indian Empire, Sir Kalb died on the 53rd March 1B87, and was 
succeeded by his son, the late Nawdb Mushtdq All Khin, who suffered 
from Continued ill health, and died on 25 th February 1SS9. He left two 
sons, of whom the elder, the Kawdb Hamid All Khdn Bahidur* Wall* is 
the present Naw£b; while the younger, the Saheb/ida NJsit AU KMn* 
aged eight, is his brother’s heir-presumptive. Daring the minority of the 
Naw^b the administration is carried on by a Council of State, consisting 
of the following; — President, the Nawib Safdar All Khin; AfemAsrs, 
General jViim-ud-din Khan, Khan Bahadur ( FTc&Ibv Nawab Yar 
Jang Bahadur and Sayyid All Hasan.

Belongs to .1 Gujar (Hindu) family, descended from Nuni Shih RSjdhar, a 
Oiwdn of the State of Dattia, who held from Dattia a jdgir^ of which Sandbar 
was a parL His great-grandson, Rdjd Kan jit Singh 1 declared himself an 
independent Rdjd in Samthar, towards die close of the iSth century. He 
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died without Issue, and was succeeded by a collateral, Rdja Ranjit Singh IL - 
who received a treaty guaranteeing protection from the British Government 
in 1817. His descendant was the laic R^ja Hindupat; who was succeeded 
by his son, the present Rdji, in 1865. The area of the State Is 1 74 square 
miles; its population is 38,653, chiefly Hindus, but including 3184 Muham¬ 
madans. His Highness maintains a military force of 290 cavalry, 2275 
infantry, and 46 guns; and is entitled to a salute of n guns.

Bom 1S49 ; succeeded to the gatfi 5th February 1S79. Belongs to a 
Mahratta (Hindu) family; descended from Malaji Rao Ghorpae, an officer 
in the Bijripur army, whose son, BEraji, enured the service of Sivaji the 
Great. Birajrs son, Sidaji, took Sandur from the Bidar IWigrfr or Chief; 
and his conquest was confirmed to him by Sambhaji, the successor of SivajL 
He died in 1715, and was succeeded by his second son, Gopdl Rao. Sandur 
was captured by the Sufidn Haidar of Mysore, whose successor, Tippu Sultan, 
completed the fort; and Gopdl Rao's son, Siva Rao, was killed in 1785 in a 
battk with the Mysore forces. After the fall of Tippu in 1799 the FeshwA 
claimed the suzerainty of Sandur - and at his request Sir Thomas Munro 
with a British force reduced the fort in 1817. In iSi$ s after the downfall 
of the PeshwiFs government, Siva Kao IL* the adopted son of Sidaiji {son of 
Siva Rao L% was placed on the gadi\ and he received a saruuf from the 
British Government in tSsd. He died in 1840, and was succeeded by his 
nephew, Vunkat Rao; the latter died in i86i,and was succeeded by his 
eldest son, Siva Shan Mukha Rao. He received the hereditary title of Rajl 
from Lord Northbrook's Government—the Chiefs having previously been 
styled Jdgirddrs of Sandur. He died in 1878, and was succeeded by his 
half-brother, the present RajL The Stale (which is enclosed by the British 
district of Bel Lory, except on a small piece of its frontier, w hich marches w ith 
that of Mysore) has an area of 140 square miles, and a population of 14,999, 
clue fly Hindus. The Rdjd maintains a military force of J guns.

In 1 7 7 .? the State of Miraj descended to Chintlman Rao, grandson 
of Govind Rao Hart, to whom it had first been granted by the Fcshw r d; and* 
as he wus only a child of six years, his unde Gangddhar Rao acted as Regent. 
Ultimately the State was divided between the unde and the nephew, the 
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former raising Miraj, whilst Sdngli fell to Cbintdmjin Rao, On the fall of 
the Peshwd’s Government in i8t8, CMrtdman Rao, the father of the present 
Uiief, became a British feudatory; and in 1846 he received a Sword of 
Honour from die East India Company for his loyalty and Jiigh character. 
He died in 1851, and was succeeded by his son, the present Chief The 
area of the state is 10S3 square miles; its population is 196,832, chiefly 
Hindus.

His son, the Sarddr Snjitt Singh, inherited the extensive jrfgirs 
of his uncle* Sardir IM 1 Singh, as well as the ancestral temtoiy. Sarddr 
Sujan Singh died In 1799 A.D.; and his eldest son, the late Sardir Nar 
Singh, first joined the mis/ or confederacy formed by GuMb Singh against 
the Mahlrajd Ranjlt Singh. Subsequently, however, after the death of 
Gutdb Singh, the Saidar Hat Singh joined Ran jit Singh, and accompanied 
him In some of his most famous campaigns. He successively aided the 
Mahdrdja against Sardar Jodh Singh, Atdriwila, against Riji Sansar Chand 
of Kmoch, and against Hstfiz Ahmad KMu of Jhang. On the conquest of 
Kashmir he received a targe Jdgir in the Jammu territory. In 1833 Sarddr 
Nar Singh fought in the battle of Tehri; in 1635-36 he accompanied the 
Sikh force under Prince Kharak Singh against the Muzaiis of Middniot; 
and during the Sutlej campaign he served under Sarddr Ran Jodh Singh, 
Majithia. He remained faithful to the British Government during the 
Multan rebellion, and at last this veteran campaigner arid brave soldier died, 
at the age of eighty dive* full of years and honours. He was succeeded by 
his son* the present Sardir Sant Singh, Aimawdla, who has a son and heir,

The title 3s hereditary, having been 
originally conferred by Shujd-ud daukt; and the present Riji succeeded to it 
in 1857, He is now tlic Chief of the great Raikuar clan of R.tjputs; for 
though the head of ihe junior branch of the Chiefs family, the senior branch, 
that of the Rifjd-s of Baum Si, disappeared horn history after the Mutiny* when 
their estates were confiscated for rebellion. About' the year 1414 a>d, two 
brothers, Partab Sih and Ihmdc Sdh* Rijput:; of the SuntjMmi or Solar 
race, migrated E'rotti Raika in Kashmir—whence the tribal name of R&ikwdr 
—and finally took up their abode at Bukheri in the Fargand of Saslak. 
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Partib Sih died, leaving three sons—^Slldeo, the ancestor of the Ralkwir 
Rdjas of Baundi; BdMeo, the ancestor of the Raikwlr Rajas of Rnmpagar 
Dhlmeri; and Bhairwanand* The nephews pretended a prophecy that the 
unde must be sacrificed for the future greatness of the family; so Dundc 
Sdh held out his head tq be struck olT by his nephews, after which the family 
was prosperous, Bukheri being washed away by the Gogra, the three 
brothers settled at Chanda Sibali in Fateh pur, In this village a large 
thahiira (standing by a masonry well, which is stated to have been made by 
the Bhars) marks the spot where, according to tradition, Rhairwanand, the 
youngest brother, fell into the well, and was allowed by the other two 
brothers to remain there, in order to fulfil another prophecy of a Pandit, that 
their rale in Sailafc would endure so long els Bbatrwanand remained at the 
bottom of a wdL To the present day pilgrims of the Ralkwir clan come 
annually to worship at die shrine of Bhairwanand. After this Rai and Sil 
took service with two Rhar Rajas who hcM targe territories on cither aide of 
the Gogra, Bill represented their interests at [he Court of the Emperor of 
Delhi, and BU became their Naih. The Bhar Rdjls fell into arrears of 
revenue, and a force was sent against them by the Emperor of Delhi; they 
were overcome and stain* and their territories made over* those on the right 
bank (Rdmnagar Dhdmcri) to Bal t and those on the left hank (JJamhnautj* 
now Baundi) to 513 . In the ninth generation from Bill, Ram Singh adopted 
his relative Zqrawar Singh, who became the first Rljd of the dan, in i 751 
the Raikwdrs headed a great H indu movement to shake olT the Musalmati 
government of Oudh. Under the Raja Anup Singh of R&mnstgar they 
marched on Lucknow* hut were totally defeated by the Shekhzidas at the 
battle of Chbalaghit, After thB the family tost much of its possessions, but 
had recovered most before the British annexation in 1S55, The grandson 
of the Raj! Anup Singh was the Raja Gur Bakhsh Singh; who, in die 
Mutiny of 1857, joined his kinsman the Krij 1 Hardat Singh of Baundi in 
rebellion* The latter was transported; but the former was succeeded by his 
son, the present Rljl* who was not concerned in the rebellion, and thus pre- 
served a portion of the estate He lias been twice married —[ 1) to the Risii 
Chandra Kunwdr* and (2) w the Rlni Guldb Kunwlr.

Belongs to the Risen family, of which the head i> 
the RAji Rampdl Singh of Rimpur (Dhumpur),—;^ Rimpal Singh, Rail,— 
while the head of the whole dan of ttisens Is the Raja Udai Narlyam Mai of 
Majhauli—w Udai Nad van Alai* Rijl Of the three sorts of Rai Ragho, 
the eldest, Rai Askaran* tiecame the ancestor of the Rai.Is of Rampur ; 
while the youngest* Kb cm Karan^ became the ancestor of the Rais of Bhadri. 
After the Bisens had shin the Naritn of Oudh* Jeorrim Nagar, at the battle 
of Mimkpur in 1748, they made their peace with the Delhi authorities 
through the Intervention of a D*lr^a of artillery; and jit Singh* the Chief of 
Bhadri, attended a Darhir and obtained the tide of Rai. In 179S the 
Nl/im M ina Jan visited Bhadri; he questioned the Rai Daijit Singh 
about his revenue, with a view to revision,, and a quarrel ensued, in which 
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the Rai was killed. His son, Riti Zaliru Singh, was thrown into prison at 
Lucknow for iron-payment of the revenue. His wife, the Thak [train Sheoraj 
Kunwir, boldly collected the rents while her husband was in prison, and was 
besieged by the Chafelidir in the fort at Bhadri; but orders came from 
Lucknow to stop the attack, and in tS i y the Rai was released and recovered 
the estate, Again in 1&33 the Nazim Ehsan Husain besieged Raj Jagmohan 
Singh in Bhadri, on account of his refusing to pay revenue. After a pro¬ 
longed siege Jagmohan and his son Bishndth lied across the border to 
British territory. At Kamehaura Chit they were surprised by the Nazim 
and slain, but the Mirim was subsequently removed from office because of 
this violation of British territory. The fort of Bhadri was levelled in 1858 
by order of Government; its ruins are still to be seen, covered with pictur¬ 
esque clumps of bamboos.

(.Muhammadan) family, descended from Abdul Karim Khan, who had a 
village near Delhi granted to him by the Emperor of Delhi. Seventeenth in 
descent from, him was Rsgii Bah to), who was in the service of the Mughal 
Eit!|niror Shih Jahdn ; and being dissatisfied with his position therein, 
quitted it. and took service under Ali Adil Shih, King of Bijipur. His 
grandson, Abdul Karim Khan, greatly distinguished himself by suppressing a 
revolt of Paligdrs and Jam&ddrt in the Deccan, and Sikandar Adil Shah 
granted him 3 very large jdgtr, Abdul Karim Khin’s eldest son became the 
founder of the powerful family of the Nawabs of Cuddapah (Kadapd), in the 
Madras Presidency; whilst his fourth son, Ahdul Rauf Khdn, who had 
married a daughter of Ali Adil Shdh, the King of flijapur, succeeded to the 
ancestral estate. In 16S0, when the King was hard pressed in Btjipur by 
the Emperor Aurangzeb, he sent Abdul Rauf Khdn to deliver tip the seal 
and insignia of State to the conqueror; and by the address with which he 
conducted the negotiations, Abdul Rauf Khdn rose high in Aurangzeb's 
favour. He received from the Emperor the grant of the jdgir of Bank.ipur, 
Torgal, and Azimnagar, with the title of Dale! Khdn Bahddur Dilcr Jang, 
and a mamab or command of 7000 horse. After a reign of thirty-live years, 
Abdul Rauf Khdn died in 1715, and was succeeded by his son, Abdul Gafur 
Khdn. The latter was followed by his son, Abdul Majid Khdn, who ruled 
from ij2u to r 751, , and raised the power of Savanur to its highest pitch. 
He was slain in a battle with the forces of Mu radar Jang, the Subafadar of 
the Dcccan; who was himself subsequently slain by the Nawibs of 
Cuddapah and Kamal in revenge. Abdul Majid’s son, Abdul Hakim Khdn 
Sahcb, succeeded in 1752, and ruled for forty years. He was frequently 
involved in war with the Sultan Haidar Ali of Mysore; but ultimately a 
marriage was arranged between the daughter of Haidar Ali {stsler of Tippu 
Sul tin) and the son of tile Nawdb, and the Mysore sovereign conferred on the 
Nawdb the sovereignty over twelve districts on condition of military service. 
Tippu, however, attacked the Nawdb, whereupon the latter transferred his 
allegiance to the Mahrattas. When Tippu crossed the Tungabhadra and 
marched to Savonur, the Nawdb was joined by Holkar, and also by Hari 
Pant, the famous Mahralta leader ; and ultimately a treaty of peace was 
concluded in 1787, by which Tippu engaged to restore the Nawih's jdgir. 
The Nawlb obtained a large pension from the I’cahwa; which was subse¬ 
quently converted, at the instance of General Wellesley (afterwards Duke of 
Wellington), into art equivalent grant of territory. From 179a to 1826 
Abdul Khair Khsbi occupied the#!*'at Savanur, and was succeeded by three 
sons, the first two of whom only survived then accession to the gadi a very 
short time. The third son, Abdul I>alcl Khan Sahcb, was better educated than 
most Mural man nobles; and in recognition of his ability and high character 
he was appointed in 1862 a Member of the Legislative Council of Bombay. 
He died in the same year, and was succeeded by his son, the Nawib Abdul 
Khair Khdn, who died in 186 3 , and was succeeded by the late Nawdb Abdul 
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Dali] Khdn as a minor. The latter was educated at the Mjinim College, 
Kolhapur* and was a young Chief of high character and great promise. He 
came of age in iSSj p and was duly installed as Nawdbp but Unfortunately 
died in 1 $84.

A 
third Khem Sdwant, commonly called Khem Sdwaitil the Great, ruled from 
1755 to TS03; he married the daughter of J.iyajl Sindhia, and obtained die 
title of Raje Bahidur from the Mughal Emperor of Delhi He died without 
issue in 1803- In tftoj his widow, Lakshmibdi, adopted a son, Rdmchandra 
Sdwant a/ias Bhiu Saheb; he was, however, strangled shortly afterwards and 
was succeeded by Phond S; 5 want* another minor scion of the Blion.sk 
family. He died about the year 1812, and was succeeded by his minor son, 
named Khem Si want; and the latter was followed in 1870 by the present

Is the Chief of the great Bais Tilokchandi clan of Rajputs* 
claiming direct descent from Firtihi Chand, eldest son of Tilot Chand* The 
origin of the Bah dan is traced to SilHvdhana, son of the World-Serpent* 
said to have been brought up by a potter on the banks of the Narbadd, to 
have conquered King Vikrnmriditya with an army of clay figures which turned 
to Living brass at the lime of battle, and to have become Emperor of India. 
His descendant, Abhai Charan, rescued the daughter of the Gautama King 
of Argal from the forces of the Suhahddr, and was rewarded with the hand 
of the princess* and the vicciqyalty of the country, afterwards known as 
Baiswdra (from the name of his clan); in Gudh, Abhai Chand's grandson, 
Siddhu Rai, took possession of Murannau and Daundia Khenu His 
descendant, Rdjd Satna, was killed by the Emperor Husain Shih of Jaunpur ; 
but his Rid escap ed, and gave birth to a son* the famous Tilok Chand, who 
ultimately conquered all Eastern Oudh* On his death bus eldt&t son, Ptrthi 
Chand, took the western Provinces, and became the ancestor of the Chiefs 
of Murarmau, of Daimdifl Khera* and of Puma.

His 
grandson, Jaswant Singly had font sons; of these the second, Udebhan, 
migrated to Oudh, and settled in the country afterwards called, from the name 
of the clan, Dikhtiydtm, of which he dubbed himself RAji Sixth m descent 
from him was the Raji Runa Singh ; he had six sons, who partitioned 
DSkluiyana among them* the second ran, PuimamaJ, settling in Patheora, 
and becoming the ancestor of the Parencla Rdjris. Rajd Pnnnamal was 
slain in battle, fighting against Muhammad Amin Khan, the Genera! of the 
Emperor Afcbar ; and thereupon the Chandel Raji of SheotdjpiJr made pre¬ 
parations for annexing Dikhtiydna, But the Dlkhits sent for the young son 
of Pannamab the RijiS Nirbdhan, who had gone with his mother to her home, 
and hastened to the banks of the Ganges to meet the Chan dels. The issue 
being referred to single combat, the Kdjd Nirbuhan stew the Chandel Rap, 
shooting him with an arrow through the forehead Nirbihan thereafter 
settled at the town of Bnao* and did not rebuild his father's fort of Paiheonu 
His grandson, Rdjd BEr Singh Beo, built Birsinghpur; but his son, Raji 
Khirat Singh t removed thence, and built the fort of Parenda, where his 
descendants still live. About the year 1700 A 4 n. his great-grandson, the 
Riji Hari Singh, rebelled, but his fort was Laken and bis lands confiscated 
A descendant, the Rij£ Chandi Bakhsh, being regarded by the dan as lazy 
and incapable* was deposed by the brotherhood, who elected Raja L>aya 
Shankar, his first cousin, in his place.

He was succeeded by his eldest son, Rnjd Raghunandan Singh Bahadur, 
11 1 ® 2 °> f he latter had no son, and adopted his nephew, the late Raja 
Sheqnandan Singh Bahadur, who succeeded him in 185 s, During the 
Mutiny of 1857 the Rdjd Shcoitandan Singh rendered valuable services, 
lor fthich he received the thanks of Cjovemiment; he also constructed many 
important roads and other public works, and opened relief works in the 
Mmine of 1866. He died in 1867, and was succeeded by bis eldest son, 
the present Raja Bahadur, as a minor. The latter attained his majority in 
ISJS- and was invested with the title of Raji Bahddur, and has subsequently 
rendered good services in the famine of 1873-74, and again in iSgo, His 
unde, Deo Nandan Singh, was created a Raja in 1891. He has a brother, 
Rajfclunar Rtidrij Nandan Singh, and two nephews, Lachmi Nandan Singh 
and Kalika Nandan, Singh.

His son was Rai Zordwar 
Singh, to whose son, Rai Jabar Singh, and grandson, Rai Pirthip.il Singh, 
the estate descended undivided. During the lifetime of the lost named he 
was twice besieged in his fort of Dandpur—in 181S by the Nawib XAdm, 
and in 1847 by the late King Wajid Ali Khan of Oudh. In each case the 
Chief had to fly into British territory, but subsequently returned to the 
possession of his estate.

He belonged to a RJjput Tabari 
family of the Surajhami or Solar race; descended from Dip Sdh T whose 
ancestors had been Chiefs at Dhoti in Nep 3 L The family was driven out of 
Nepdl by the Gurkhas in 1790 a.t*., and Dip Sdh came to Khairigarh in 
Oudh, His two sons aided the British in the Nepdl war of 1811; and the 
descendants of the younger, Rdj Gangs Sih> still enjoy a pension on this 
account In 18a r they occupied Kanchanpur, drowning the Brahman pri> 
prietor in the river Chanka; and in 1830 Rit Canga Sdh drove out the 
Ban Jims who owned KhairEgarh, and possessed himself of the estate. It was 
confirmed to the RAji at the annexation, and again after the Mutiny of 1857. 
In 1859 Kanchanpur was ceded to Nepdl, and the MjA of Khnirigarh 
received a confiscated estate in Dhaurahn^ as compensation. The son of 
RJj Ganga Sah, B RAjd Rhundaj Sah, was succeeded by his son, the later Rujd 
India Oik mm bah, who was educated at the Canning College* Luck no w a and 
died in 1885, He left three widows, and the RAni Surai Ktinwar, ns senior 
Rilnip succeeded him. The Rail's heir is the Rdni Raj Kunwdr, second 
R.ini of the late RajU The present Mm b the daughter of the Thikur 
Bbup Sdh of Attain in Nepal.

SURPAL SINGH (of Tiloi?, Rdjd Bahddur. 

Bom 13th December tS;o, The title is hereditary; that of Rdjd, 
having been originally conferred by the Rdjd of Hasanpur, was confirmed in 
1877, and in t88i the tide of Rdjd liabidur was recognised as hereditary. 
The Raja is the Chief of the great tribe of the Kanh punas, descended from 
Ranh* a Rajput ancestor, lie had two sons, Sahas and Rahos; from the 
elder descend the Kanhpuria Rdj 4 $ of Kalthola (see Jaibans Kunwar, Rant)* 
from the younger spring the Riijis of Ti 3 oi, ShdhmatL (see Sukhmangal Singly 
Raji) P Katari (see Pariah Bahadur Singly Raja), and other Kanhpuna Houses. 
Sixth in descent from Rdhas wtts the Riyi Prasad Singh, who divided his 
territory between his three sons, the eldest (Janga Singh) taking TiloL 
Fourth from Raja Janga Singh was Khande Rat; he also divided his 
territory between his two sons, the younger (Gulah Sab) taking Shdhmau and 
the elder (Udebhan) taking Tiloi. Udebhan suffered from a successful 
rebellion of the Kurmi tribe ; but Ills son .and successor, Raja Surat i>Engh, 
who ruled most successfully from rfiyo to 16 So A.JX, made this Rdj one of 
the largest and most powerful In Oudh. Four of his successors retained this 
power, till the death of the Raja Batbhaddar in 1784 j*ld. He died child¬ 
less, leaving two R^inis; one was immolated, and from the pyre formally 
[□vested the Raja's kinsman Chhatardhdri of Shihmau (** Sukhnrnngnl Singh* 
Rdjl) with the Rdjd's cap. But this adoption was not accepted by all the 
Kanhpuria tribe of TiloL The surviving Rdnt adopted Shankar Singb the 
ancestor of the present FUJI For fifteen years a war of succession was waged 
without any decisive result; till at last it was agreed that both the competitors 
should have the title of RiJS, but neither the ancestral seat of TiloL Shankar 
Singh took his title from Ami* and Chhatardhdri from Shihmau; and it was 
not till some years afterwards tliat the former! a prudent and peaceful Chief, 
recovered Tiioi* the centre of the tribal traditions. He was followed by his 
son, Riija Buniftd Singh ; and the latter by his son, Riji Jagpil Singh* father 
of the present Rdjd- Jagpdl Singh sent men to the general levy at Lucknow 
in 1857, hut was never prominent in the rebellion; and early in 1858 he 
made his submission to the Government, and assisted in re-establishing ihc 
Imperial outposts* For this ho was besieged in his fort by the combined 
forces of Beni Madho and all the rebellous I’d!ukdrfjs T and reduced to great 
extremity* It was long before he could be rescued by British troops ; and 
for his services he received a grant of some of the confiscated adjacent 
territory. In iSfio he was made a Magistrate; and in 1875 he died, and 
was succeeded by his son* the present RdjsL

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SUSANG, MAHARAJA KUMTTD CHANDRA SINGH, 

Mahdrdjd af 

Bom in June 1S6A The title Is hereditary, having been so recognised 
in 1SS4, U descended from a family that has held rule over the Kargina of 
Busang in Maimanslngh, and the adjacent wild country of the Caro hills, 
from very early times. Prior to the reign of the Emperor Jahdngir they 
seem to have been altogether independent, and had little or no intercourse 
with the Muhammadan conquerors of Bengal, some of these early Chiefs 
bearing the style or title of MafiL The Last of these ywHi-indepeudent 
Chiefs, Malik Janaki Xdth t was succeeded by his son, Ragbu Ndth. The 
fragrant wood called agar, produced largely in the Garo hills, was in request 
at the Court of Delhi ; and Raghu Nath agreed to supply a quantity of agar 
to Delhi yearly as a tribute, in return for the help of an Imperial force, which 
enabled him to subdue his turbulent Garo subjects, and for the title of Rrfjl 
It U further stated that the Emperor conferred on Raji Raghu Nath the 
titles of Gam Jumfi Maruahr) Durjm MamaM and Pa nek llazdri or 
Commander of Five Thousands lie was succeeded hy his son, Rim Nath 
Singh, who continued to pay the tribute to Delhi, then culled agarkuri or ihe 
cutting of agar wood. Ram Kith Singh died without issue, and was 
succeeded by his nephew, Rim Jihan Singh. The totter received a 
from the Emperor of Delhi, recognising him as Zaminddr of Susang, and 
rightful successor of Ilk unde; and from this time the head of the family is 
usually styled RdjiL In the time of the Emperor Aumng^cb a money' 
payment was substituted for the agar wood, and in addition a regular 
nasardna was paid by the subsequent Rajas of Susang. Kija Rai Singh, 
who succeeded his brother Ruja Ktshur Singh in i 7S4 was the Zamiuddr 
with whom the Decennial Settlement was made, lie died in rSaa T and was 
succeeded by his second son, Rijd Biswa Singh, as the eldest, Baidyn Nath, 
had died during the lifetime of his father, Biswa Singh’s son, Fran Krishna 
Singh,, received the title of Rdjd Bahadur as a personal distinction, 5th 
December iS6s. He died in r S64, and was succeeded by his son, Rjji 
Rij Krishna Singh* who at the Imperial Assemblage at Delhi, on rst January 
1877, on the occasion of the Proctomatim of Her Moat Gracious Majesty 
as Empress of India, received the higher title of xMnhirdjd as a personal 
distinction, and this was declared hereditary in 1SS4. The late Mahdrdjd 
died in 1 Bgo, at the age of fifty-nine, leaving four sons, of whom the eldest, 
Mahiiijri Kumud Chandra Singh, succeeded him. The present Mahirijd 
was educated at the Presidency College, Calcutta, where he graduated BA 
in 1889.

Bom iSj8 t The title was conferred, as a personal distinction, on nth 
August t S71 „ in recognition of her munificent public charUies K and active 
and loyal public spirit The Mahlrdni has also received from Her Most 
Gracious Majesty the Queen Empress as fnrjher token of approval, the 
Imperial Order of the Crown of India ; and the title of MahArAjA, as a 
personal distinction, is to he revived in the Maharnni's successor in estate. 
The MaharAni's heir at present is named Monindra Chandra Nandi. The 
KasitnbiizAr family derives it* origin from Krishnakanta Nandi, Diwdn to the 
Marquess of Hastings when Governor-General. His son, Loknith Rai t 
obtained the title of Maharaja from the British Government MahArAja 
Lokndth Rat's son, KAjA Marin atfa Rat Bahidur, wasthelaiher of the late RAjl 
Krishnnoath Rai Bahidur, husband of the MahArAni, For many years past 
the Mali Aran j ha* contributed very largely to every' good work; and in time 
of famine especially her charities have been unbounded.

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TAGOBE, MAHARAJA SIR JOTEKNDRO MOKUN* BAHADUR, 

K-C ai., MaMrdJd Fnhddur, 

Bom 1831. Is one of the chief members of the well-known Tagore 
family of Calcutta, and eldest son of the late Babu Hara Kumir Tagore. 

Descended from Ehatta Malayan, the chief of 
the famous five Brdhmzms of Kanauj, whom 
King VIra Stngh of Kanauj sent to .Bengal at 
the request of King Adisur of Bengal about 
the year 994 a_d. Bfauta Naniyan is reputed 
to have left sixteen sons, among whom was 
Niri Singh or Nimi, a Suddba $rotriya f ihe 
ancestor of the Thikurs—or* as the name 
has been Anglicised, the Tagores, Eighth in 
descent from him was Dbirdnidhdra, the 
author of a Commentary eft the Jmtituhi 
Mamt; and his grandson* Dhinanjai, was a 
judge under the King Balliila Sena of Bengal* 
who established the system of KuNttlsm in 
the social classification of (he Brahmans and 
Kdyasthas of Bengal “ The main object of 
this system," wrote the Seamed Rciji Rajendra 
lib Mitra, D.CL* “ was lo give pr&erat- 
nence to the five Edhmans and five Kdyasthas who had been brought 
to Bengal by Adisura.' 1 The son of Dhananjai was Hakytidha* who was 
Prime Minister under King Ixikshmana Sena of Bengal, and his two 
grandsons* Mahendm and Gincndra, were respectively known as the 
%am JCumJr and CMafa Jfumdr. The sixth in descent frotn She “ Bara 
Kumar M was Jagannfltha, famous for his learning, who was known as 
the FaMh-Rdjdy Of 11 Prince of Pandits 71 ; and bis son, PurusJxfltara, 
again, was the author of the Fwyjga Rafrtitmdtd, and many other learned 
works. It is curious to note, as an extreme instance of the stringency 
of the discipline of Kulinism, that the Pandits condemned the marriage 
of Purushottam with the daughter of a man, otherwise of unstained icpu- 
mtion, who had incurred castcpcnalties by the accidental smelling of 
forbidden food. The sixth b descent from Purushottam was Fancbamm* 
who appears to have been the first of the family to receive the title of Thikur 
or Tagore* which they still bear as a family name. He settled at Govmdpur 
on the banka of the Hughli rivet, a mouth of the sacred Ganges* where he 
bought land and built himself a house, and a lempte dedicated to the worship 
of SfttL His son, Jamlm, was Amin of the TwentyTour Pargands at the time 
of the Black Hole tragedy* the capture of Calcutta by the infamous 
Siraj-ud-dauid, and its recapture by the British troops; and hi* paternal 
land at Govindpur was subsequently taken up by Government as the site of 
the new Fort* when Jairdm moved to Pathariaghaita, and there erected 
the dwelling-house: and the bathing-gbit which are still the property of the 
family. He died in 1762, leaving four sons, of whom two* Harps Narayana 
and Niimani* were the ancestors respectively of the senior and junior 
branches of the Tagore family. 

Both of these branches have been rendered illustrious by the great men 
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they have produced. In the junior branch, two of Nilmani’s. grandsons—4he 
Hqil Dwarka Nath Tagore, the great Hindu reformer mid pbOanlhropist, 
and the Mahiiija Romi Nath Tagore, CS.L, hie Member of the Viceroy s 
IrCgssLntivsi Council and President of the British Indian Association,, were 
most distinguished men. They, with their equally distinguished cousin of 
the senior branch, the Hon. Lrasanna K unidr Tagore, C.S.I., contributed 
almost more than any others to that fusion of British and Indian interests and 
sympathies in the Councils of the Empire that has been so useful in Indian 

administration. The repeated visits of Dwarka Nath Tagore to Europe_ 

where he was honoured by the most gratifying marks of the approval of Her 
Majesty and of the late Prince Consort—made him a personage of cosmopolitan 
im penance,. respected in London and Manchester as much as in Calcutta; 
and at the same time familiarised him with all the best traditions of Western 
society, and with the most recent movements of modem thought. It was in 
compliance with the humble request of Dwarka Nath Tagore that Her 
Majesty and the Prince Consort consented to sit for those handsome full- 
length portraits that row adorn the Town-Hall of Calcutta; and on the 
occasion of the same visit of Dwarka Nath to Windsor Castle, the Queen 
ordered miniatures of herself and the Prince Consort to be prepared for pre¬ 
sentation to this sfwcially.honoured pest. This was in 184?. and in the 
same year he received a Gold Medal from the Directors of the Hon. 
East India Company, accompanied by an appreciative letter, from which the 
following is an usiract; 11 1 he Court trusts that the noble course which you 
have pursued will have the effect of contributing to the accomplishment of 
that object which it has ever been their anxious desire to promote, namely, 
the identification of the feelings and interests of the natives to their Govern¬ 
ment, and thus strengthening the bond which unites India with Great Britain." 
Ihi.irka Nath Tagore died in London at the early age of fifty-one, regretted 
by his Sovereign and by all ranks or his fellow subjects, English as well as 
Indian, isl August 1S46. 

His brother, Roml Nath Tagore, was created a Companion of the Most 
Exalted Order of the Star of India, 1874 ; and a Mahdraja in 1877, on the 
occasion of the Troclaroation, of Her MostGraciqos Majesty as Empress of India. 
In 1873 he had been appointed a Member of the Viceroy’s Legislative Council: 
and he also filled successively the offices of Vice-President and President of 
the British Indian Association. On the occasion of the visit of His Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales to Calcutta, the Maharaja was chosen to be 
C hairman of the Committee of Reception ; and was honoured with the gift of 
a n handsome ring from the Prince, as a souvenir of the auspicious occasion. 

I he Mahirdj.i died in j S77 ; the above, living descendants of Nitmani Tagore, 
belonged to the juniur branch of the family, Nilmani’s eider brother, Dan* 
Nnrayan 1 agore^ was the ancestor ol the senior branch, of which the present 
Eiead is the Mahirdjd Sir Joteendro Mohun Tagore. Darpa Narfiyan’s second 
son tropi Mohun, succeeded to a large share of his father's great wealth, to 
which nc made immense additions during a most successful career. His public 
mun[licence was on a princely scale, and on a par with his private charities;; 
and among many important benefactions with which his name- was associated 

may he mentioned die foundation of [he Hindu College_afterwards the 

l residency College of tin- University of CaLutta—to winch, he contributed so 
largely lhai, with the MafaMjd of bind wan, he was appo luted Hereditary 
Governor of that great Institution. He left six sons, of whom one, ftasanna 
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Kumnr Tagore (already alluded to), became one of the most famous lawyers 
and politician!: of modem India; while an elder, named Kara Kumir, 
distingtmbed for his blameless and successful life, his amiability of character, 
and his eminence as a Sanskrit scholar, became the father of the Mahirdji 
Sir Joieendro Mohun, as well as of the Rija Sir Sourindro Mohun Tagore, 
Kl, C^LE* 

The Hon. Fiasanna Kumdr Tagore^ C.S.L, was perhaps the chief among 
the founders of the landowners Association of Bengal, that afterwards 
developed into the British Indian Association. He wm also one of the 
founders of the modem system of public instruction in India; and his 
Minute on the subject, written in 1S41, was published by Government with its 
Educational Regulations. He was the most learned writer of the day, and 
one of the most voluminous—chiefly on questions of law and jurisprudence* 
At his death in 1866 he left no less a sum than nearly seven lakhs of rupees 
for religious, charitable, and educational purposes ; of which a portion formed 
the welhknown endowment of the ■“ Tagore Law Professorship * F of the Calcutta 
University. The late Joykissen Mookerp (j« Piari Mohan Mukhaift 
Riji) wrote of him, on the occasion of the great Public Meeting held in 
Calcutta in hU honour shortly after his death: 11 There was scarcely a move¬ 
ment during the last forty years^ either for the assertion of the political rights 
or for the social advancement of the people, in which he was not cither the 
originator or one of its warmest supporters. 1 * 

The late Kara Kumdr Tagore, elder brother of the Hon. Pntsanna 
Kum i fv died in 1S58; and was succeeded, as head of the family, by the 
present MahiMji Sir JoteendfO Mohun Tagore. Born in 1831, he was 
educated at the Hindu College, Calcutta, and subsequently under the private 
tuition of Captain IX 1 _ Richardson and others. He displayed from an 
early age a marked Utste for literary composition, both in l^nglish and in 
the Vernacular, and especially for poetry. He was the author of several 
excellent Bengdli dramas and farces in the Vernacular; among which the Btffy'a 
Stwtfam Ndtak is perhaps the best He rendered much help to Govern' 
meiu in 18 66, in succouring the famine-stricken people of Midnapur. He 
was Honorary Secretary of the British Indian Association for several years; 
elected its President in 1879, re-elected in j 891 1 and continues still to net 
in that capacity. In 1870 he was chosen a Member of the Legislative 
Council of Bengal, and reappointed in iS;a. In 1871 he had received the 
title of Raja Bahadur, and was exempted from attendance in Cavil Courts 
in April of that year* He received the title of Mahirrfjii in January' 1877, 
on the occasion of the Proclamation of Her Most Gracious Majesty as 
Empress of India. Appointed a Member of the Legislative Council of the 
Governor'General in February of that year, and in recognition of the valuable 
assistance rendered in the discussion of the provisions of the Civil Procedure 
Bill, was reappointed in 1879. In the latter year he was created a 
Companion of the Most Exalted Order of the Star qf India ; and appointed 
for the third time a Member of the Viceroy's Council in February 1881. 
Created Knight Commander of the Star of India in May iSEj ; received the 
title of Mahirlji Bahddur in January 1 Sgo, and in the januajy qf the foliotrtng 
ye.tr this title was Made hereditary in his family. He made a free gift of lik 
interest in the Sand qn which the Mayo Hospital is built, and supplemented 
tltat gift by giving Government Promissory Notes for R&. 10,000 in aid of tiiai 
institution* One of the wards of the Mayo Hospital h named after him, in 
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recognition of his gift, and he founded some valuable scholarships in Ihc 
name of his lather and of his uncle, the Hon. Pmsanna Kumar Tagore, 
GS.L He also set apart funds for the provision of a gold ktyur or armlet, 
to be annually presented to the best student in Sanskrit literature in 
the Calcutta University; and founded a gold medal for the best student 
who passed an examination after attending the Tagore Law Lectures, arm unity, 
and another gold medal for the best student in Physical Science. The 
MaMrdji is a justice of the Peace for the town of Calcutta* Fellow of the 
University of Calcutta* Trustee of the Indian Museum (of which he was elected 
President in the year i8Sa) t one of the Governors of the Mayo Hospital, and 
a Member of the Asiatic Society, He had the honour of being elected the 
President of the Reception Committee during the visit of the late Prince 
Albert Victor in He was Vice-President of the Syndicate of the 

Calcutta University in iSSi f and President of the Faculty of Arts in 1881-83. 
He presented to the Calcutta University the marble statue of his uncle, the 
Horn Prnsanna Kuiuir Tagore, which is placed in the portico of the Senate 
House, Jointly with his brother, the Rija Sir Souriudro Mohun Tagore, he 
presented a piece of land to Ihc Municipality of Calcutta for the construction 
of a Square (to be named after hts father), in which he has at his own 
expense placed a marhl e bust of his father. He has also founded an endowment 
for the benefit of Hindu widows* of one lakh of rupees, under the name of 
the 11 MahiT^jmatd Shib Simdari Debt's Hindu Widoi^ FuikL” Hts son 
and hdr is the Maii&ij-Kumdr Pradyoi Kurndr Tagore; and he has had 
four daughters, of whom one only is alive at present.

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UDAI NARAYAN MAT, (of Majbauli), RJjd. 

Bom 1834. Is the Chief of the great Bisen clan of Rljpuls in the 
ror.ikhpur district, North-Western Provinces, claiming descent from the famous 
ascetic Mayur Bhit. By one of his wives, a Surajbansi Rijpmni named 
tirajpra >ha, he had a son, Biswa or Bisu Sen, who was the great ancestor of 
the Hr sen clan. After him there were seventy-nine generations of Rijas, at) 
of whom had the style of Sen. The eightieth Rijj, Hardeo Sen, obtained 
on account of his bravery the title of Hal from one of the Delhi Emperors. 
I hen followed twenty.three generations, to Bodh Mai, who succeeded in 
* 5 "+ atld •* said to have been arrested for default of revenue by order 
of the Emperor Akhar. During his imprisonment at Delhi he was converted 
to Muhammadanism, taking the name of Muhammad Salim. On his return 
the Ram refused to allow him to enter the fort of Majhauli; so he crossed 
the Liitb Uandakj and founded the town of Salttnpiir, while the Rint managed 
the Raj during the minority of her son, Bhawani MM. The descendants’of 
the latter continued to rate down to Rij.i Ajit Mai, who was Chief from 
1753 to 1S06; during his time the British took over the district. Rail 
l ej Mai was ruler from 1S15 to 1843, when he was succeeded by his son. 
the present Riji, then a minor. The Rija Udai Nardvan Mai has a son and 
herr, Lai Kharag Bahadur Mai, bom 30th August iSjj.

UDAI NASAYAN SINGH {of Babbuipait/, Rdjj, 

r lS S 4 ; succeeded his mother, the R.ini Sarfardz Kumir, in 1873. 
rhe title is hereditary, the Rrija being the head of the only legitimate family 
of descendants from the old Kalhaus Rdjis of Khudsa, whose Rdj extended 
from Hiadmpur in Bahraich far into the Gorakhpur district. Their ancestor, 
Sahaj Sah d who traced his descent front the great King Jfumslndhu of Echar, 
is slid to have com from Ittjputiina In the i 4 ih century, and to have 
talcea service with his friend., Milik Ain-ud*din p who ruled the south of 
Oudh from Kanra Manipur, That ofer found him and his band of 
R%ui soldkrs useful in suppressing the mtcnml disorders of the province, 
and assigned him in fttfr the TransOogra district, afterwards known as 
Khurasa, where he settled after ex pelting the Doms. Tradition says that the 
Dorn Raja, struck by the beauty of one of the daughters of the Chhattri 
demanded her in marriage. The Kalhans Rdj,i dissembled his rage at the 
indignity offered him. and pretended to comply, but when the Dorn came 
with his followers to claim his bride, plied them with strong drink till they 
were insensible and then murdered them. 

J he , *6* «otmy, seventh in succession from Sahaj Sah was 
AcIliI Nurdyan Singh*—the last of the dynasty, whose fell h related in a 
well-known kgeml He carried ofF to his fort of Lurhiaghdi near Khurasa 
the daughter of Raum Pdnde, a small Erdhrmui £amindir. The outraged 
failier sat for twenty one day* under a tamarind tree at the door of 

the ravisher, refusing meat and drfnk t dU death put an end to his sufFedngs. 
Reiorc his spirit fled he pronounced a curse of utter extinction on the family 
of ht^ oppressor, modifying it only in favour of the offspring of the younger 
Rant r who alone had endeavoured to make him break his fast, and to whom 
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he promised that her descendants (the present Rdjds of Babhnipafc) should 
succeed to a smalt RJj, hut that as his eyes had fallen, out from hunger* so 
should they also be blind The curse has only been partially fulfilled, an 
though there have been one or two blind Rijas of Eabhnip&tr, the majority 
of them have been luaaffectcd in their eyesight. The avenging ghost 
of the Brahman obtained the aid of the river Sarju. A lofty wave 
rushed tip from that river, overthrew the Raja's fort ess of Ltnhiaghdt, and 
left not a member of his household alive,, The Krini had fled, on the 
Brdhman's advice, la her fathers home in Rasulpur Chaus, where the 
posthumous son of Aehal Nariyan Singh, Bhing Singh, the ancestor of the 
present Rijd, was shortly bom. He possessed himself, when lie grew up* of 
a small principality, including Rabhnipair and Burhap&ia in Gonda s "and 
Rasulpur Chaus tn Ibsii. He was, however, stripped of the Rurhapara 
Pargana by Alawal Khars* the aggressive leader of the Paihrfns of Atraulo, 
who after a long struggle fin ally expelled the Kalhan^ For five generations 
the diroct lineal descendants of the last R«ii.t of Khurasa held the combined 
Pargaiuls of Babhnipair and Rasul pur Chaus. 

Sixth m descent from Bbing Singh was Madhukar Singh* whose sons, 
lUj Singh and Himmat Singh* divided the Inheritance, the former taking 
Rasulpur Chaus with the title of Rdja f the latter, as Mbu* Bablimpair. 
The grandson of Mj Singh* Kesri Singh, was killed in battle by the Rti j;i of 
fbinsl* who forcibly possessed himself of the Pargani of Rasulpur Chaus. 
The murdered man left .in infant son* Shdja Singh, who was adopted by 
his cousin, the childless R&bu Rani Singh of ILibhnipair, and transferred the 
tide of Rdja to tile holder of tlut estate. His son* Abdhtlt Singh, held the 
Raj till iSii, and was succeeded by the blind Rnj£ Jai Singh, who died 
only a few years before the annexation. On the inoccupation of Oudh the 
estate was settled with Rini SarianU Kumlr, w idow of Indrajit Singh p who 
had an infant son, the present Rdji. In iSfi; the estates were taken under 
management of the Court of Wards. Rdja Udhai Nstriyan Singh was 
educated at Canning College, and received possession of the estates in 1873* 
He has issue, two daughters.

Bom 3rd September 1850 ; succeeded to the Bhingn Raj on the death 
of his father, Rdj£ Khhn Datt Singh* 24th April 1884* Belongs to the 
Bisen clan of Rajputs : the family as a younger branch of the Bisfinsof Gonda, 
being descended from tthttrfnx Singh, second son of Rdji Ram Singh. The 
R. 1 jd is now, however, the chief representative of the House, as the title of 
Raja of Gonda is extinct. The possessions of the eider branch were con- 
! 1 seated after the Mutiny for rebellion, The first recorded ancestor of the 
family Is Partib Singh (or Mai)* Zajnindir of Gohini In Pargand Digsai, 
Gonda district, who was Chaudhri of Pargand Khurisa under the Kalhans 
Rdjii at the close of the 15th century. On the tragic death of R.ijd 
Ac Hal Nardyztn Singh of Khunisa, Fartdb Singh became the leading repre¬ 
sentative of the Hindu community during the anarchy that ensued. Third 
in descent from Pariah Singh w r as Min Singh, w’ho first assumed the style of 
Rilja and founded the present town of Gouda in what was then a dense 
jungle. Two legends are connected with these events. It 11 related that in 
1 Gig the Emperor Jahingir heard through Mina Ali Beg, the Jdgirdfr of 
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KhunSsa, that Min Singh of Gohdnl had caught a remarkably fine elephant 
m the Tanu jungle and ordered that both the Zammd.ir and his beast should 

be J?k tt ^ 111 1 a' S 1 arlur rhe e]; ephant mu added to the Imperial stable 
and the damindar recompensed with the title of Riji The kaj;i was hunting

, E L , U t " L ! a ‘ r °J thLi| P 1 ^ he exclaimed, “ will make hare., braver than 
dogs, what will it do for men ? " He immediately left the Gohini and laid the 
foundation of a new capital, which he died Gouda, after ,i cowshed which

The most brilliant period_ In the annals of the family commenced with 
the accession of Rdji Ram Singh, at the beginning of die biter hatf of the 
i rtli century, who considerably extended the family estates. The following 
story is related of the birth of hi s sons; “His old age was unblessed with 
offspring, and he had recourse to the services of Ibnga (hr Gosbaln the 
mosi noted of ..me among holy men of Ajudbye. 'The saint had two 
disciples, Datt and Bhawdni, whom he despatched to Benares with directions 
that they were to insert their heads into a grating which overlooked the 
Ranges, and as the guillotine-like door descended from above to decapitate 
them, to pray to the river who received their lives that in exchange for each 
a son might Ik given to the Gondii chieftain. The sacrifice was efficacious 
and two sons were bom, who were named after the authors of their lives, 
Datt and B ha warn. At the saint lime die Goshain gave the Raja his tooth- 
pa i and directed him to plant it in Gqoda, With the prophecy that as long as ii 
remained green the family of the Ibsens should prosper. Jt grew into a thtibil 
bush, throwing out two main branches. In the Mutiny, when his rebellion 
cost kajti Debt Bakhsh Singh his estates, the principal bough was broken oiT 
by a hurricane. The second bough yet remains, and wills it are bound up 
me fortunes of the descendants of Bhawttnl Singh, the Rajfo of Bhinga," 

Raja Rfirn Singh w M succeeded by his son Rdji Datt Singh, whose 
exploits and conquests ate famous, The most celebrated of his wars was 
with Akiwat khan, who had been appointed by the new Subahdfir. Niw.ib 
baadat khan, his lieutenant for the Trans-Gogra Provinces, and who was 
killed at the battle of Sarbangpur. Rdjd Datt Singh finally came to terms 
with the ( mm Go remittent, ^nd his Eerritones were created into a separate 
jurisdiction, independent of the Nfcims of Bahraich and Gorakhpur within 
which lie exercised the full powers of government He provided for his 
younger brother, Bhawdni Singh, by sending him to Bhinga, nominally in 
order to defend it from ns foreign enemies and to repress the Bnnifiras. His 
strong hand soon restored order. The Janwar dueftaia of Bhinga died 
Without issue the claims of his kindred were disregarded, and Rhinga 
became thenceforward a Risen dependency under the rule of Eliawini 
, mg.i and lus descendants. Bhawlni Singh brought under his sway ail that 
portion of the 1 argand vrhieh ties between ihe Rdpti and the forest, as well as 
a considerable portion of the Tarii which lies to the notth of the hank of the 
nver. Up to iSrfi the estate was included in the idgit of the Baltu 
. /if is ‘he sixth in descent from flluuvdnt Singh.

Horn 1848 ; succeeded 10 the*r-iA" 21st December 1884. Is the Chief 
□f the Sesadia dan of Rijputs ■ and is called J *ihe Sun of the Hindus," as 

being the head of the elder branch of 
the Si/nufoutsf or Solar race, and the 
legittimtu heir of the fremi^ divine Rama, 
the first in Mood of alt Hindu Princes. 
The Mahirdnd is universally acknow¬ 
ledged as the Chief of the u Thirty-six 
Royal Tribes **; and the House of Mewdr 
—which is the name of the country 
of which Udaipur is the capital—is the 
only dynasty in India that stilt rules 
over the same territory as that which its 
ancestors ruled over for centuries before 
the Muhammadan invaders from Ghazni 
first crossed the Indus. 

The titEe, however, of Rani or 
MaMftfni — which is proudly borne bv 
every-considerable Sesodia Prince in Central and Western India, in token of 
kinship with the illustrious Mah£rdn£ of Udaipur—is comparatively moderut 
having been adopted in the tsth century in lieu of the more ancient * ! Rawed,” 
on the occasion of the conquest of the Push Kami of Man dor by the Sesodia 
Rdwal of Chitor. Every member of the Besodia clan claims kinship with 
his Chief; and even if he is only the holder of a rfutrta or “ hide " of laud T 
he addresses the Mahdrani as Bdpjl —father or sire. 

The chief modem authority for the history and antiquities of Meurdr, as 
of the other great Rajput States, is the A ft mis ef JtdfditAtm , by ihe learned 
Colonel Tod t dedicated to King George the fourth in iSs^aud embodying 
the researches of many years spent as a Political Agent in Rnjputana, in the 
most friendly personal intercourse with the Rijput Chiefs of that day. Of 
ibis great work the most important part Is the Annah Afmtjr^ compiled 
from the records of Udaipur, from the history written by the Kdjd Jai Singh 
ot Jaipur, and from a large number of ancient chronicles, including the 
Afemdrs of the Emperors Mbar and Jahingir, the Ain i-AAfart of Abul 
Fid, and others. Tod says of this State :— 

Ai Mewdr exhibits a marked difference from ail ihe other States in her policy 
and hsKrtttticms; she was an uld^sstablished dynasty when these renovated srium* 
were In embryo, We cm trace the losses of Mew fir, but with difficulty her 
acquisitions. . . . The honours, and privileges, and the gradations of rank 
amongst the vassals of the Rdnd'i House exhibit a highly artificial and refined 
state of society. Each of the superior rank is entitled so a banner, kettle-drums 
preceded by heralds, and silver maces t with peculiar gifts and personal hormiir* T 
in commemoration of some exploit of their ancestors. . # . Only those of pure 
blood iu both lines can hold fiefs of rise Crown; the highest may marry the 
daughter of a Rdjpus whose sole possession is ‘a skin of land, 1 the sovereign 
himself 15 not degraded by such an alliance." 
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ihe knights fee in Mfiwir is suited to he land of about the yearly rental- 
value of 250 rupees* The Thakurs of the first class in Mcwir arc those 
whose estates represent a yearly value of 50*0 do rupees mud upwards j these 
appear at the Court of the MahdrdmS only 00 special invitation, and arc his 
hereditary councillors. 1 ho so of the second class, with estates of a yearly 
value of 5000 rupees and upwards, were formerly required 10 be always in 
attendance qn the Maharani; and from their number were appointed the 
Fmtjdan and military officers. Below these Chiefs are the peat body of 
smaller Thikura, called the holders of smaller estates. And rn addition 
to all arc the or "Children of Mewar^—the numerous younger 

branches of the Mahinini’s- own family, who within a certain period are 
entitled to an appanage. To this class belong the Rijds of Batter* and 
Sb,ihpura, great and powerful Chiefs ; the ancestor of die former was a twin- 
brother of the Kind jai Singh in the time of the Emperor Aurang/eh, whilst 
the latter is descended from a scion of the family of the Kind Udai Singh in 
the time of Akbar. These greater feudatory Chiefs have their grants renewed 
by the Mahirand at each succession, and receive from, His Highness the 
khtiai of investiture ; but otherwise their feudal burdens are almost nominal.

The greatest of the Me war feudatories is the Riwas of Salumbar, the head of 
the great Cbondiwat sept; descended from the Prince Chonda, elder son of 
the Rand I .akha Rdm, 1 he legend runs that Choncia, annoyed by some 
fight words of Isis father*, voluntarily surrendered his right to the gttJi « >1" Chi tor 
in favour of hh younger brother Mokalji, who became Rani in 4398 a_d, 
Chonda stipulated that he and his 
descendants should always hold the 
first place In the Councils of the 
State ; and that his symbol, the bhuki 
or lance, should always be attached 
to the signature of the ruling Chief 
in all grants 10 vassals. To the 
present day the descendants of 
Chonda, Rdwats of Salumb&r, are 
the hereditary Chief Councillors of 
the Mahirdnis of Udaipur; and in 
all grants, the monogram Sakai, 
which is the sign-manual of the Mohirinij is preceded hy the symbol 
of the lance, the sign-manual of the Safarnibar chieftain, 35 shown in the 
margin. 

The history of the family of the Maiidnlrui of Udaipur is 3 most 
interesting one; only a very few landmarks in it can here be given. 
The legendary empire of Ajudhya, of which Rrinsa was the monarch, was 
named Koshatti^ and in the archives of the Mahdrdna at Udaipur the first 
royal immigrant from ihc north into Mewir is called K&shfifoputrti — the son 
of Koshak. Edina's two sons were Loll and Cush ; of whom the elder, die 
founder of I/>h-Kot or Lahore, is claimed as the ancestor of the Kinds. Fifty- 
sixth in descent from the deified Kama was Sum lira, the contemporary of King 
ViknmiMtya, about the year 56 a. ix But the actual founder of ihc Mewar 
dynasty is generally considered to be Kanak Sen, who appears to have migrated 
from Loh-Kot or Lahore into Saurashtra (a province of Kathliwir, Bombay) 
about the year 145 a.d. His descendants long reigned in great splendour 
at Bflllabhipur; till at length, about the year 524 a.i>., that city was 
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socked, arid the Rdji SMdityn and all his people exterminated. Only 
the Queen, Fuspavath was saved, who happened to be absent on a pil¬ 
grimage to the shrine of Bbavini in her native land—she was a Princess of 
the J'ramara dan of RJjputs from Cbandravaii near Blount Abu. She gave 
birth to a son in a cave in the mountains of Malik ; and then* having con¬ 
fided her infant to the care of Kamallvati, the daughter of a Brihtnan priest 
of the temple, with the injunctions to bring up the child as a IlrihnMn but to 
marry him to a RAjputm, Queen Puspdvati mounted the pyre of her dead 
husband Siliditya Thus was preserved the Solar race ; and Goha (the 
u Cave-born pp ) subsequently founded the earliest dynasty of Idar (y,rQ By 
the time he was eleven years old he had become quite unmanageable by his 
kind Brahman protectors; he associated with Rajput children killed birds, 
hunted with the wild Bhils of the forest—in the words of the legend, " How 
could they hide the rays of the * Sun 1 ? * The eighth in descent from Coha 
was Nagadit* he was killed by the 1 th tk, and the Idar Rij destroyed, but 
his infant son, Rappa, was saved by one of the descendants of the faithful 
KamalavaEi, was brought up tinder the protection of a Phil fatuity, and 
became the conqueror of Chiton An immense, mass of legendary lore is 
attached to the name of Bappa. The saint Marita, who conferred on him 
the title of “ ibe Diwin of the god Eklinga,” dwelt on the spot that is now 
the site of the great temple of Efclinga, the tutelary deity of Mu war; and the 
high-priest of that temple, in Colonel Tod r s time, was sixty-sixth iti lineal 
descent from Marita. Bappa in some of his flight was accompanied by two 
Ilhils, Haleo of Qguna Panora, in the west of Mewir, and Dewa of Undri, in 
the valley of Udaipur; and when later he conquered the kingdom of Chttor 
these Bhils made the tiid or mark of sovereignty on the forehead of the young 
Prince, with blood drawn from the thumb of Eaieo. Whence it comes that* 
to the present day, in the installation ceremonies of a Mahardni of Udaipur, 
the Rind of Oguna Panor^a Bhumia Bhii descended from Raleo, makes the 
iikd on the forehead of the Prince with Mood from his thumb, and takes him 
by the arm, and seats him on the jurif; whilst the Undri Bhii, the lineal 
descendant of Dewa* holds the salver of spices and sacred grains of rice used 
in making the tikh The date of the capture of Chttor and settlement of 
Bappa Riwal in Mewdr has been fused at 7 jo a.p. 

At the time of the Muhammadan invasion cfShahdb-ud-db Gbori, a brave 
descendant of B&ffrpa named Samursi was the R 3 wal of Chiton He was married 
to the sister of Prithvi Rdj, the last Hindu Emperor of Delhi | and was the 
chief ally of that monarch, whose campaigns are the theme of the poet Chanel 
ShaMb-ud-dm was at first defeated by the combined forces of the Ch auk-ins, 
TuArs, and Gehlots or Sesodias, according to the account of Cbarid ; but 
returning in the following year* 1192 xa, he slew Samarri and his sou 
Kalysm Rat, as well as Prithvi Rdj and all the flower of the Rdjput chivalry. 
The Queen Pritha died on the pyre of Sftmorsi; but another widow of 
Sairiitrsl, Ruramdevi, a Princess of the Salanki Rdjputs of PaLm l administered 
the government of Chitor during the minority of her son Kama, while an 
elder son of Samara emigrated and founded the dynasty of Dungarpur. At 
the head of her Rdjputs, Kttmxndevi gave battle to Kutb-uddin near Amber, 
when the latter was defeated and wounded ; and on tills occasion nine Rdjta 
nud eleven RSwats of the septa of Mewrir followed the mother of their Prince. 
The RSwal Kama succeeded to the gadi tn 1195 a-d< ; but he was not 
destined to I>5 the ancestor of the future Princes of Mewdr, His son Mahup 
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abandoned Chitor, lo tivu with bis maternal relatives of the Cbauh.in clan: 
and Rah up. son of Kama's cousin {and grandson of Surijmal, brother of 
Samanii) succeeded at Chitor. 

Goha, Bappa, and -Saniarsi were the great names of the early semi- 
legendary times of the Mewir dynasty. With Rahups accession in 1193 a. a 
its history becomes dearer and more authentic* He conquered MokaJ, the 
Purihiir Rdhi of Mandur ; and assumed his title of R,ini or Mahdr&ni, which 
has ever since distingu(died the Sesodi^u Ninth tn descent from Raliup 
was the Rind Lakumsip who succeeded in 1275 a,i>. ; his reign is famous for 
the terrible sack of Chiior by Ala-ud-din, the Pa than Emperor of Delhi, 
According to the Rajput chronicles, it was the beauty- of the fair Padmini, 
the Chftuhfrn brEde of Bhim Singh, unde and guardian of the Kina, that was 
the cause of this great catastrophe— when Padmini and all the women of 
Chitor hurnt themselves in one grand holocaust,, white their husbands and 
brothers put on the saffron robe and threw themselves on the Pat bin hosts, 
to be exterminated to a man. The Hand Ajai Singh was the sole survivor 
among the royal princes of this massacre; and he was succeeded by his 
nephew, the great Rina Hamir, in 1301 A.rx Hamit recaptured Chiior. and 
in a long reign of sixty four years restored the fortunes of his femflEjr. During 
the remainder of the Fath£a period,, Mewdr enjoyed great power and 
prosperity; and the Emperor of Delhi was defeated by one 01 Sis Kinds, 
Kloit Singh. at the battle of EakroL Khali Singh J s son, Lakh* Rani; had 
many sons, of whom the heroic Chonda was the eldest, and Mokalji the 
youngest After a romantic series of incidents. already alluded to above, the 
succession was handed over by Chonda to Mokolji; and [he kdwat of 
Satumbai. the descend^! of Chonda and the Chief of the Chondawat sept* 
is tite first noble of Udaipur to this day. After a long reign Mokalji was 
assassinated, and was succeeded by his son. kb uni bo Rani, in 1419 A*D.; 
and the latter in 1440 a.d. + at the head of 100,000 horse and foot and 1400 
elephants, routed the combined forces of the Musahnin Kings of Malwi and 
Gujariit, and carried off Mahmud, the Khiljs King of Mdlwi, a prisoner to 
Chitor. The story of this victory is told by Abul I'"a zb Aklmris great Minister, 
in th ejU*+AMert; and he dilates on the magnanimity of the Rijpuf Prince, 
who set Mahmud at liberty, not only without ransom but with rich gifts. 
The triumphal pillar which Rhumbo set up at Chitor eleven year* later still 
records his glory, Khunibo built thirty-two strong fortresses in Me war, of 
which die most famous En history is the huge kumbboraec In 1469 he 
was assassinated by his son Uda Singh; and the parricides name is properly 
left a blank in the chronicles of Udaipur. His descendant, the Kdni Raima!, 
had three sons famous in the Rajput ballads, of whom the eldest, rise Rani 
Siingn. saw the climax of the greatness of Mewrfr, He is one of the Jl Pagan n 
heroes Of the Jtftnftifn of$ab€$r; and was defeated by the M u gbal invader at 
the great batik of Kanua, on the result of which Eubar assumed the title of 
CMd ¥ which was held by all subsequent Mughal invaders. In this battle 
many of the greatest princes of India were slai n, fighting under Sanga as their

called Singhrdm (another form of SingaJ in honour of this exploit- The 
Rdni Udsii Singh fled, and founded a new capital in a more remote district, 
he called it Udaipur from his own name, and from that time, 1568 a.p., it 
has been the capital of Mewar. 

The wars with the forces of the Mughal Empire under the generals of 
Akbar and Jahdngircontinued with varying fortunes during the reigns of Udai 
Singh's successors, the Rinas Pariah Singh and Umra Singh; hut in 1615 
A.P, the latter made his submission to the Emperor Jahangir, who treated 
him magnanimously, and lavished honours on him and his son Kama The 
Emperor Shdh Jahftn being a son of the famous Princess of Jaipur, there was 
great friendship between the Mughals and the Edjptils during his reign. The 
old animosity broke out anew when Aurungreta imposed thei-cfrijtfp or capita- 
lion sox on infidels, on all Hindus; but in i 6 $i he relinquished this odious 
claim. In 1713, during the reign of the Emperor FaruHisiysr, there was a 
coalition of the three greatest Rajput States, Me war (or Udaipur), Mdrwdr 
(qr Jodhpur), and Amber (or Jaipur), against the Imperial power; but this 
was not of long duration. The House of Udaipur never consented to give a 
daughter In marriage to the Mughals, and contemned die other Rajput princes 
who had submitted to this Infringement of caste rules. Hence the re- 
admission of the Jaipur and Jodhpur families to the honour of matrimonial 
alliances with the Udaipur family was the subject of negotiations, and the 
condition of treaties ; and the stipulation on w hich this was conceded—that 
the sons of Udaipur princesses succeed their fathers in preference to elder sons 
by other mothers—was the fruitful cause of bitter family dissension* and 
many wars. From the year 1736 this State* like most other Rajput States* 
was incessantly engaged in resisting the Mahrattas or in submitting to their 
exactions or ravages. Towards the end of the last century, during the rule 
of the Rdna Ehim Singh, occurred the disastrous war between the Rajis of 
Jaipur and Jodhpur, both of whom were aspirants for the hand of the Princess 
Krishna Kunwar of Udaipur. The feud was temporarily appeased by the 
cruel counsels of the Minister or Dfwdn of the Rina, who persuaded the 
latter to poison his daughter, so as to give peace to RiijastMn. Rut the 
ravages of the Mahrattas and the Pinddris under Amir Kbin (sa Tortk) 
from this time almost made a wilderness of the whole country ; till, in 1817, 
the British Government intervened, put an end to the predatory system in 
Central and Western India, and undertook the protection and control of the 
Rajput Chiefs. 'The Mahdrdni Ehim Singh gladly entered into this arrange¬ 
ment ; and from that time the succession in Udaipur has been a jleaceful 
and happy one. The Mahftrana Sambhu Singh* who died in 1874, was 
succeeded by his first cousin, Mihdrini Sujjan Singh, G.C.S.L The latter 
died in 1884, find was succeeded by the present MohMni; who was created 
a Knight Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India 
on the 15th February 1887, on the occasion of the jubilee of the reign of 
Her Most Gracious Majesty. 

The chief feudatories of Mcwdr are the States of Chunk Jawas* Jura, 
Madri, Oghna, Panarwa, Para, Falk, Sarwan* and Thana. The area of the 
State* including these feudatories, is 12,670 square miles; its population is 
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1,494^ 2o t chii;fly Hindus, but including 51,07^ Bh 3 s (an aboriginal tribe-)_ 
43,311 Muhammadan^ and 78;! 71 Jam* The Mahiniiii maintains 3 
military force of 55^0 cavalry, 19,344 infantry, and 464 guns.

With his brother, Sit Khcrshid Jdh {$*p.) r and his 
cousin, Sir Asindn J£h be is the present representative of the great and 
powerful Sbamstya family, the first among the noble families of Hyderabad, 
which has been frequently connected by marriage with the ruling House, 
and entrusted with the hereditary command of the Fmgtik or Household 
Troops^ of the NMm. Descended from the famous captain, Shaikh 
Abul Kbair Khdn, Imam Jang,, Shamsher Bahadur, who was a Maxsa&ddr 
in Milwd tinder the Emperor Aurangrek He attached himself to the 
fortunes of the great Asaf Jdhj die founder of the Hyderabad dynasty T 
under whose banner he rose to the highest commands. In 1745 he defeated 
a force of Mahrrutas; and under the successors of Asaf J.ih t the N trims 
Ndsir Jang and Saliibat Jang, he continued his successful career. In 1751 
he died at Rurhinpur; and was succeeded by his son, Afaul Fateh Kh;tn 
Teg Jang t who became the first Noble of the Ni z£m All, obtaining the com¬ 
mand of the Paiga/L or Household Trcwps, immense territorial possessions, 
and the titles of Sbam&od-dautl, Shams ul-Mulk, and Shams tiJ-Umari He 
died in 1S76, when campaigning In Panghul; and was succeeded by his son, 
who at the early age of four bad received from the NszJnx the titles of Ba-ud- 
din Khrin, Imam Jang, Khurshid-ud«dauki T and Khurshid-ubMulk. He 
succeeded to all the honours of his father, and became a famous scholar and 
Tavan^ receiving at various times the titles of Teg Jang, Shamtu ddauld, 
Sharos ul-Mulk, Shams ul-Umard* Bahadur, and in 1827 the title of Amir^i- 
Kabir. In 1&49 he became for a short time Prime Minister of Hyderabad.

Kabir), and IkhtiddrulMuik (who became Vikar-ul-Umad). The former

UrnarA He died In 18S1, leaving two sons, the Nawib Sir Khurshtd Jdh 
{f«fr) and the Nawab Ikbil-ud-dauti, who became the Vikdt-ul-Umari. 
Doth these noblemen, like their kinsman Sir Asnuln jah, have shared the 
fortune of their ancestor, in allying themselves in marriage with Princesses 
of the Royal House of Hyderabad. The Yikdj has two sons, who have been 
most carefully educated under both Indian and English tutors, and who are 
both promising scholars and exceedingly popular. The Yildr has always 
taken an active share in the administration of His Highness's government, 
and is one of the most experienced and accomplished statesmen in India, 
He is also famous as the first sportsman in India; and in this capacity has 
always been most generous In providing the finest tiger-shooting for many 
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distinguished visitors. On the occasion of the visit of the Viceroy to 
Hyderabad in November jStja, the Vikdrwas entrusted by His Highness the 
Nizim with the duty of meeting His Excellency and bringing him into 
Hyderabad. His palace of Falaknuma, a few mites out of Hyderabad, is one 
of great magnificence^ and is one of the sights of India.

Born 1K40; succeeded his father* the late Nawib Tajammai Husain 
KJiIn^ in 1858, Belongs to a Botigash Path In family* said to have come 
originally from Koh.lL Ihe first well-known ancestor was Muhammad 
Khin, the founder of Farukhabad, whose father, Ain Khin t of the Klghzal 
Karl ini clan, settled at Mau Rashidabad (Knimganj}, in Farukhabnd, in the 
reign of the Emperor Aurangteh, 1658-170 7, and took service in ihe cavalry. 
In the action which placed the Emperor Hanikhsiyar tin the throne, fought 
between Farokhtiyar and Jahandlr Khlh near Agra, in January 171$, 
Muhammad Khdn rendered the greatest service to Farukhsiyar" who rewarded 
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him with the dignity of a Chur Jlazdn t with the title of Nawib> and gave him 
in fdgir Kilpi, Ranch, Sipri, Jalaim, etc- In 1714 he founded the town of 
Farakhiibad, calling it after the Emperor. Afterward^ when the Emperor 
Muhammad Shah had put down the Sayyids in 1720, he stilt more richly 
rewarded Muhammad Kham and gave him the title of Ghazanfar Jang, with 
many other honours, and the jdgir of Bhojpur and Shamsabad, In a 750-14 
Muhammad Klidn received the appointment of Governor of the Allahabad 
Provinces, and was directed by the Emperor to rescue Eundelkhtind from the 
usurping Eundelas, In 1729 he was besieged by the Mahratus in Jaitpur t 
the prison was reduced to the direst extremities, and he was compelled 
to bind himself never again to invade Bundelkhafid- In 1743 he died, at 
the advanced age of eighty years, and was buried at Nekpur Khutd of Pargana 
Faham. To the fiefs of Shamsahad and Bhojpur, which he held by Imperial 
grant, he had added, by title of the sword, the rest of the district, the 
western half of Cawnpore, the whole of Mabpuri, nearly the whole of Etah, 
two Faxganas of Budaun, one of Shdhjahanpur, and parts of Aligarh and 
Etawah- 

Kaim Khan, entitled Kaim-i-Jang, succeeded hts father without opposi¬ 
tion. He was a splendid horseman and a brilliant performer with the knee. 
Safdar Jang! Viceroy of Oudh, looked on all Fathins, whether bangash or 
Rohilla, as his rivals, He promised Kaim that if be ejected the Rohilbfc, 
he should be appointed Governor of ad Kohilkhand At the same time the 
Vazir covertly encouraged the Rohillas to resistance, A large force set out 
from Farukhahad and arrived opposite the entrenched camp of the Rohillas 
at Baunri, near Jfudaun, on the a 1st Novetnlier 1748. The battle began 
next morning, and resulted in the defeat of the Umgaihes and the death of 
Kaim Khrfm Imam Khan, brother of Kaim, succeeded t but was treacher¬ 
ously dispossessed of the Farukhabad territory by the Vdr after a few 
months, Ahmad Khan, second son of Muhammad, headed a movement to 
restore the fortunes of the family ; he defeated at Khud&pnj and killed the 
usurping Governor of Fanikhabad, who had been appointed by Safdar, and 
gained a victory over Safdar himself Ln Etah. The territory from Koil to 
Cawnpore was Taken possession of, and arrangements were made for occupy¬ 
ing the whole of Oudh, Ahmad next besieged Allah abad, and established 
his headquarter at Jh&isL -Safdar Jang meanwhile called in the aid of the 
Alabraitas, and Ahmad marched to Farukbabad to oppose them. He 
entrenched lumsdf In the fort of Fatehgath, and summoned the Robilks 
to his assistance; the RohLLIas on ihdr arrival were defeated by the 
MahraLt-is, which compelled Ahmad to evacuate Fatefagoih. He fled to 
Aonk, and subsequently to ChLLkiya, where be was besieged by the Mahrattas. 
Eventually a peace was concluded, Ahmad Khan alienating half his territory 
in payment or the excuses of the campaign. After the defeat of the 
Mahmttas at Panipat in 1761, Ahmad Khan recovered most of the territory 
of which ho had been deprived. He died in 1771, and was succeeded by 
his son, Muzaffar Jang, a boy thirteen years old. About this time the 
Ikmgash territory became tributary to the Oudh Power- Shujd-ud-dauli 
began to receive 4 h lakhs per annum, which was assumed For fart payment 
of the contingent of British troops stationed at FatcbgarK MuxatTar Jan£ 
died in 1796, poisoned by his eldest son, and wa^ succeeded by his second 
son, ImMd Husain, Nisir Jang r He wa* a mere puppet under the control 
of his uncle, Amm-ud-dauli. In 1801 the tribute of 4^ kklis hitherto paid 
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by Faiukbafcad to Oudh had been ceded by the Nawdb Vazir to the British^ 
and Imddd resolved that his domains should follow the tribute. At Bareilly, 
on the 4th June lSoa, was signed a treaty by which the Nawdb ceded his 
country in return for a yearly allowance of Rs, 1,08,000 to himself and his 
dependants, Ndsir Jang, the last ruling prince of his house, died in 1813, 
and was succeeded in his honours and estates by his son, Khiidim Husain, 
who bore the tide of Shaukat-hjEing, and was then ten years old. He died 
in 1823, and was succeeded by his son, Tajatnmul Husain, a baby not a year 
old. But this Tajammul Husain died childless in his twenty-fourth year 
(1846), and was succeeded by his cousin, Talazzul Husain. On the outbreak 
of the rebellion, TafazJtul Husain was enthroned on the cushion of his fore¬ 
fathers by the mutinous 10th Native Infantry stationed at Fateh garb, and 
after the massacre of the Kuropeans the formation of a native Government 
was taken in hand, which lasted for seven months. When the British 
reoccupkd Fatehgarh in January 1S5S, the Nawdb fled to Bareilly, but soon 
surrendered himself. He was attainted for treason, and deported to Mecca. 
The estates then reverted to the hither of the present Nawdb, Tajatnmul 
Husain Khm The present Nawdb has a son and heir, Sultan Husain 
Khun, born 1874.
